Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
October  24,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
November  4.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
•of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
opening  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  mentioned 
in  several  preceding  issues.  The  usual  monthly  first  and 
second  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only 
to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested 
on  their  reports.

Brevities. 

At  Dover  last  quarter  six  samples  of  quinine  were  taken 
for  analysis,  and  all  were  certified  to  be  of  the  B.P. 
standard. 

On  October  14  an  employe  of  Messrs.  Reckitt,  Dansom 
Lane,  Hull,  fell  into  a  tank  containing  hot  caustic-soda 
solution,  and  died  as  the  result  of  the  burns  and  shock. 

The  "Times"  and  other  London  newspapers  have  been 
printing  paragraphs  this  week  about  the  trade  in  opium  in 
the  Transvaal.  They  contain  nothing  which  we  have  not 
reported. 

The  late  Sir  Henry  Irving'  had  some  acquaintance  with 
the  pill-trade  when  he  was  a  clerk  with  Messrs.  Thacker 

6  Co.,  Newgate  Street.  Their  export  business  included 
patent  medicines. 

At  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Stockton  Co-operative 
Society  on  October  14  it  was  stated  that  arrangements  had 
been  completed  for  extending  the  Society's  operations  by 
opening  a  drug-department. 

Mr.  Edward  Mackay,  chemist,  32  Forster  Square,  Brad- 
ford, last  week  dispensed  two  prescriptions  for  Sir  Henry 
Irving  which  were  signed  by  an  eminent  London  specialist. 
These  suggested  that  Sir  Henry's  condition  was  recognised.

A  further  conference  on  the  question  of  South  African 
freights  is  to  take  place  in  London  early  in  November,  after 
the  arrival  in  England  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Maydon,  Natal  Minister 
of  Railways  and  Harbours,  who  has  been  commissioned  by 
the  Government  of  Natal  to  represent  the  ColoDy. 

Burglars  last  week  broke  into  the  private  residence  of 
Mr.  J.  W.  Mcintosh,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Brewis  & 
Mcintosh,  at  Portsmouth,  and  made  off  with  some  cash, 
several  articles  of  jewellery,  and  a  number  of  gold  and 
silver  medals  won  by  Mr.  Mcintosh  as  a  champion  athlete. 

At  Derby  Borough  Court  on  October  12,  Ada  Davis  was 
sentenced  to  a  month's  hard  labour  for  stealing,  on 
October  5,  a  box  of  Beecham's  pills,  value  2s.  9d.,  from  the 
shop  of  Herbert  George  Pattison,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 

7  Sadler  Gate,  Derby.  Mr.  Pattison  said  the  woman  came 
to  his  shop  and  asked  for  a  large  box  of  Beecham's  pills. 
She  then  asked  for  half  a  pound  of  chloride  of  lime  and  two 
tablets  of  Cuticura  soap,  and  while  he  was  getting  the  former 
she  left  with  the  pills. 

L'Eutente  Municipale. 

This  week  the  President  and  members  of  the  Municipal 
Council  of  Paris  are  in  London  visiting  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  London  County  Council.  The  French 
councillors  are  the  private  guests  of  the  London  councillors 
in  their  homes  during  their  stay  in  London.  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris  has  two  guests  allotted  to  him  (MM.  Bussat  and 
Chautard),  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  has  one  (M.  Lefevre). 
The  whole  of  the  Paris  councillors  and  the  officers  and  ex- 
officers  of  the  London  County  Council  were  received  by  the 
King  at  Buckingham  Palace  on  October  17.  Among  those 
presented  was  Lieut. -Col.  Clifford  Probyn,  who  is  Deputy- 
Chairman  of  the  London  County  Council. 

Commercial  Intelligence. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  reconstituted  Advisory  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Commercial  Intelligence 
was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Board  in  Whitehall  Gardens, 
S.W.,  on  October  17.  The  Marquess  of  Salisbury,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade,  was  in  the  chair,  and  cordially 
thanked  the  members  present  for  consenting  to  place  their 
services  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  He  antici- 
pated that  the  reconstituted  Committee,  enlarged  as  it  was 
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by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  members  directly  repre- 
senting commercial  interests  and  by  the  additional  repre- 
sentation of  Colonial  interests,  would  be  of  great  assistan<  e 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  and  be  able  to  render  useful  service 
in  connection  with  the  commercial  interests  of  the  country. 
Valuable  results  were  expected  from  the  expert  assistance 
which  the  Committee  would  be  able  to  render  to  the  depart- 
ment in  the  complicated  questions  affecting  foreign  Customs 
tariffs  and  their  bearing  upon  British  trade,  and  also  in 
developing  the  work  already  undertaken  with  a  view  to  the 
acquisition  of  commercial  intelligence  and  its  prompt  dis- 
semination for  the  use  of  the  manufacturing  and  trading 
classes.  He  also  referred  to  the  commercial  missions 
already  undertaken  to  Siberia.  Persia,  and  South  Africa, 
and  to  that  now  being  undertaken  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  as  well  as  to  the  recent  action  of  the  Board  in 
appointing  trade  correspondents  in  .South  Africa — a  course 
which  it  is  proposed  to  extend  to  other  Colonies  in  the 
future.  Sir  A.  Rollit  and  Sir  W.  H.  Holland  replied  on 
behalf  of  the  members,  expressing  their  appreciation  of  his 
Lordship's  remarks,  and  promising  the  cordial  support  of 
the  Committee  in  furthering  the  object  for  which  they 
have  been  appointed.  After  a  short  discussion  of  the  ques- 
tions which  were  likely  to  engage  their  attention  the  meet- 
ing adjourned.

Trade-marks  in  the  United  States. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Birmingham  Chamber 
of  Commerce  on  October  18,  a  communication  was  read  from 
the  Foreign  Office  respecting  the  new  trade-marks  law  of  the 
United  States.    Lord  Lansdowne  stated  that  the  question 
as  to  the  necessity  for  re-registration  under  the  new  law  had 
been  referred  by  His  Majesty's  Ambassador  at  Washington 
to  the  United  States  Government.      The  Ambassador  has 
also  consulted  an  eminent  legal  authority  on  the  question. 
This  authority  advises  that  (1)  the  right  of  property  in  a 
trade-mark  and  the  right  to  its  exclusive  use  are  protected 
and  enforced  in  the  courts  of  the  several  States  and  of  the 
United  States  having  jurisdiction  of  the  parties,  irrespective 
of  any  Acts  of  Congress  and  without  registration ;  (2)  the 
Acts  of  Congress  do  not  and  cannot  constitutionally  extend 
to  trade-marks  used  in  purely  local  business,  that  is  dis- 
sociated with  foreign,  inter-State,  or  Indian  tribal  com- 
merce; (3)  the  infringement  of  trade-marks  in  purely  local 
business  cannot  fall  within  the  remedies  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress unless  the  infringing  trade-mark  as  well  as  the 
registered  trade-mark  is  used  and  infringed  in  foreign.  inter- 
State,  or  Indian  tribal  commerce ;  (4)  the  privileges  con- 
ferred upon  trade-marks  duly  registered  under  the  Act  of 
1881  are  preserved  notwithstanding  the  repeal  of  that  Act 
by  the  Act  of  February  20.  1905,  but  the  additional  privileges 
conferred  by  the  Act  of  February  20,  1905,  cannot  be  enjoyed 
except  by  registration  or  re-registration  under  the  statute  in 
compliance  with  its  terms.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  whereas 
the  trade-marks  law  of  March  30,  1881,  afforded  protection 
against  infringement  in  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and 
with  Indian  tribes  only,  the  new  law  extended  that  protec- 
tion to  trade-marks  in  inter-State  commerce  also.  Trade- 
marks registered  under  the  law  of  1881  still  enjoy  the 
protection  afforded  by  it,  but  if  the  additional  advantages 
offered  by  the  new  law  are  desired  it  is  necessary  to  re- 
register under  that  law.

Brother  G.  C.  Maynard,  chemist.  Wymondham.  was  last 
week  invested  Secretary  of  Lodge  Doric  (No.  1193),  having 
previously  assisted  at  the  installing  of  the  W.M.  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  artistic  taste  of  Mrs.  Maynard  was  again 
in  request,  the  banquet  tables  being  exquisitely  decorated  by 
her,  cactus  dahlias  and  autumnal  leaves  entering  into  the 
scheme.  The  Secretary  responded  to  the  toast  of  "The 
Masonic  Charities."'  and  made  an  eloquent  appeal  on  behalf 
of  the  Norfolk  Masonic  Educational  and  Benevolent  Fund. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  Andrew  Graham,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Westbar, 
has  transferred  his  pharmacy  to  new  premises  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road. 

The  City  Council  have  referred  to  the  Health  Committee 
a  memorial  signed  by  certain  tradesmen  praying  the  Council 
to  apply  the  Shop  Hours  Act  to  the  following  trades  for  the 
closing  of  shops  at  one  o'clock  on  Thursdays — viz.,  house- 
furnishers,  hairdressers,  clothiers  and  tailors,  pawnbrokers, 
hosiers,  drapers,  boot  and  shoe  dealers,  ironmongers,  and 
milliners.    Chemists  are  conspicuously  absent. 

The  "Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph"  last  week  announced 
that  Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox.  chemist  and  druggist,  was 
not  likely  to  seek  re-election  for  the  Crookesmoor  Ward, 
which  he  now  represents  in  the  City  Council.  This  was 
promptly  contradicted  by  Councillor* Fox.  who  states  that 
he  expects  to  be  the  candidate  of  his  party  in  November. 
Meanwhile  he  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee which  is  to  consider  a  suggestion  to  use  the  Winter 
Street  Hospital  as  a  sanatorium  for  the  modern  treatment  of 
consumption. 

The  report  of  the  City  Analyst  (Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith) 
for  the  past  quarter  shows  that  he  has  received  and  analysed 
180  samples  of  food  and  drugs  during  the  quarter.  One 
sample  each  of  pepper  and  ground  ginger  proved  to  be 
genuine,  and  three  samples  of  camphorated  oil  were  pre- 
pared in  accordance  with  the  B.P.  Of  eight  samples  of 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  three  had  a  composition  complying 
with  the  B.P..  two  were  of  inferior  quality,  and  the  remain- 
ing three  had  less  than  the  minimum  proportion  of  ethyl 
nitrite  required  by  the  B.P. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Cotton-mills  are  to  be  started  in  the  black  country.  This 
is  a  new  industry,  although  lint  has  been  a  staple  industry  in 
the  neighbouring  county  for  many  years,  notably  around 
Bromsgrove.  where  Messrs.  Southa'll  Bros.  &  Barclay  have  a 
mill. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  President  and  Secretary 
passed  through  Birmingham  on  their  way  from  Preston  to 
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London,  and  took  advantage  of  a  short  stay  in  our  city  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Divisional  Secretaries  of  the  district  at 
the  Queen's  Hotel.  The  nature  of  their  deliberations  has 
not  transpired,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  in  connection  with 
organisation  and  preparation  of  another  Bill. 

Judging  from  the  chemists'  shop-windows,  physics  is 
taking  the  place  of  physic,  instruments  of  curious  forms 
and  shapes  for  alleviating  the  troubles  flesh  is  heir  to  being 
dominant — whirligig  enemas,  pulsating  machines,  and 
calorimeter-like  foot  and  hand  warmers.  One  chemist  has 
a  window  full  of  the  first. 

The  business  and  general  capabilities  of  the  School  Board 
boy  are  being  disadvantageously  and  freely  exposed  in  the 
local  press.  A  specimen  is  given  by  a  pharmacist,  who 
sent  one  with  two  gallons  of  S.V.R.  cn  a  hand-cart  to  an  insti- 
tution a  mile  away.  The  jar  was  on  its  side  ;  the  cork  began 
to  leak  badly,  and  not  the  slightest  attempt  was  made  to 
remedy  the  defect,  with  the  result  that  a  gallon  was  lost  in 
transit ! 

Nurse  Smith's  Prescription. 
At  the  East  Riding  Quarter  Sessions,  held  at  Beverley  on 
October  17,  Ernest  Sanders  (24),  traveller,  was  charged  with 
supplying  a  noxious  drug  to  Rose  Brown,  Sherburn,  for  an 
unlawful  purpose.  The  prisoner  advertised  himself  as 
"Nurse  Smith,"  and  supplied  female  pills.  Mr.  Baynes, 
analyst,  Hull,  and  Dr.  Gregory,  of  Beverley,  gave  evidence 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  pills.  For  the  defence  it  was  con- 
tended that  even  if  the  drug  found  were  noxious,  the  dcse 
prescribed  was  so  small  that  ill-effects  could  not  ensue.  The 
Chairman  suggested  that  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  for 
a  conviction,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 

Beverage-bottles  not  Wanted. 
Bradford  chemists  want  to  stop  the  use  of  ball  and  screw- 
stoppered  aerated-water  and  beer  bottles  for  the  conveyance 
of  oil  and  chemical  liquids.  A  letter  signed  by  Mr.  R.  H. 
Marshall,  President  of  the  local  Association,  and  Mr. 
D.  S.  Priestley,  Hon.  Secretary,  has  been  published  in  the 
local  newspapers  appealing  to  the  public  to  support  the 
■chemists  in  their  determination  not  to  fill  such  bottles,  and 
stating  in  detail  the  reasons  for  this  decision.  The  resolu- 
tion determining  not  to  serve  anything  in  such  bottles  was 
passed  unanimously  at  the  last  private  meeting  of  the  Brad- 
ford Chemists'  Association.

Mr.  A.  H.  Brcoks,  Mr.  D.  T.  Evans, 
Mr.  H.  R.  Gibbs,  Mr.  R.  Laybourn,  Mr.  R.  Pettman, 
Mr.  J.  Reeve,  the  Timothy  White  Co..  Ltd.,  Messrs.  E. 
Wootton  &  Son,  and  Mr.  Victor  J.  Woolls. 

A  Question  of  Rates. 

At  Wolverhampton  on  October  12,  Mr.  W.  H.  Nicholls 
was  summoned  for  non-payment  of  his  poor-rate.  The  Vestry 
Clerk  said  that  Nicholls  formerly  had  a  chemist's  shop  in 
Owen  Road,  Wolverhamptcn,  and  is  now  the  manager  of 
another  similar  shop  opposite.  It  was  stated  for  the  de- 
fendant that  ho  was  scld  up  f:r  rent  at  the  shop  he  pre- 


viously occupied,  the  amount  due  being  60/.,  and  the  goods 
realised  between  501.  and  401.  Defendant,  in  his  evidence, 
said  that  the  takings  at  the  shop  he  was  manager  of  now 
were  8.s.  6d.  one  day  and  13s.  2d.  on  another  day,  while 
the  average  takings  per  week  were  2/.  18s.  The  Vestry 
Clerk  :  This  is  a  chemist's  shop,  where  it  is  all  profit. 
Defendant  said  that  was  not  so.  The  takings  left  him  10s. 
clear  profit  per  week,  and  there  were  eight  in  family.  The 
shop  he  was  at  present  in  was  not  his  own,  but  his  wife's, 
and  the  rent  was  12s.  6c/.  per  week.  He  was  now  looking 
for  a  situation.  The  presiding  Magistrate  said  that  under 
the  circumstances  the  Magistrates  would  excuse  the  de- 
fendant the  rate,  but  he  would  not  be  excused  a  second 
time;  and  the  Magistrate  added  that  defendant's  wife  was 
liable  for  the  rates  for  the  shop  at  present  occupied. 

An  Insurance  Claim. 
Mrs.  Jane  Woolley,  the  widow  of  a  Stockport  druggist 
(Daniel  Woolley),  who  committed  suicide  a  short  time  ago 
(see  C.  <£•  D.,  May  20,  p.  758),  applied  to  the  Stockport 
magistrates  on  October  13  for  an  order  to  be  made  against 
the  Loyal  Philanthropic  Friendly  Society  of  Liverpool  for 
the  payment  of  two  insurances  taken  out  on  the  life  of  the 
deceased.  By  one  policy,  taken  out  in  1882,  the  widow 
became  entitled  to  21/.,  and  by  the  second,  taken  out  in 
1890,  to  50/.  On  both  premiums  48/.  15s.  2d.  had  been 
paid.  The  company  declined  to  pay  on  the  ground  that  the 
deceased  had  been  accessory  to  his  own  death.  It  was 
stated  that  in  previous  cases  of  suicide  the  company  had 
paid.  The  Clerk  pointed  out  that  the  society's  rules  pro- 
vided for  arbitration,  and  he  thought  the  Court  had  no 
jurisdiction.  The  Bench  adjourned  the  application  for  a 
month. 

Football. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  F.C.  v.  Jarrow  Wednesday  F.C. — 
Played  at  Newcastle  on  October  18.  Pharmacy  opened  well, 
but  the  slippery  state  of  the  ground  was  all  against  accurate 
play,  and  half  an  hour  had  gone  before  Nelson  opened  the 
scoring  through  a  penalty-kick,  Pharmacy  crossing  over  with 
a  lead  of  one  goal.  The  second  half  saw  Jarrow  in  the 
ascendant,  but  the  chemists  playing  up  with  vigour,  the 
game  resulted  in  a  draw  of  two  goals  each. 

Cottenham  Park  Football  Club  v.  London  College  of 
Pharmacy  Football  Club. — The  opening  match  of  the 
season  was  played  at  Raynes  Park  on  Saturday,  October  14. 
The  home  team  kicked  off,  and  a  neat  run  by  their  forwards 
ensued,  but  was  non-productive.  A  return  run  by  the  Lon- 
doners proved  effectual,  and  they  were  rewarded  with  their 
first  goal.  Several  corners  in  favour  of  the  College  team 
were  not  improved  upon,  and  the  score  remained  unaltered 
until  shortly  before  half-time,  when  Williams  notched 
another  goal  for  the  Pharmacists.  A&ter  resuming,  a  third 
goal  was  registered  by  the  latter,  the  Cottenham  men  after- 
wards replying  with  a  neatly-placed  penalty-kick  in  their 
favour.  Time  was  shortly  after  called,  and  the  Londoners 
left  victorious  by  three  goals  to  one.

— The  following 
passed  :  W.  L.  Swinnertcn,  W.  A.  Murphy.  J.  J.  O'Brien, 
and  R.  McCay.    Sixteen  candidates  were  rejected. 

Registered  Druggist  Examination  (at  Belfast). — The  fol- 
lowing passed  :  C.  Davis,  R.  Kells,  and  H.  McDowell.  Two 
candidates  were  rejected. 

Pharmaceutical  Assistant  Examination. — D.  Gray  passed. 
The  British  Association. 

The  Dublin  Corporation  recently  agreed  to  extend  to  the 
British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  a  formal 
invitation  to  the  Irish  metropolis  (see  C.  <t  D.,  October  7, 
p.  565),  but  met  on  Saturday  last  and  rescinded  its  resolu- 
tion, on  the  ground  that  it  would  have  nothing  to  do  with 
anything  pertaining  to  the  "  toirant  Saxon." 

Stole  a  Hand-cart. 

At  Londonderry  Petty  Sessions  on  October  5,  Mr.  John 
Mortimer,  druggist,  prosecuted  a  man  named  Hugh  Dorian 
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for  having  stolen  his  hand-cart.  Prisoner  took  the  cart  out  of 
the  store-yard  and  was  caught  by  the  police  wheeling  oil- 
barrels  stolen  from  the  Great  Northern  Railway  depot.  He 
was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 

Did  not  Mean  to  Steal. 
At  Drogheda  Petty  Sessions,  a  girl  named  Doulan  was 
charged  by  the  polite  with  having  stolen  a  package  of  pills 
and  tabloids  from  the  medical  establishment  of  Messrs. 
Byrne.  West  Street,  Drogheda.  The  defence  was  that  the 
accused  was  looking  at  the  drug,  and  did  not  mean  to  take  it. 
The  magistrates  discharged  the  defendant  under  the  First 
Offenders  Act. 

Sale  of  Cattle  Medicines. 
At  the  Athlone  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  13,  Thomas 
Murtagh,  farmer,  Tubberville,  sued  Christopher  McCor- 
mack,  shopkeeper.  Moate,  to  recover  12/..  value  of  his  cow, 
which  died,  as  alleged,  from  an  overdose  of  medicine 
supplied  by  defendant  for  the  cure  of  cramps.  The  evidence 
was  that  three  bottles  of  the  medicine  were  administered  to 
the  cow  at  once,  when  it  should  be  only  an  eggshell-full  night 
and  morning.  The  Judge  held  if  a  man  set  up  as  a  doctor 
he  should  act  as  one,  and  give  proper  instructions.  A  decree 
for  8/.  was  given. 

The  Haslett  Memorial. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  cennection 
with  the  Haslett  Memorial  held  at  Belfast  on  October  16, 
the  Treasurer  reported  that  the  subscriptions  promised 
amounted  to  over  1,420/.  A  deputation  consisting  of  Dr. 
King  Kerr  and  Messrs.  Thomas  H.  Sloan.  M.P..  Robert 
Thompson,  H.  M.  Pollock,  J.  H.  Lytle,  and  Wm.  Marshall 
was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Improvement  Committee 
of  the  City  Corporation  and  request  that  a  site  be  allocated 
for  the  erection  of  the  statue  in  front  of  the  new  City  Hall. 

Examination  Failures. 
The  wholesale  rejections  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  of  the  candidates  who  last  week  presented  them- 
selves for  the  entrance  and  final  tests  of  the  Society  has 
evoked  a  good  deal  of  plain  speaking  in  local  educational 
circles.  The  fact  of  sixteen  out  of  twenty  applicants  for 
the  L.P.S.I.  qualification  and  over  50  per  cent,  for  the  Pre- 
liminary to  the  licence  having  been  sent  away  to  further 
study  is  stated  to  be  a  reflection  not  only  cn  the  candidates, 
but  on  the  several  teaching-centres  whence  they  came.  The 
need  for  closer  study  is  emphasised,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
a  night-school  be  added  to  the  Society. 

Early  Closing. 

The  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  has  sanctioned  the  closing 
order  made  under  the  Shop  Hours  Act  by  the  Portadown 
Urban  Council. 

The  Limerick  Corporation  last  week  received  a  deputation 
of  traders  protesting  against  the  introduction  of  the  Shop 
Hours  Act  into  that  city.  It  was  urged  that  Dublin,  Eelfast, 
and  Cork  had  rejected  the  measure,  and  that  only  two  towns 
in  Ireland  and  five  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  had 
favourably  inclined  towards  the  Act.  The  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  committee.

Bile-bean  Appeal. 

The  Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co.  have  lodged  an  appeal 
in  the  Court  of  Session  against  Lord  Ardwall's  judgment  in 
their  action  to  have  George  G.  Davidson,  chemist.  Polwarth 
Gardens  and  Tollcross.  Edinburgh,  interdicted  from  manu- 
facturing or  selling  pills  under  the  name  of  bile  beans  which 
are  not  of  their  manufacture. 

Edinburgh  Chemists'  Golf  Club. 

This  club  concluded  its  present  season  with  a  return  match 
between  teams  representing  the  captain  and  hon.  secretary 
on  October  18  over  the  course  of  the  Insurance  and  Banking 
Golf  Club  at  Duddingston.  The  captain's  team  won  by  five 
holes.  A  large  number  turned  out.  and  a  most  enjoyable 
afternoon  was  spent,  the  weather  being  all  that  couid  be 
desired. 


Not  the  Chemist. 

Some  excitement  and  considerable  annoyance  were  occa- 
sioned by  a  paragraph  which  appeared  in  some  of  the 
Scotch  newspapers  last  week  recording  the  drowning  of 
"  Mr.  Davidson,  a  chemist  of  Montrose,"  off  Whitehouse 
Point.  Dalmeny.  Pharmacists  all  over  the  country  will  be 
relieved  to  learn  that  the  victim  was  not  Mr.  Alexander 
Davidson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Montrose,  and  ex- 
examiner  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Edinburgh,  but 
a  law-clerk,  named  James  Davidson,  who  once  lived  at 
Montrose.    Mr.  Alexander  Davidson  is  alive  and  well. 

The  Hebrides  Kelp  Industry. 
In  the  event  of  the  British  Chemical  Company,  of  Clyde- 
bank, Glasgow,  obtaining  from  the  Hebrides  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  tangle-ash  and  kelp  from  which  to  manufacture 
iodine,  they  do  not  intend  to  continue  getting  an  addi- 
tional supply  from  Norway  or  Ireland.  Encouraged  by 
the  success  which  has  attended  their  efforts  to  revive  the 
kelp  industry  in  Tiree,  North  and  South  Uist,  Penbecula, 
and  Barra  during  the  past  three  years,  the  company  have 
decided  to  extend  their  operations  to  Lewis  and  Harris. 
Nearly  3,000/.  has  been  distributed  to  the  island  of  Tiree 
alone  this  season,  and  considerably  more  than  that  sum  has 
been  paid  to  kelpmakers  in  the  other  islands  mentioned. 


£be  Meek's  poisonings. 


DURING  the  past  week  twelve  suicides  and  three  fatalities 
by  misadventure  are  reported  as  having  taken  place  with 
poisons.  One  of  the  misadventures  occurred  at  Lewin's 
Mead,  Bristol,  where  an  old  man  named  Frederick  Isaacs 
drank  a  liniment  of  belladonna,  chloroform,  and  camphor 
in  mistake  for  a  cough-mixture.  A  liniment  of  belladonna 
was  taken  by  a  Sunderland  woman  named  Eliabeth  Sage, 
who  intended  to  commit  suicide.  In  the  case  of  Elizabeth 
Martin,  a  cook  in  the  service  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Case,  of  Fare- 
ham,  a  poisonous  embrocation  appears  to  have  been  taken, 
but  whether  by  accident  or  design  the  coroner's  jury  were 
unable  to  determine.  Yet  another  embrocation-death  oc- 
curred this  week  at  Sheffield.  The  victim  was  Amelia 
Thompson,  a  labourer's  wife,  who  had  been  an  excessive 
drinker,  and  died  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  from  the  effects 
of  some  hartshorn  and  oil  which  she  had  consumed. — Three 
laudanum-suicides  are  recorded.  John  Dalling,  a  retired 
draper,  was  found  dead  in  a  Hull  hotel  with  five  empty 
laudanum-bottles  by  his  bedside.  Daisy  Maud  Painter, 
of  Osberton,  died  from  laudanum-poisoning ;  and  a  woman 
named  Minnie  Massingham,  of  Kirkley.  also  poisoned  her- 
self with  the  same  narcotic.  In  the  last  case  the  lauda- 
num was  obtained  from  five  different  chemists,  and  it  is 
believed  deceased  took  5^  oz.  of  the  poison. — Oxalic  acid  was 
taken  with  fatal  results  by  a  recruiting-sergeant  named 
Thomas  Denman.  at  Farnborough,  and  by  Harry  William 
Best,  a  railway-clerk,  at  Greenwich.  Miss  Nangle.  a 
governess  at  Milford  Haven,  poisoned  herself  with  creosote. 
A  young  servant-girl  at  Danesmoor.  Annie  Harris  by  name, 
committed  suicide  with  carbolic  acid.  A  young  Irish  lady. 
Miss  Lizzie  Martin,  purchased  some  vermin-killer  from  a 
Ballymena  chemist,  took  it  herself,  and  died  from  strych- 
nine-poisoning. Harold  Lionel  Lindsay,  a  boot-shop  manager 
at  Dover,  took  a  fatal  dose  of  potassium  cyanide.  At  Barns- 
bury  Thomas  Edward  Bunfield,  a  hammerman,  drank  a 
fatal  draught  of  spirit  of  salt.  The  second  misadventure 
occurred  at  Tottenham,  where  some  buttered  bread  spread 
with  phosphorus  paste,  intended  for  destroying  vermin,  was 
eaten  by  a  two-year-old  child. 


Commercial  Travellers'  Tax. — The  experiment  of  the  pro- 
vince of  Quebec  of  imposing  a  tax  on  non-resident  com- 
mercial travellers  represinting  other  than  Canadian  houses 
has  given  rise  to  a  good  deal  of  controversy.  The  wholesale 
dealers  of  Montreal  have  decided  objectior.s  to  the  impost. 
They  say  that  foreign  manufacturers  will  not  pay  the  tax. 
that  they  send  their  travellers  to  Toronto,  in  Ontario,  where 
the  tax  does  not  exist,  to  do  what  business  they  can  there,  and 
that  in  the  result,  instead  of  any  benefit  accruing  to  Quebec, 
trade  is  merely  diverted  to  Ontario. 
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(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Professor  Behring. — It  is  reported  from  Lyons  that 
Dr.  Behring,  who  passed  the  day  in  that  town  last  Saturday, 
has  arranged  to  forward  to  Dr.  Arloing,  a  distinguished 
scientist  there,  a  supply  of  his  new  substance  for  immunising 
and  curing  tuberculosis,  for  the  purpose  of  experiment. 
Dr.  Behring  visited  the  laboratories  of  Experimental  Medi- 
cine and  the  Veterinary  School  at  Lyons  while  there.  Dr. 
and  Mme.  Behring  are  now  staying  at  Montreux,  and  pro- 
pose to  pass  a  portion  of  the  winter  in  Corsica. 

The  Colonial  Museum. — M.  Loubet  recently  signed  a 
decree,  jointly  drawn  up  by  M.  Clementel,  Minister  of 
Colonies,  and  M.  Bienvenu-Martin,  Minister  of  Public- 
Instruction,  with  a  view  to  assuring  the  mutual  collabora- 
tion of  the  old  "  Jardin  des  Plantes  "  and  the  new  "  Jardin 
Colonial "  in  Paris  for  the  study  of  the  natural  products  of 
the  French  Colonies.  A  Colonial  laboratory,  attached  to 
the  museum,  will  be  the  point  of  contact  where  the  theo- 
retical studies  made  by  the  older  institution  will  be  com- 
pared with  the  practical  experiments  and  outside  suggestion 
afforded  by  the  new  Colonial  "  Garden." 

L'Entente  Municipale. — Of  the  sixty  members  of  the 
Paris  Municipal  Council  who  are  visiting  London  this  week 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  is  only  one  pharmaceutical 
member.  He  is  M.  Alfred  Houde,  and  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Paris  Council  nearly  six  years.  No  less  than  twenty- 
eight  other  callings  being  represented  by  the  visitors, 
science  is  not  much  to  the  fore  among  the  guests.  The 
President  of  the  Paris  Council,  Dr.  Brousse,  is  a  graduate 
of  Montpellier  University,  and  was  awarded  the  gold  medal 
of  the  hospitals  for  his  devotion  during  a  cholera  epidemic. 
Dr.  Chautard  is  a  chemist  and  physicist  of  eminence  at  the 
Paris  Ecole  Centrale  and  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  This 
visit  to  London  has  aroused  a  good  deal  of  interest  here. 

Gathering  Orders. — The  legality  of  the  cyclist  prescrip- 
tion gatherer  is  still  under  dispute  here.  Certain  French 
pharmacists  have  a  box  in  several  remote  villages,  into 
which  prescriptions  and  orders  may  be  dropped.  A  cyclist 
calls  round  and  empties  the  box  daily,  at  the  same  time 
delivering  packages  and  vials.  The  question  is  whether  he 
is  infringing  on  the  monopoly  of  the  Post  Office  by  carrying 
correspondence.  A  coal  merchant  who  puts  similar  boxes 
in  omnibus  offices  was  recently  brought  before  and  con- 
demned by  a  Parisian  Police  Court.  But  the  Appeal  Court 
have  quashed  the  decision;  and  the  point  now  is  whether 
the  Post  Office  will  carry  the  case  to  the  Court  of  Cassation. 
A  good  many  pharmacists  are  watching  the  matter  with 
interest. 

Glorifying  Pasteur. — A  crowd  of  loungers  gathered  one 
afternoon  last  week  around  one  of  the  seats  which  line  the 
Boulevard  Malesherbes.  On  the  seat  stood  a  bard,  correctly 
attired  in  a  silk  hat,  frock-coat,  etc.,  who  declaimed  : 

Toi  qui  iious  a  donne  le  serum  vainqueur 

Du  microbe  rabiquc,  o  venere  Pasteur  ! 

Je  te  saluc  ici,  devant  tous,  et  je  clame 

La  grandeur  de  ton  oeuvre,  la  beaute  de  ton  ame. 

Efc  je  to  glorifie,  savant  trop  oublie, 

D'avoir,  par  ton  genie,  sauve  l'humanite. 

Arrested  for  causing  an  obstruction  and  conducted  to  the 
police-station,  the  reciter  gave  his  name  as  George  Naudet. 
8  rue  Alexandre  Dumas,  and  his  calling  as  "  poet  charged  to 
celebrate  Pasteur's  glory,"  "I  was  bitten  five  times,"  he 
declared,  "and  Pasteur  saved  me.  Listen  to  me."  And 
climbing  on  an  armchair  in  the  magistrate's  room,  he  re- 
commenced. The  Commissaire.  seeing  with  whom  he  had 
to  deal,  had  the  prisoner  conveyed  to  the  mental  ward  of  the 
Central  Police  Station.. 

The  Sale  of  Mineral- waters. — M.  Labussiere  raises  the 
question  whether  mineral-waters  can  be  legally  sold  in 
France  by  non-pharmacists.  The  fact  is  that  this  trade  is 
gradually  slipping  out  of  the  hands  of  the  pharmacists,  who 
had  once  the  practical  monopoly.  The  Vichy  Company 
goes  even  a  step  further,  and  retails  the  pastilles,  etc.,  pre- 
pared from  its  waters — a  right  confirmed  by  the  Court  of 


Cassation  in  1898.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  passed  a  unanimous  resolution  in  1899  that  mineral - 
waters  of  purgative,  arsenical,  or  sulphurous  nature  should 
be  retailed  exclusively  by  pharmacists.  The  Law  of  Ger- 
minal governing  pharmacy  is  silent  on  the  subject,  but 
M.  Labussiere  considers  an  "entente"  might  be  arrived  at 
by  allowing  the  mineral-water  companies  to  sell  all  products 
wholesale,  and  even  to  retail  ordinary  table-waters,  while 
reserving  the  retail  sale  of  purgative,  sulphurous,  and 
arsenical  waters,  and  all  by-products,  to  the  pharmacist 
alone. 

Amfoules-Seringues. — The  method  of  preparing  drugs 
for  hypodermic  injection  in  sterilised  sealed  tubes  contain- 
ing in  solution  recognised  doses,  has,  chiefly  on  account  of 
their  aseptic  preparation  and  their  regularity  in  dosage, 
come  much  into  favour  with  the  Paris  physicians.  An  im- 
provement on  this  method  was  exhibited  by  Messrs.  Robert 
&  Leseurre  in  the  exhibition  in  connection  with  the  tuber- 
cular Congress.  The  improvement  is  called  the  "  Ampoule- 
seringue,"  and  is  intended  to  obviate  the  use  of  ordinary 
hypodermic  syringes,  which  are  apt  to  get  dirty  and  out  of 
order.  Briefly,  it  consists  of  a  sealed  glass  tube  containing 
1  c.c.  of  a  drug  in  sterilised  solution.  One  end  of  the  tube 
is  drawn  to  a  point,  and  has  a  little  way  from  its  end  a  file 
mark  to  indicate  the  place  at  which  the  tube  is  to  be  broken 
when  required  for  use,  and  the  end  so  broken  is  of  such  a 
size  as  to  fit  exactly  to  an  ordinary  hypodermic  needle. 
The  other  end  is  of  undiminished  calibre,  and  is  sealed  by  a 
cork  of  rubber  or  some  other  impermeable  aseptic  substance, 
which,  on  introducing  a  glass  rod  behind  it,  acts  as  a  piston, 
and  so  expels  the  liquid  directly  under  the  skin.  All  the 
ordinary  drugs  used  hypodermic-ally  are  thus  prepared. 

In  Southern  France. — During  a  recent  journey  in  the 
South  of  France,  I  noted  my  impressions  of  the  present  con- 
dition of  pharmacy  there.  My  first  place  of  call  was  Tou- 
louse, and  in  that  ancient  town  I  found  the  school  of 
pharmacy  in  a  flourishing  condition  in  an  attractive  suburb, 
connected  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  adjacent  to  the 
Faculty  of  Science,  the  Museum  of  Natural  History,  and 
the  Botanical  Gardens.  The  cutting  element  in  the 
chemists'  shops  strikes  one,  however,  as  predominant.  The 
town  has  considerable  commercial  importance  by  reason  of 
its  position  as  the  pivot  of  Southern  France,  and  Toulouse 
sees  annually  a  large  number  of  British  visitors,  but  as  a 
rule  they  do  not  tarry  here,  merely  making  it  a  place  of  call 
on  their  way  to  the  Pyrenees  district.  Bayonne,  on  the 
west  coast  of  France,  1  also  visited,  and  found  the  same 
remarks  regarding  pharmacy  apply  there  as  to  Toulouse, 
though  Bayonne  can  in  no  way  be  compared  with  the  former 
town  in  importance  or  population,  besides  possessing  no 
seats  of  learning.  In  Bayonne  cne  chemist's  shop  in  a 
prominent  position  in  the  town  bears  the  inscription  : 
"Grande  Pharmacie  du  Progres,"  with  the  addition  of  the 
words,  "the  Popular  and  Cheap  Pharmacy."  Here,  too. 
many  English-speaking  people  make  brief  visits,  especially 
those  staying  at  Biarritz,  near  by. 

Milk  Congress. — An  International  Milk  Congress  was 
opened  in  Paris  on  October  16  at  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine. M.  Berard,  Under-Secretary  of  State,  presided  at  the 
inaugural  meeting.  The  President  of  the  Congress  is  Dr.  H. 
Ricard,  senator,  and  in  his  address  he  referred  to  the 
"  Scientific  Evolution  of  Milk."  The  Congress  was  divided 
into  six  sections  and  met  in  the  afternoon  at  the  College  of 
France.  The  first  has  charge  of  the  question  of  the  hygiene 
of  cowsheds,  The  second,  presided  over  by  Professor  Lindet. 
of  the  Agronomical  Institute,  has  discussed  the  various 
processes  for  preserving  milk.  Section  3,  under  the  pre- 
sidence  of  Professor  Brouardel  has  heard  an  interesting 
paper  by  Dr.  Bordas,  Baudran,  and  Kohn  Abrest  regarding 
the  effects  of  filtration,  refrigeration,  etc..  from  the  hygienic 
side.  The  fourth  found  the  subject  of  the  adulteration  of 
milk,  cream,  cheese,  and  butter  an  issue  for  warm  discus- 
sion. The  fifth  section  was  presided  over  by  M.  Calvet,  sena- 
tor. Questions  relative  to  the  carriage  of  milk  and  its  pro- 
ducts by  rail  and  water,  including  cost  of  transport,  occupied 
the  sixth  section.  On  Tuesday  Dr.  Bordas  gave  a  description 
of  a  new  process  for  the  rapid  analysis  of  milk  devised  by 
M.  Touplain  and  himself.  By  this  process  they  claim  that 
jsix  analyses  can  be  made  within  an  hour,  only  very  small 
quantities  of  milk  being  required. 
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Winter  Session  of  Chemists'  local  associations. 


The  Business  Done. 

Eighteen  meetings  are  reported,  three  of  them  being  social. 
An  association  ha9  been  started  at  Guildford.  The  Assoc'a- 
tion  of  Women  Pharmacists  met  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
when  Mrs.  Croighton,  widow  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  spoko 
on  tho  responsibilities  of  women.  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  advised 
the  London  Chemists'  Association  to  eschew  warranties  as 
inimical  to  their  professional  interests,  and  by  unanimous 
resolution  they  agreed.  Western  chemists  elected  a  now 
Council,  and  gavo  Mr.  Philp  a  handsome  marriage  present. 
Thames  Valley  chemists  heard  an  address  at  Kingston  by 
Mr.  F.  Harvey,  and  think  of  starting  the  district  specialitv. 
Bradford  has  appointed  a  committee  to  canvass  tho  half- 
holiday  question,  and  heard  a  statement  by  Mr.  Riley  about 
a  Pharmaceutical  Society  circular  in  regard  to  the  sale  of 
drugs  by  unqualified  shonkeepers.  The  Pharmacv  Bill  and 
company  question  were  discussed  bv  Cardiff  (supporting  Mr. 
Hagon),  North  Kent  (Mr.  A.  E.  Ilobbs  speaking  at  Maid- 
stone), and  North  Staffs.  At  St.  Leonards  Mr.  John  Smith 
spoke  on  the  commercial  interests  of  retailers.  Mr.  F. 
Gilderdale  has  succeeded  Mr.  G.  Foggan  in  the  Newcastle 
presidency;  Torquay  is  to  follow  Bournemouth  in  the  matter 
of  formulae,  and  Belfast  is  to  institute  a  Haslett  Memorial 
Medal.  Tho  Federation  advises  associations  not  to  discuss 
Parliamentary  representation  publiclv. 


Guildford  and  District  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  chemists  in  the  Guildford  district,  held  on 
October  18,  it  was  resolved  to  form  an  association  with  the 
above  title.  A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  draw  up 
the  rules,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Mather,  pharmaceutical  chemist.

Your  committee  hope  that  in  addition  to  this,  each  asso- 
ciation will  pass  a  resolution,  giving  in  outline  a  plan  by 
which  the  members  think  such  a  fund  should  be  adminis- 
tered. 

Two  plans  have  already  been  advocated  : 

First — That  the  fund  be  administered  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  either  alone  or 
in  consultation  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Federation  of  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 

Second — That  the  fund  be  administered  by  a  board  of 
trustees,  consisting  of  nominees  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  Federation  of  Local  Phs.f oiiceutical  Associa- 
tions, the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  the  Wholesale 
Drug  Club. 

Your  committee  are  anxious  to  obtain  the  opinions  of  the 
Associations  throughout  the  country  as  to  which  of  these  two 
plans  is  likely  to  be  the  more  acceptable,  or  as  to  any  other 
form  of  procedure  which  may  be  suggested. 
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Your  committee  are  anxious  that  the  whole  question 
should  have  the  fullest  and  frankest  discussion,  but  they 
wish  to  impress  the  importance  of  such  discussions  being  con- 
ducted in  private,  and  not  being  reported  even  in  the  trade 
Press,

Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

At  Dublin  on  October  13  the  usual  weekly  meeting  of  this 
Association  was  held  in  the  Nelson  Cafe,  Lower  Sackville 
Street,  Mr.  Jameson  in  the  chair.  Eeports  having  been 
received  from  the  committee  relative  to  the  preparation  of 
a  syllabus  for  the  ensuing  session,  it  was  decided  to  ask 
Professor  Kelly  to  give  an  address  to  the  members  at  such 
time  as  he  could  most  conveniently  do  so.  Business  of  a 
routine  nature  was  then  transacted,  after  which  an  interest- 
ing discussion  took  place  on  "The  Effects,  Beneficial  or 
Otherwise,  of  the  Withdrawal  of-  Night  Lectures  for 
Students  of  Medicine."  The  principal  speakers  were  Messrs. 
Diack,  Howley,  and  Quaid,  who  pointed  out  the  injustice  in- 
flicted upon  the  young  men  of  pharmacy  by  the  closing  of  the 
evening  classes  in  surgery.  Formerly  a  youth  entered  the 
drug-trade  with,  the  intention  for  the  most  part  of  taking 
out  medical  lectures  after  business  hours,,  and  that  the  boon 
was  appreciated  and  largely  availed  of  was  evidenced  by 
the  number  of  present-day  physicians  in  Dublin  who  com- 
menced their  career  behind  the  dispensing-screen.  More- 
over, the  practice  of  pharmacy  gave  a  great  advantage  to  the 
doctor,  as  his  experience  as  a  chemist  enabled  him  to  more 
thoroughly  recognise  therapeutic  remedies  than  if  he  had 
merely  crammed  up  his  materia  meclica  and  chemistry.  Some 
of  the  most  successful  practising  doctors  in  Dublin  held  the 
licence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  necessity  of 
concerted  action  in  reversing  the  present  system  of  studying 
medicine  was  enlarged  upon,  and  medical  students  were  in- 
vited to  throw  in  their  lot  with  the  Association,  with  the 
object  of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  the  Medical  Council 
to  procure  the  revival  of  night  lectures. 


The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of 
Ireland. 

The  Committee  of  this  Society  met  at  11  Waring  Street, 
Belfast,  on  October  13,  Mr.  W.  Jamison,  M.C.P.S.I.,  in 
the  chair.  There  were  also  present  :  Messrs.  Frackelton, 
Lyttle,  Carse,  Walsh,  Busby,  Acheson,  Brown,  Suffern, 
R.  J.  Jamison,  and  Rankin. 

A  Business  Visit. — Mr.  Frackelton  reported  the  result 
of  his  recent  visit  to  London.  He  has  obtained  contribu- 
tions to  the  library  of  the  Society,  and  also  promises  of 
advertisement  cards  for  displaying  on  the  walls  of  the  new 
rooms. 

Revising  the  Rules. — Mr.  Busby  proposed  and  Mr. 
Lyttle  seconded  that  a  sub-committee  be  appointed  to  revise 
the  rules  and  report  to  the  committee  with  a  view  to  having 
the  matter  brought  before  the  annual  general  meeting.  The 
Chairman  nominated  Messrs.  Lyttle,  Busby,  Acheson, 
Frackelton,  and  Brown  as  the  members,  with  Mr.  Lyttle  as 
convener. 

Materia  Medica  Specimens. — Mr.  Busby  reported  rc  the 
materia  medica  specimens  for  use  of  students,  and  stated 
that  the  committee  in  charge  were  making  all  arrangements. 

Haslett  Memorial  Medal. — The  Chairman  proposed 
that  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  late  President,  Sir 
James  A.  Haslett,  M.P.,  a  fund  be  started,  the  interest  from 
which  will  be  used  to  award  a  gold  medal  annually  to  the 
student  who  gains  highest  marks  in  the  Registered  Druggist 
examinations,  and  that  a  circular  inviting  subscriptions  be 
sent  to  the  trade.  Mr.  Lyttle  seconded,  and  the  motion 
passed  unanimously.  Messrs.  Busby,  Acheson,  Brown, 
Suffern,  and  Lyttle  were  appointed  to  act  as  committee. 

The  committee  decided  to  meet  during  winter  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  11  o'clock  a.m. 

Mr.  H.  'B.  McCready  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Kay  were  elected 
associates. 


Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  opening  meeting  was  held  at  the  Park  Hotel,  Cardiff, 
on  Wednesday,  October  18.  Mr.  W.  R.  Hopkins,  of  Barry 
Dock,  presided,  and  there  was  a  gocd  attendance. 


Divisional  Secretaries. — Mr.  R.  Mumford  was  nomi- 
nated for  Cardiff  and  Mr.  W.  R.  Hopkins  for  Scuth 
Glamorgan. 

Pharmacy  Act  Amendment. — The  President  referred  to 
the  motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Hagon  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  said  that  if  the  proposal  were 
carried  it  would  not  only  protect  their  title  as  chemists  and 
druggists,  but  would  protect  their  business,  for  no  one  would 
be  able  then  to  enter  it  unless  he  was  fully  qualified.  He 
suggested  that  Mr.  Hagon's  proposal  might  be  considered  by 
local  associations. 

Mr.  Mumford  explained  that  Mr.  Hagon  was  that  day 
attending,  by  request,  a  meeting  in  Leeds,  but  he  had  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  him  in  which  he  put  the  question  regard- 
ing his  proposal,  "  Is  it  right,  is  it  prudent  ?  " 

The  President  pointed  out  that  limited  companies  are 
going  to  increase  as  much  in  the  future  as  in  tha  past,  and 
he  wondered  where  they  would  get  qualified  men,  seeing 
that  they  take  no  apprentices. 

Mr.  Leo  Joseph  and  Mr.  Jabez  A.  Jones  having  briefly 
spoken  about  the  discussion  at  the  Council-meeting, 

Mr.  Jesse  Williams  said  Mr.  Hagon  had  not  the  ghost  of 
a  chance  of  passing  his  proposed  amendment.  It  is  not 
necessary,  he  added,  for  the  proprietor  of  a  chemist's  busi- 
ness to  be  fully  qualified,  so  long  as  he  engages  a  man  who 
is.  [This  is  incorrect  as>  regards  individuals. — Editor.] 
Numerous  enterprises  are  carried  on  by  companies,  the  direc- 
tors of  which  could  not  be  said  to  have  had  a  qualified  train- 
ing. He  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  change  Mr.  Hagon 
proposes  come  about,  but  it  is  only  a  waste  of  time  to  con- 
sider it. 

A  brief  conversation  between  the  President  and  Mr. 
Mumford  about  limited  companies  followed,  and  Mr.  H.  A. 
Gerhold  suggested  that  the  Act  might  not  be  made  retro- 
spective, but  simply  prevent  the  opening  of  more  shops  by 
unqualified  persons.  This  point  was  discussed  by  several  of 
the  members,  and  in  the  course  of  some  remarks  Mr.  Jabez 
A.  Jones  said  it  is  the  duty  of  every  association,  and  of  all 
the  officials  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  do  all  they  can 
to  educate  members  of  Parliament,  and  to  show  them  the 
justice  of  the  claim  which  the  chemists  make.  The  opinion 
of  the  meeting  was  then  taken  on  the  question  as  to  whether 
it  was  right  to  introduce  Mr.  Hagon's  amendment,  and 
whether  it  is  possible  to  succeed  in  passing  it.  The  members 
answered  both  questions  in  the  affirmative. 


Thames  Valley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Anglers'  Hotel,  King- 
ston-on-Thames, on  Wednesday  evening,  October  18,  Mr.  F. 
Harvey,  President,  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  A.  Higgs,  J.P.  (Kingston),  Longtoft,  Welbourne, 
and  Kent  (Molesey),  Woolcock  (Hon.  Sec.)  (Hounslow), 
Parrott  and  Blanchford  (Richmond),  Palmer  and  Bunker 
(Twickenham),  Doe  (Wimbledon),  Bowen  (Mertcn),  Davies 
(St.  Margaret's),  and  Clement  (Hampton  Hill). 

A  Glance  Back. 
The  President,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  referred 
eulogistically  to  the  services  rendered  to  the  Association  by 
its  past  Presidents— Mr.  A.  Higgs,  J.P.,.  and  Mr.  C.  J. 
Palmer.  During  the  first  two  years  of  the  Association  lec- 
tures had  been  given  on  "  Radium"  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Glew,  on 
"The  Profession  of  Pharmacy"  by  Mr.  Wallis,  and  on 
"Optics"  by  Mr.  Bunker.  The  social  side  had  not  been 
neglected.  They  had  had  two  successful  launch  trips,  two 
annual  dinners,  and  a  Bohemian  concert.  The  Association 
was  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  the  cervices  of  Mr. 
Woolcock  as  Hon.  Secretary,  whose  zeal  and  energy  he  had 
no  doubt  would  be  of  great  benefit.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  executive  at  an  early  date  to  reconstruct  the  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists  covered  by  the  Association,  and,  if 
possible,  to  induce  every  chemist  in  the  district  to  join  forces 
with  them.  Direct  representation  of  chemists  in  Parlia- 
ment would  probably  be  discussed  by  many  associations 
during  the  session,  and  he  hoped  this  subject  would  receive 
the  careful  consideration  of  the  members.  He  thought  that 
if  any  body  is  worthy  of  direct  representation  in  Parliament 
it  is  pharmacists,  who  are  so  closely  allied  to  the  health  and 
general  safety  of  the  public.  The  difficulties,  however, 
appeared  to  be  enormous,  and  he  believed  would  scarcely 
meet  with  much  support  in  certain  well-informed  quarters, 
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such  as  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  in  matters  politic  he  thought  they  should  be 
guided  by  the  Society.  He  thought  the  idea  of  establishing 
local  proprietaries  is  capable  of  practical  results,  and  in- 
stanced cod-liver  oil  emulsion.  A  6-oz.  bottle,  well  made 
and  packed,  could  be  bought  at,  say,  6s.  6d.  per  dozen,  and 
sold  retail  at  10J,r/.  By  combination  an  order  for  probably 
twenty  gross  could  be  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  season, 
and  this  quantity  could  easily  be  absorbed  by  the  chemists 
of  the  Association,  and  a  saving  effected  in  cost  of  8s.  per 
gross,  and  at  the  same  time  a  demand  created  for  this  specific 
brand.  Mr.  Harvey  also  referred  to  early  closing,  and  in 
conclusion  he  emphasised  the  possibilities  of  chemists  in 
making  the  best  use  of  their  local  association. 

Some  discussion  took  place  on  the  co-operative  scheme, 
and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bunker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bowen, 
it  was  resolved  that  it  should  be  proceeded  with,  and  it  was 
referred  to  the  committee  to  consider. 


Pharmaceutical  Associations,  and  the  Cheltenham  and 
District  Chemists'  Association  concerning  Cheltenham 
natural  aperient  water  were  submitted,  tlii.s  being  all  the 
business. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  on  Wed- 
nesday evening,  October  18,  in  the  Hotel  Metropole,  New- 
castle-on-Tyne, the  President  (Mr.  George  Foggan,  of 
Bedlington)  in  the  chair. 

Annual  Reports. — The  Treasurer  (Mr.  Kerse)  read  his 
financial  statement,  which  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of 
41.  9,?.  lid.  This  was  considered  most  satisfactory.  The 
Secretary  (Mr.  Pescod)  read  his  report,  which  enumerated 
the  work  transacted  during  the  year.  The  membership  now 
stands  at  ninety-eight.  The  President's  extreme  generosity 
towards  the  Association  was  duly  noticed.  The  reports 
having  been  agreed  to,  Mr.  Maltby  Clague  moved  that  the 
heartiest  thanks  of  the  Association  be  given  to  Mr.  Foggan, 
the  retiring  President.

Inaugural  Address. 

Mr.  Gilderdale  is  a  native  of  Horbury,  near  Wakefield, 
and  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  George  Saville, 
chemist,  Wakefield.

assistant  to  Messrs.  Dresser  &

laboratory.  Since  1903  he  has  been 
assistant  manager  and  consulting 
chemist  to  Messrs.  John  Ismay  & 
Sons,  Newcastle  -  cn  -  Tyne.  Mr. 
Gilderdale  passed  the  Minor  examina- 
tion in  1892  and  has  been  a  Fellow 
of  the  Chemical  Society  since  1898. 
The  subject  of  his  presidential  address 
was  "The  Early  History  of  Chemis- 
try." He  dealt  lightly  with  the  facts 
recorded  before  Geber's  time,  then 
told  what  was  done  to  advance  the 
science  by  Albertus  Magnus,  Roger  Bacon,  Raymond  Lully, 
Basil  Valentine,  Paracelsus,  Van  Helmont.  Glauber.  Boyle, 
Joseph  Black,  Stahl,  Priestly,  Cavendish,  Scheele,  and 
Lavoisier. 

Mr.  Gilderdale  was  accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for 
his  address. 

Communications  from  the  Newcastle  Pharmacy  Football 
Club,  the  C.  <£•  D.  regarding  Poisons  Law,  representation 
of  pharmacy  in  Parliament  from  the  Federation  of  Local 


East  Sussex  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  the  Edinburgh 
Hotel,  St.  Leonards,  cn  October  12,  Mr.  John  Smith,  the 
President,  in  the  chair. 

Appointments. 
Mr.  Robbins.  Bexhill,  and  Mr.  Tharle.  Hastings,  were 
recommended  as  Divisional  Secretaries  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Higgins  was  appointed  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Association  in  place  of  Mr.  Sidney  Smith,  who  is'  leaving 
the  town. 

The  President  then  delivered  his  address  on 

The  Commercial  Interests  of  Retail  Pharmacy. 
Th's  was  a  good  exposition  of  present-day  ccnditk~ns 
in  pharmacy,  breaking  bulk,  co-operative  buying,  quali- 
fied  assistants,   and  stores   and   warranties  being  some 
of   the   subjects   dealt   with.      The    discussion    of  the 
question    of   warranties    has,    he   said,    been  excepticn- 
ally  interesting.      It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  many 
chemists  have  the  foresight  to  see  that  if  the  aim  of 
placing  responsibility  for  the  quality  of  drugs  and  medicines 
upon  the  wholesalers  were  successful,  it  would  be  a  leng 
stride  towards  completing  the  trar.  rer  cf  skilled  phar- 
macy from  the  registered  chemist  to  the  prcprietary  manu- 
facturer.   It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  qualified  chemists 
who  are  presumably  competent  in  their  calling  should  take 
this  responsibility  upon  themselves.    To  plead  non-liability 
on  the  ground  that  a  galenical  preparation  was  supplied  in 
the  same  condition  as  it  was  received  from  the  wholesale 
house  is  to  teach  the  public  that  chemists  are  no  more  com- 
petent than  the  small  shopkeepers  in  country  districts.  As 
regards  articles  of  a  proprietary  character,  Mr.  Smith's 
opinion  is  that  these  articles  do  not  appreciably  create  new- 
business,  but  that  they  displace  articles  which  are  the 
product  of  the  chemist's  skill  or  special  knowledge  and  then 
pass  on  to  the  store  traders.    The  increase  in  the  number  of 
licences  for  the  sale  of  stamped  medicines  is  30  per  cent,  in 
ten  years.    The  revenue  from  the  sale  of  medicine-stamps 
in  the  same  time  has  increased  by  over  40  per  cent.  Fewer 
men  are  qualifying,  but  there  is  no  scarcity  of  qualified 
assistants,  yet  the  public  take  more  medicine  and  use  more 
dentifrices,  toilet-preparations,  etc..  than  at  any  former  time. 
If  these  are  facts  a  development  unfavourable  to  retail 
pharmacy  is  taking  place,  and  it  must  be  assumed  that  the 
zenith  is  not  yet  reached.    Clearly  a  process  of  degeneration 
is  going  on  which  can  only  be  stemmed  by  chemists  aiming 
at  regeneration.    The  rest  of  the  address  referred  to  the 
"Compendium"  and  mildly  criticised  the  Federation  of 
Local  Associations. 

Commenting  on  the  address.  Mr.  Rossiter  said  that  al- 
though he  formerly  held  the  opinion  that  "  branded  "  goods 
brought  new  business,  he  now  sees  that  they  really  displace 
more  profitable  sales,  and  owing  to  the  feeling  of  suspicion 
implanted  in  the  minds  of  customers  by  Press  advertise- 
ments, the  chemist  has  little  opportunity  of  using  his  expert 
knowledge  in  supplying  the  public  with  their  medical  re- 
quirements.

The  first  general  meeting  of  the  third  session  was  held  at  the 
Royal  Star  Hotel,  Maidstone,  on  October  18,  Mr.  W.  E.  Goff, 
President,  in  the  chair. 

Delegates'  Report. — The  Hon.  Secretary  gave  a  report 
of  the  delegates  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
and  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associatior.s  at  Brighton 
in  July. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — In  response  to  the  invitation 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  following  were  recom- 
mended for  reappointment  as  Divisional  Secretaries  in  the 
Parliamentary  constituencies  within  the  sphere  of  action  of 
this  Association  :

Parliamentary  Representation. — A  short  discussion 
took  place  upon  the  direct  representation  of  pharmacy  in 
Parliament,  and  it  was  decided  to  put  this  down  as  the 
principal  subject  for  discussion  at  the  next  meeting  at 
Gravesend  on  November  15. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs  (Tunbridge  Wells)  then  gave  an  address, 
chiefly  on 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Mr.  Hobbs  dealt  first  with  the  question  of  organisation, 
and  said  a  chemist  failed  in  duty  to  himself  and  his  fellow- 
chemists  if  he  did  not  associate  himself  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  because  he  neglected  to  bear  his  share  of 
responsibility  in  safeguarding  the  interests  of  his  calling ; 
he  failed  in  duty  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  because  ho 
had  accepted  from  it  a  qualification  which  he  should  be 
only  too  glad  and  anxious  to  add  lustre  to,  but  which  he 
left  others  to  try  and  shield.  (Hear,  hear.)  Organisation 
to  be  effective  must  spring  from  the  individual.  The  in- 
dividual must  realise  his  isolation  and  weakness,  and  learn 
that  in  small  as  well  as  in  great  matters  unity  gives  strength. 
Turning  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  Mr.  Hobbs  said  it  naturally 
took  an  important  place  among  the  subjects  for  discussion. 
He  supposed  they  were  all  in  favour  of  it,  and  their  only 
regret  was  that  its  terms  were  not  more  stringent.  (Hear, 
hear.)  They  must,  however,  look  at  the  question  from  an 
outsider's  point  of  view  as  well  as  their  own,  and  always 
remember  that,  just  though  their  claims  may  be,  they  are 
not  in  a  position  to  enforce  them.  It  is  unfortunate  for 
them  from  a  legislative  standpoint  that  their  calling  is 
necessarily  a  mixture  of  a  professional  and  a  commercial 
character,  and  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  know  where  the 
line  of  division  came.  It  is  this  blending  of  the  profes- 
sional with  the  commercial  which  lends  a  false  tone  to  the 
cry  of  "  monopoly"  which  the  opponents  to  the  Bill  make 
use  of,  and  it  becomes  their  own  duty  to  make  it  clear  to 
members  of  Parliament  and  the  public  that  they  neither 
expect  nor  ask  for  monopoly  in  the  sale  of  anything  which 
is  not  considered  wise  and  necessary  for  the  public  safety. 
The  suggestions  made  by  the  promoters  of  the  Parliamentary 
representation  scheme  require  careful  consideration  and  pro- 
vide ample  opportunity  for  discussion  at  the  meetings  of 
local  associations.  There  is  much  to  be  said  for  and  against 
the  scheme.  That  representation  by  one  of  their  own  mem- 
bers is  desirable  there  can  be  no  doubt,  but  the  means  of 
promoting  it  need  careful  thought.  Mr.  Hobbs  next  dis- 
cussed the  matter  of  the  need  for  restrictive  regulations  in 
the  sale  of  poisons.  As  experts,  knowing  from  their  daily 
association  with  poisons  and  potent  bodies  the  need  for 
every  care,  the  only  conclusion  chemists  could  arrive  at  is 
that  many  more  substances  ought  to  be  placed  under  restric- 
tive conditions  than  there  are  at  present.  The  use  to  which 
a  poison  might  be  put  is  no  reason  for  less  care  being  taken 
in  its  sale.  The  more  common  the  use,  the  greater  the  need 
for  care. 

This  was  followed  by  an  animated  discussion,  and  upon 
the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  A.  Fred  Corfe, 
a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously  accorded  to  Mr. 
Hobbs, 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  October  17  at  the 
Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  the  President  (Mr.  R.  H.  Marshall) 
being  in  the  chair. 

The  Half-holiday  Movement. — A  letter  was  read 
which  had  been  received  from  the  Wednesday  Half- 
day  Holiday  Association,  asking  the  members  to 
help  in  canvassing  the  wards  on  behalf  of  the 
Wednesday  half-holiday,  and  also  asking  for  a  con- 
tribution towards  the  cost  of  the  movement.  Mr.  J.  A. 
Mitchell  asked  if  they  were  still  sufficiently  unanimous  for 
the  Association  to  take  action  on  behalf  of  the  mid-week 
holiday,  and  the  President  said  those  who  were  not  with 
the  movement  must  exercise  this  opportunity  of  voting 
against  it  when  the  voting  papers  were  issued.  Upon  a 
request  being  made  for  volunteers  for  a  canvass  the  follow- 
ing were  appointed  : — Mr.  R.  W.  Silson,  Mr.  Herbert  Wad- 


dington,  Mr.  Newbould.  Mr.  Marshall,  Mr.  H.  Holgate, 
Mr.  Gordon,  Mr.  Metcalfe,  Mr.  Butler,  Mr.  Carson,  Mr. 
Fall,  and  Mr.  H.  Simpson ;  and  others  are  to  be  written  to 
urging  them  to  act  for  the  wards  in  which  they  carry  on 
business.  Mr.  Stead  declined  to  canvass  in  his  ward,  how- 
ever. He  said  he  no  longer  agreed  with  the  proposition. 
Mr.  Waddington  said  that  in  his  district  the  present  volun- 
tary closing  was  on  Thursday,  and  he  was  going  to  canvass 
for  that  day  instead  of  Wednesday.  Alderman  Dunn 
suggested  that  it  was  most  important  that  the  grocers 
should  be  urged  to  close  their  premises  at  the  same  times 
in  the  evening  as  the  chemists  proposed  to  do ;  and  other 
members  said  that  they  entertained  objections  to  the  draft 
closing  scheme  for  the  reason  that  the  grocers  were  to  be 
permitted  to  remain  open  in  the  evening  some  considerable 
time  after  the  chemists  were  closed.  The  President 
observed  that  the  Association  was  bound  to  stand  by  its 
resolution  of  last  year  approving  the  hours  now  advertised. 

Sale  of  Drugs  by  Grocers. — Mr.  Riley,  of  Bramley. 
attended,  and  read  some  correspondence  which  had  passed 
between  him  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  regard  to  a  fatality  with  camphorated  oil  which  had  been 
sold  by  a  grocer  or  small  shopkeeper  in  place  of  castor  oil. 
Mr.  Riley  asked  if  the  Secretary  would  supply  reprints  of  a 
report  of  the  case  and  remarks  thereon  for  distribution  to  the 
public  as  a  means  of  warning  them  of  the  danger  of  buying 
drugs  from  shopkeepers  who  are  not  familiar  with  their 
properties.  The  Secretary  had  consented  provisionally. 
Mr.  Riley  strongly  urged  the  desirability  of  doing  as  he 
proposed.  He  intended  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Leeds  Association.  Several  members  pointed  out  that  it 
would  scarcely  be  advisable  to  saddle  the  mishaps  referred 
to  on  to  the  grocers  as  a  class,  because  generally  the  persons 
who  were  responsible  were  scarcely  worthy  of  being  called 
grocers,  but  could  better  be  described  as  small  shopkeepers 
of  miscellaneous  classes.  A  vote  was  eventually  taken 
to  ascertain  whether  the  members  of  the  Society  present 
were  inclined  to  use  such  a  circular,  and  the  opinion 
expressed  by  the  vote  was  almost  unanimously  in  favour 
of  the  use  of  the  circular. 

The  Poison  Regulations. — An  interesting  discussion 
then  took  place  upon  a  point  raised  by  the  Secretary  (Mr. 
D.  S.  Priestley),  who  stated  instances  to  show  that  there 
did  not  appear  to  be  a  complete  understanding  in  all  quarters 
of  the  full  meaning  of  the  regulations  under  which  poisons 
should  be  kept,  and  that  some  warning  should  be  issued, 
including  a  statement  as  to  the  penalties  involved.  It  was 
resolved  to  circularise  the  members. 

Direct  Representation. — The  Secretary  then  drew 
attention  to  the  recent  circular  of  the  Federation  of  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Associations,  and  it  was  resolved  to  consider 
the  matter  of  the  proposed  direct  representation  of  phar- 
macy in  Parliament  at  a  future  meeting. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  the  Norfolk 
Square  Hotel,  Paddington,  W.,  on  October  18,  Mr.  Frank 
W.  Rogers  presiding.  There  were  about  twenty  members 
present,  and  the  first  business  was  the  appointment  of 
Messrs.  J.  Smith  and  H.  Brown  as  scrutineers  of  the  voting- 
papers  for  the  election  of  members  of  Committee  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  Messrs.  R.  H.  Parker  and  J.  W.  Taplin 
were  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts.  While  these  four 
gentlemen  were  engaged  in  their  prescribed  duties,  two  new 
members  were  proposed,  and  regrets  for  absence  were  inti- 
mated from  Messrs.  J.  D.  Marshall,  Donald  Watson,  E. 
White,  and  J.  H.  Mather,  of  Godalming.  The  last-named 
gentleman  wrote  saying  that  he  had  called  a  meeting  of 
local  chemists  for  that  same  night  with  a  view  to  forming 
an  association  for  the  Guildford  Division.  The  audited 
accounts  showed  a  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  of 
1/.  12s.  10d.,  and  the  scrutineers  having  also  finished  their 
labours  it  was  intimated  that  the  following  gentlemen  had 
been  elected  members  of  Committee  :  Messrs.  J.  W.  Bowen. 
Frank  A.  Rogers,  W.  J.  I.  Philp,  W.  F.  Gulliver,  J.  T. 
Barrett,  Burton  Middleton,  R.  H.  Jones,  R.  L.  Whigham, 
E.  White,  A.  G.  Worsley,  and  Dr.  W.  Harrison  Martindale. 
Congratulatory. 
The  Chairman  then  presented  Mr.  W.  J.  I.  Philp  with  a 
very  fine  piece  of  silver-plate  and  a  pair  of  silver  flower- 
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vases  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Association.  The 
inscription  on  the  plate  explains  the  occasion  : 

Presented  to  W.  J.  Ignatius  Philp.  on  the  occasion  of  his 
marriage,  by  his  friends  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion (of  London),  in  recognition  of  li  s  valuable  services  as 
honorary  secretary  during-  the  years  1898-1904. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Rogers  said  that  the  occa- 
sion was  one  for  double  congratulation,  for  not  only  has  Mr. 
Philp  been  a  zealous  and  valuable  officer  of  the  Association 
lor  many  years,  but  Mrs.  Philp  is  a  daughter  of  their 
esteemed  past  President,  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington.  The  letters 
regarding  Mr.  Philp  which  he  had  received  from  members  of 
the  Association  were  so  eulogistic  that  it  was  quite  impossible 
for  him  to  hand  them  over  to  Mr.  Philp.  In  a  few  modest 
words  Mr.  Philp  acknowledged  the  gift  of  his  fellow- 
members,  and  short  speeches  of  eulogy  and  congratulation 
were  delivered  by  Mr.  Gulliver,  Dr.  Martindale,  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson,  jun.,  and  by  the  special  request  of  the  Chairman 
Mr.  Harrington  said  a  few  words. 

Valedictory. 

Mr.  Rogers  then  delivered  a  short  valedictory  address, 
in  which  he  reviewed  in  thoughtful  words  the  work  of  the 
Association  during  the  past  year.  He  was  a  great  believer, 
he  said,  in  the  power  of  associations  such  as  the  Western 
in  helping  to  weld  together  pharmacy.  The  difficulties  of 
the  position  of  a  pharmacist  in  his  dual  position  of  trader 
and  professional  man,  the  unfair  competition  to  which  he 
is  subjected,  and  his  impotence  as  a  political  power  make 
his  position  a  very  difficult  one.  As  an  antidote  to  bad 
trade  the  country  had  been  told  to  "think  Imperially"; 
he  (the  President)  would  counsel  chemists  to  "think  phar- 
maceutically."  It  is  necessary  for  chemists  to  take  a 
broader  view  of  their  position.  Mere  fortune-snatching 
is  a  low  ideal  which  destroys  esprit  de  corps  and  blunts 
the  finer  feelings.  The  true  pharmacist  should  work  for 
the  advancement  of  pharmacy,  and  should  not  be  content 
to  be  like  a  camp-follower,  who  reaps  the  results  of  the 
labours  of  others.  Mr.  Rogers  then  proceeded  to  show  that 
during  the  past  session  the  purposes  for  which  the  Associa- 
tion was  formed  had  been  well  carried  out.  Social  inter- 
course was  represented  by  two  concerts  and  one  dinner,  and 
the  business  meetings  had  produced  papers  of  exceptional 
merit  by  men  whose  position  gave  them  a  right  to  speak  on 
the  subjects  they  treated.  The  result  had  been  reasonably 
aatisfactory.  It  had  been  argued  that  the  past  session  had 
been  of  an  academic  rather  than  a  practical  character ;  but 
he  thought  that  the  work  done  would  have  a  practical  value 
in  the  future  far  beyond  the  merely  academic. 

Mr.  Gulliver  extolled  the  energetic  way  in  which  Mr. 
Rogers  had  conducted  the  business  of  the  past  session,  which 
had  been  a  better  one  than  the  Association  had  had  for 
some  years.  He  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Rogers  for 
his  good  work.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Barrett  and 
carried  by  acclamation.  Mr.  Rogers  returned  thanks,  and 
votes  of  thanks  were  also  tendered  to  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Committee,  the  scrutineers,  and  the 
auditors. 


North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

The  opening  meeting  was  held  at  Stoke  on  October  12, 
Mr.  J.  Averill,  J.P.,  President  (Stafford),  in  the  chair. 
There  were  also  present  :  Messrs.  Edmund  Jones,  Vice- 
President ;  T.  C.  Cornwell,  A.  F.  Bottomley,  and  F.  C. 
Burrell  (Hanley) ;  Weston  Poole,  Treasurer;  and  C.  P.  A. 
Morrison  (Newcastle),  J.  B.  Blades  (Leek),  W.  Brinson 
(Chesterfield),  J.  B.  Allison  and  T.  Bentley,  Hon.  Sec^etary 
(Stoke),  J.  D.  Melling  (Tunstall),  B.  Parker  (Eurslem)'. 
G.  Swmnerton  and  F.  A.  Bloor  (Longton). 

The  Pharmacy  Bill.— The  President,  having  welcomed 
the  members,  expressed  regret  that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  had 
been  shelved,  and  that  they  were  no  further  forward  now 
with  the  Bill  than  some  years  ago.  He  thought  it  would  be 
of  considerable  advantage  if  they  had  direct  representation 
in  Parliament.  Such  men  as  the  present  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Hills,  and  Mr.  Rymer  Young 
would  make  excellent  Parliamentary  representatives.  There 
could  be  no  doubt,  added  the  speaker,  that  when  the  Phar-  j 
macy  Act  of  1868  was  passed  it  never  was  the  intention  that  j 


they  should  have  limited-liability  companies  practising 
throughout  the  country,  as  at  the  present  time.  But  those 
companies  had  come  to  stay,  and  chemists  must  make  the" 
best  of  them. 

Mr.  Marson  Congratulated. — A  hearty  vote  of  con- 
gratulation was  passed  to  Mr.  W.  Marson,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  Association,  and  has  accepted  the  Mayoralty  of 
Stafford  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  President  said  Mr. 
Marson's  election  would  be  very  popular. 

A  Boots  Manager  Nominated. — Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell  pro- 
posed Mr.  J.  Mavor,  manager  of  Boots  Stores  at  Hanley, 
as  a  member  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Burrell  seconded.  Mr. 
Weston  Poole  raised  the  question  whether  it  is  policy  to 
admit  qualified  managers  of  drug-stores  as  members  of  the 
Association.  He  suggested  that  they  should  further  con- 
sider the  matter,  and  not  take  such  an  important  step— which 
they  might  afterwards  regret — in  a  hurry.  It  was  not  a 
personal  matter,  as  he  did  not  even  know  Mr.  Mavor  by 
name,  but  a  question  of  the  good  of  the  Association.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  according  to  the  bye-laws  of  the  Association 
Mr.  Mavor  must  be  proposed  at  one  meeting  and  balloted  for 
at  another,  so  it  was  decided  to  vote  for  or  against  the 
proposed  new  member  at  the  next  meeting. 

Current  Politics. 

The  President  opened  a  discussion,  in  which  he  referred 
to  the  business  done  at  the  last  Council-meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Blades  (Leek)  could  not  take  an  optimistic  view 
of  matters  pharmaceutical.  They  drifted  too  much,  and  on 
all  hands  qualified  chemists  are  being  hedged  round,  and 
unless  definite,  united  action  is  taken  they  would  be  un- 
worthy of  the  name  of  chemists.  The  chemist  is  being 
attacked  on  all  sides  :  on  one  side  by  the  medical  man  taking 
from  him  what  ought  to  be  his  birthright,  viz.,  the  dispens- 
ing of  medicines,  as  well  as  the  sale  of  surgical  appliances 
and  drugs;  on  the  other  side  they  had  the  herbalists  cutting 
the  price  of  drugs,  and  copying  the  exteriors  of  chemists' 
shops.  He  had  even  seen  one  place  called  a  "botanical 
pharmacy."  One  matter  which  would  require  their  closest 
attention  this  season  was  the  attitude  of  the  Government 
officials  towards  the  open  sale  of  deadly  weed-killers,  sheep- 
dips,  etc.  The  action  of  the  Government  is  a  deliberate 
breaking  of  the  agreement  in  the  Act  of  1868,  and  is  unfair 
to  qualified  men.  Let  this  new  clause  come  into  operation, 
and  there  will  be  a  fine  field  for  would-be  suicides  to  roam 
in,  and  a  fateful  crop  of  accidents  will  ensue. 

Mr.  Edmund  Jones  appealed  to  Mr.  Blades  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  attack  the  evils 
from  within. 

In  the  course  of  a  long  discussion  reference  was  made  to 
the  great  abuses  in  the  Potteries  of  unqualified  men.  North 
Staffordshire  was  described  as  the  "  happy  hunting-ground  " 
for  the  unqualified,  and  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  from  London  to  bring  about  a  better 
state  of  things  in  this  district.  The  local  Divisional  Secre- 
taries were  twitted  by  Mr.  Brinson  with  not  properly  per- 
forming their  work,  and  Mr.  Weston  Poole  defended  these 
officers. 

Divisional  Secretaries. — Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell  retired 
from  the  position  of  Divisional  Secretary  for  Hanley.  and 
Mr.  T.  Bentley  was  nominated  in  his  stead.  The  other 
Divisional  Secretaries  were  re-elected. 

It  was  agreed  that  next  month  Mr.  Blades  should  intro- 
duce a  discussion  on  the  Widows  Clause. 


The  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists. 

The  lecture-theatre  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  was  on  October  17  the  scene  of  a  meeting  at  once 
historical  and  novel.  The  occasion  was  the  first  public 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists.  The 
officials  were  women  and  so  were  the  audieme — with  the 
exception  of  about  twelve  men — and  a  characteristic  touch 
indicating  the  predominant  influence  of  womenfolk  was 
given  by  a  vase  of  white  crysanthemums  and  autumn-tinted 
leaves  which  graced  the  lecture-table.  There  were  over  a 
hundred  women  present.  Miss  M.  E.  Buchanan,  Vice- 
President,  was  in  the  chair,  and  she  was  supported  by  the 
Hon.  Secretaries,  Miss  Hooper  and  Miss  Barltrop. 

Miss  Buchanan  opened  the  meeting,  referring  to  a  number 
of  apologies  for  absence  which  had  been  received,  including 
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one  from  Mrs.  Clarke-Keer,  the  President  of  the  Association. 
The  objects  and  aims  of  the  Association  were  next  briefly  ex- 
plained ;  loyalty  to  the  craft,  to  each  other,  and  to  the  public, 
combined  with  thorough  and  systematic  education  of  women 
pharmacists  being  a  correct  summary  of  these  remarks. 
Acknowledgment  was  also  made  of  the  appreciation  accorded 
to  the  Association  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  "  our 
brother  chemists."  With  a  few  words  of  introduction  Mrs. 
Creighton  was  called  upon  to  give  an  address  on 

The  Present  Responsibilities  of  Women. 
Mrs.  Creighton  at  the  outset  disclaimed  having  any 
knowledge  of  pharmacy,  although  she  had  a  dim  recollection 
of  having  years  ago  passed  an  examination  in  chemistry. 
The  address  dealt  with  the  general  aspect  of  the  question  of 
woman's  responsibilities.  The  present  is  a  specially  im- 
portant time,  great  progress  has  been  made,  and  the  question 
arises  as  to  whether  the  improvement  in  the  position  of 
women  is  to  be  maintained  and  carried  forward.  The  lec- 
turer then  rapidly  sketched  the  state  of  women  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  nineteenth  century,  absolute  ignorance  being, 
according  to  Rousseau,  one  of  the  greatest  charms  of  women. 
Dr.  Gregory  in  a  little  work  written  for  his  daughters  laid 
special  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  they  must  be  careful  not  to 
intrude  themselves  upon  anyone.  The  same  idea  is  seen 
in  novels  of  the  period,  where  any  departure  from  the  ideal 
conduct  of  a  young  lady  is  severely  dealt  with.  Hannah 
Moore  would  find  it  hard  to  put  up  with  the  lady  cyclists 
and  golfers  of  the  present  day,  and  would  be  astonished  with 
the  way  women  go  about  alone;  but  Hannah  Moore,  as  a 
special  pleader  for  the  improved  education  of  women,  is 
partly  responsible  for  the  change  that  has  taken  place. 
Sidney  Smith  in  his  essay  on  "Female  Education"  pleads 
for  the  education  of  woman,  holding  that  "even  if  female 
ignorance  is  a  good  thing  it  is  possible  to  have  too  much  of  a 
good  thing."  In  the  movement  for  the  education  of  women 
the  quiet,  steady  work  of  pioneers  is  particularly  noticeable. 
Mary  Sommerville  and  Caroline  Herschell  showed  what 
women  could  do  in  the  scientific  world,  while  in  the  educa- 
tional field  such  names  as  Miss  Buss,  Miss  Beal,  and  Miss 
Emily  Davis  occur  to  one  at  once.  The  women  leaders  in  the 
medical  profession  who  had  to  do  some  fighting  are  still  with 
us,  so  young  is  the  movement.  Drs.  E.  Blackwell,  Garrett 
Anderson,  and  Jex  Blake  will  be  remembered  in  connection 
with  this  pioneer  work.  Miss  Nightingale's  labours  in 
raising  the  standard  of  the  nursing  profession  were 
also  mentioned.  A  book  by  Mrs.  Jameson  on  "  The  Com- 
munity of  Labour ''  was  specially  recommended  to  the 
audience,  emphasis  being  laid  on  the  author's  warning  that 
the  question  is  not  one  of  men's  or  women's  rights,  but  of  the 
rights  of  the  community.  Women  who  work  should  aim  to 
"be  more  efficient  and  more  effective."  Mrs.  Creighton 
then  quoted  from  a  recent  report  on  the  education  of  women 
in  '..Jrmany,  in  which  the  Principal  of  a  German  girls'  school 
said  :  "  That  women  can  reach  the  same  intellectual  goal  as 
men  admits  of  no  doubt,  but  whether  this  is  for  their  real 
happiness  and  welfare  or  for  the  good  of  the  community  is 
another  question."  If  improved  education  is  to  result  in  the 
neglect  of  the  family  and  home  it  can  only  lead  to  disaster. 
There  is,  however,  no  evidence  that  there  is  any  connection 
between  education  and  neglect  of  the  home,  and  women 
should  show  by  their  conduct  that  such  suspicion  is  not 
justified.  Woman  must  maintain  a  high  standard  in  her 
work,  and  no  woman  should  offer  herself  for  work  unless  she 
is  thoroughly  trained.  Those  women  who  are  trained  must 
do  the  work  of  conversion  in  influencing  fathers — who  wil- 
lingly spend  money  on  a  son's  education — to  spend  money 
in  training  also  the  daughters.  Turning  then  to  the 
question  of  remuneration  the  speaker  warned  women  only  to 
accept  such  payment  for  their  services  as  their  training 
demanded.  A  moral  was  drawn  from  the  miserable  wages 
paid  to  the  women  jute-workers  in  Dundee.  In  this  case  an 
industry  has  to  compete  with  the  cheap  labour  of  Hindoo 
workers,  and  it  is  only  women  who  could  work  for  such  low 
wages  as  are  offered.  The  remedy  for  such  a  condition  is 
combination,  because,  as  has  been  shown,  in  the  textile- 
industries  it  is  an  advantage  that  women  should  be  well  paid. 
The  hope  of  the  future  consists  in  getting  women  to  work 
with  men,  and  their  conduct  must  not  be  such  as  to  damage 
the  position  of  other  workers.  Mrs.  Creighton  then  went 
on  to  urge  women  not  to  be  careless  about  trifles.  Their 
manners  should  be  such  as  not  to  invite  comparison,  and 


women  workers  should  be  especially  careful  in  dressing 
daintily  and  neatly,  and  not  so  as  to  attract  attention. 
Visible  assertiveness  in  a  woman  is  not  attractive,  and 
although  a  woman  should  be  ready  to  take  care  of  herself 
she  should  not  assert  it  in  her  walk  and  manners.  "Be 
careful  to  show  and  accept  courtesy  and  take  a  real  joy  and 
pleasure  in  your  work.  I  want  the  time  to  come  when  every 
girl  will  say  not  '  Need  I  work  ?  '  but  '  What  work  shall  I 
do  ?  "'  said  Mrs.  Creighton.  Women  must  use  their  indepen- 
dence wisely.  The  speaker  regretted  that  one  result  of  the 
education  of  women  has  been  to  throw  them  apart  from  men. 
It  should  be  the  other  way  and  lead  to  greater  comradeship 
and  friendship.  The  comradeship  that  exists  between  men 
and  women  in  Russian  revolutionary  circles  is  the  kind 
that  should  exist  between  the  sexes.  As  regards  the  un- 
willingness of  women  workers  to  marry,  the  speaker  thought 
that  any  woman  who  has  been  trained  for  higher  work  can 
easily  and  readily  take  up  the  work  of  the  married  woman. 
The  conclusion  of  the  lecture  was  an  appeal  for  broad- 
mindedness  in  women,  who  are  apt  to  become  too  personal 
and  intense.  They  should  try  to  get  beyond  themselves  and 
live  intellectually  and  spiritually  in  a  big  world.  Politics  in 
its  broadest  sense  should  not  be  neglected,  nor  the  wide 
world  of  thought  opened  out  by  books. 

Miss  Bickersteth,  as  a  member  of  the  Indian  Committee 
of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  suggested 
that  a  field  for  women  pharmacists  exists  in  aiding  the 
women  doctors  whom  the  Society  send  out. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lec- 
turer, recalled  the  fact  that  he  took  part  in  the  debate  some 
twenty-five  years  ago  as  to  the  admission  of  women  as 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  opponents  to 
the  admission  of  women  members  won  the  day  by  a  narrow 
majority,  and  he  had  always  felt  a  satisfaction  in  remem- 
bering that  his  vote  had  been  with  the  minority.  There  are 
now  about  200  women  pharmacists,  and  most  of  them 
belong  to  the  Society.  The  advances  made  in  woman's 
education  are,  he  said,  strikingly  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
the  Salters'  Research  Fellowship  is  this  year  held  by  a 
woman — Miss  Renouf.  (Cheers.) 

Miss  Renouf,  seconding  the  motion,  hoped  that  much  good 
would  result  from  the  meeting. 

The  vote  was  carried,  and 

Mrs.  Creighton  briefly  replied. 

Miss  Hooper  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  the  use  of  the  lecture-theatre.  This  was  seconded 
by  Miss  Barltrop  and  carried,  and  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Chairman  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  examination-hall  for 
refreshments. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  General  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  on  October  18. 
Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  was  voted  to  the  chair,  and  there  were 
about  twenty  members  present. 

The  Chairman,  after  a  few  preliminary  remarks,  called 
upon  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  to  read  his  paper  on 

Warranties. 

Mr.  Umney  recalled  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Birkenhead 
Chemists'  Association  in  July  to  the  effect  that  invoices 
for  B.P.  articles  should  be  accompanied  by  warranties  that 
they  answer  B.P.  tests.  He  considered  that  there  is  a 
possible  danger  to  pharmacists  in  such  request,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  discuss  the  matter  under  five  headings,  which  we 
here  epitomise. 

Guarantee  by  Label  or/ and  Price-list. — Introduced 
thirty  years  ago  by  Mr.  Charles  Umney.  It  implies  a  direct 
undertaking  on  the  part  of  the  wholesale  druggist  to  uphold 
the  description  of  the  goods  that  he  supplies,  and  directly  or 
indirectly  to  be  responsible  for  them. 

Warranty. — Section  25  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1875,  is  as  follows  : — 

If  the  defendant  in  any  prosecution  under  this  Act  prove 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Justices  or  Court  that  he  had  pur- 
chased the  article  in  question  as  the  same  in  nature,  sub- 
stance, and  quality  as  that  demanded  of  him  by  the  prose- 
cutor, and  with  a  written  warranty  to  that  effect,  that  he 
had  no  reason  to  believe  at  the  time  when  he  sold  it  that  the 
article  was  otherwise,  and  that  he  sold  it  in  the  same  state 
as  when  he  purchased  it,  he  shall  bo  discharged  from  the 
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prosecution,  but  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  costs  incurred  by 

the  prosecutor,  unless  ho  shall  have  given  due  notice  to  him 

that  he  will  rely  on  the  above  defence. 
Section  20  of  the  Act  of  1899  provides  that  the  defendant 
must  send  to  the  purchaser  a  copy  of  the  warranty  snd  to 
the  warrantor  a  definite  notice  within  seven  days  of  the 
service  of  the  summons  upon  himself.  This  is  undoubtedly 
intended  to  be  a  passing-en  of  responsibility,  and  Mr.  Umney 
said  that  the  conscientious  and  up-to-date  whclesale  druggist 
is  quite  prepared  to  accept  this. 

What  is  behind  the  Demand  for  a  Warranty  ? — If  it  is 
a  desire  to  buy  and  to  sell  goods  which  will  just  scrape 
through  the  standards  of  public  analysis,  such  procedure 
would  be  derogatory  to  the  calling  of  a  pharmacist,  and  it 
must  eventually  be  inimical  to  the  best  interests  of  pharmacy, 
and  indeed  medicine.  The  constant  reiteraticn  of 
the  fact  by  the  pharmacist  that  his  goods  are  net  sold  just  to 
"  scrape  through,"  but  are  the  best  obtainable,  and  are  sold 
with  a  full  knowledge  and  responsibility  by  the  seller  to  the 
medical  profession  and  the  public,  is  a  course  which  be 
commended.  He  did  net  altogether  deprecate  that  the 
chemist  should  take  advantage  of  the  law's  provision  as 
to  warranties,  but  threw  out  the  suggestion  that  these  were 
intended  for  food-products  rather  than  drugs,  and  this,  he 
thought,  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  view  that  the  phar- 
macist does  not  wish  to  be  placed  in  the  same  category  as  the 
ordinary  trader  who  sells  what  he  buys  without  further 
consideration. 

Relative  Positions  of  the  Pharmacist  and  Wholesale 
Druggist. — In  regard  to  this,  Mr.  Umney  recalled  remarks 
he  made  to  the  Western  Chemists'  Association  about  the 
growing  dependence  of  the  retailer  upon  the  wholesaler  for 
expert  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  knowledge,  and  pointed 
out  that  the  B.P.  is  a  "  wholesaler's  pharmacopoeia  "  because 
it  is  not  possible  for  it  to  be  anything  else,  the  retailer  net 
having  the  opportunities  for  pharmacopceial  research. 

Relative  Positions  of  the  Pharmacist  and  the  Grocer. 
The  remarks  which  Mr.  Umney  made  under  this  heading 
were  suggested  by  the  institution  of  examinations  for 
grccers,  and  he  dwelt  briefly  on  the  retrogression  of  the 
pharmacist  and  the  progression  of  the  grocer.  How  far 
either  may  go  he  would  not  prophesy,  but  he  said  : 

I  speak  first  of  all  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and 
though  one  who  has  passed  through  the  stages  of  apprentice- 
ship and  retail  pharmacy,  I  might  speak  as  a  disinterested 
person.  My  sphere  of  work  is  that  of  the  wholesale  druggist 
who  needs  by  law  no  compulsory  examination  indicating 
qualification,  but  in  your  calling  (I  am  addressing  you  as 
registered  pharmacists)  such  is  not  the  case.  Your  calling 
demands  some  years  of  special  training,  an  expensive  educa- 
tion, qualification  by  examination,  and,  in  a  limited  sense 
(much  too  limited,  I  grant  you)  there  is  protection  cf  in- 
terest as  the  outcome  of  such  training.  Is  it  wise  that  the 
status  of  the  pharmacist  should  be  lowered  at  a  time  when 
there  is  a  decided  and  organised  attempt  to  raise  the  stan- 
dard of  the  grocer  ?  Let  us  gravely  consider  the  situation 
lest  the  level  of  the  pharmacist  be  lowered  while  that  of  the 
grocer  is  raised,  until  the  difference  is  not  appreciated  by 
the  public,  and,  absit  omen,  worst  of  all,  perhaps,  not  recog- 
nised by  the  Legislature. 

DISCUSSION. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  there  is  any  evidence  that  chemists 
generally  are  beginning  to  insist  on  warranties.  To  act  on  a 
warranty  appeared  to  him  to  be  acting  on  the  line  of  least 
resistance — the  worst  course  that  could  be  pursued. 

Mr.  Pond  said  the  warranty  system  is  bad,  but,  he  added, 
if  the  law  insists  on  a  warranty  chemists  cannot  help 
themselves. 

Mr.  Truman  said  that  it  was  his  practice  to  disregard  war- 
ranties and  take  all  responsibility  for  the  goods  he  sells  upon 
himself.  It  is  a  protection  to  obtain  a  warranty  for  small 
things,  but  he  (the  speaker)  would  never  plead  a  warranty. 
Mr.  Truman  mentioned  that  he  seemed  to  be  the  victim  of 
persecution  by  the  sanitary  authorities,  as  no  fewer  than 
forty  samples  of  drugs  had  been  taken  at  his  shop  within  the 
last  year  or  so.  A  sample  of  milk  of  sulphur  was  taken  some 
time  ago,  and  nothing  was  found  amiss ;  but  recently  another 
sample  was  taken,  presumably  to  search  for  arsenic.  The 
last  sample  was  from  the  same  batch  as  the  former,  and  he 
was  rather  interested  to  know  whether  the  latter  will  be 
condemned,  after  having  been  passed  the  first  time.  Mr. 
Truman  mentioned  that  the  sale  of  milk  of  sulphur  has  now 


dwindled  away  since  the  substitution  <  !  precipitated  sulphur 
for  the  old  article.  The  reputation  of  milk  of  sulphur  made 
with  the  old  preparation  probably  depends  on  small  quanti- 
ties of  sulphide  of  calcium  and  upon  the  subdivision  of  the 
sulphur  by  the  sulphate  of  lin  e. 

Mr.  Pellew  said  that  if  the  invoices  frcm  wholesale  houses 
state  that  the  articles  invoiced  con  term  with  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  it  saves  much  trouble. 

Mr.  Upfill  said  his  practice  is  to  show  the  sanitary  in- 
spector the  guarantee-label  on  the  bottle  from  which  he  takes 
the  sample.  He  should  shift  the  responsibility  upon  the 
wholesale  house  if  he  could. 

Mr.  Atkinson  said  that  if  chemists  insist  upon  general 
warranties,  and  plead  such  warranties,  it  will  be  increasingly 
difficult  to  tell  the  difference  between  men  of  education  and 
training  and  ordinary  traders.  Such  a  practice  would  be 
the  thin  edge  of  the  wedge  into  destroying  the  standing  of 
the  pharmacist.  The  general  use  of  synonyms  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia has  given  rise  to  awkward  situations. 

Mr.  Willson  said  the  question  affects  the  relations  between 
wholesalers  and  retail  chemists ;  the  fact  that  grocers  sell 
drugs  should  be  left  out  of  consideration.  It  is  utterly  im- 
possible for  a  chemist  to  analyse  everything  he  deals  in. 
Then,  again,  how  are  wholesale  houses  to  protect  themselves 
from  unscrupulous  chemists  who  might  mix  good  and  bad 
galenicals  together  and  plead  the  warranty  received  for  the 
good  article?  The  giving  of  warranties  was  a  convenience 
for  which  wholesale  houses  should  charge  more.  He  was 
always  prepared  to  pay  a  good  price  for  a  good  article.  He 
could  not  see  how  wholesale  houses  could  trace  the  drugs  for 
which  warranties  were  given.  Chemists  would  have  to  keep 
the  drugs  in  the  original  bottles  and  do  away  with  shop- 
bottles  altogether.  If  a  wholesale  house  labels  its  products 
"  B.P."  it  covers  his  requirements. 

Mr.  Umney  interposed  to  say  that  the  relations  of  the 
wholesaler  and  retail  chemist  were  not  involved  in  the  dis- 
cussion. The  wholesale  chemist  does  not  mind  whether  a 
guarantee  by  price-list  or  label  is  given  or  a  warranty  to  be 
used  in  a  court  of  law.  It  would  be  remembered  that  in  the 
phosphate  of  soda  cases  the  substance  answered  all  the 
requirements  of  the  B.P.,  and  up  to  that  time  no  one  sus- 
pected the  presence  of  arsenic.  The  question  is,  Which  form 
of  guarantee  is  best — by  label  or  by  a  legal  undertaking 
which  can  be  used  in  a  court  of  law  ?  To  his  mind  the  plead- 
ing of  a  warranty  would  be  a  lowering  of  the  position  of  the 
pharmacist.  As  to  tracing  guaranteed  drugs,  wholesale 
houses  have  complete  analytical  records. 

Mr.  Betty  :  If  we  get  a  warranty  it  does  not  prevent  us- 
testing  the  drugs. 

Mr.  Pentney  agreed  with  the  paper  as  far  as  the  theory 
went  :  it  was  the  quite  correct  position  to  take  up.  The 
theory  could  not.  however,  be  carried  into  execution.  How 
many  chemists  have  the  time  to  test  all  the  drugs  they 
receive?  It  is,  no  doubt,  hard  that  the  responsibility 
should  be  passed  on  to  wholesale  houses ;  but  it  is  hard  on 
the  retailer  that  his  business  should  be  injured  by  selling  in- 
ferior drugs.  The  question  resolved  itself  into  the  simple 
one,  Is  it  infra  dig.  for  a  chemist  to  depend  on  guarantee 
or  on  himself  ?  Mr.  Pentney  added  some  remarks  about 
the  iniquities  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  It  is  an 
outrageous  thing  that  after  successfully  defending  himself 
a  chemist  should  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  heavy  costs. 

Mr.  Truman  then  moved  a  resolution — ■ 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  association  it  is  undesirable 
that  chemists  should  wholly  rely  upon  warranties,  but  rather 
rely  on  their  knowledge  and  efforts  to  guarantee  the  drugs 
they  deal  in. 

Mr.  Pond  seconded  this,  and 

Mr.  Powell  pointed  out  that  the  ultimate  issue  of  depend- 
ing on  warranties  would  be  to  do  away  with  a  chemist's 
responsibility,  make  examinations  unnecessary,  and  hand 
over  the  whole  thing  to  the  grocer. 

Mr.  Umney,  replying  to  the  criticisms,  said  there  is  likely 
to  be  a  strong  agitation  for  the  amendment  of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  probably  in  the  direction  of  a  par- 
tition of  the  Act  into  food  and  drug  sections.  It  is  very 
unlikely  that  the  warranty  section  will  be  continued  in  the 
sale  of  drugs,  perhaps  not  even  in  the  case  of  food. 

The  resolution  proposed  by  Mr.  Truman  was  then  put  and 
carried  nem.  con.,  and  Mr.  Umney  was  thanked  for  his 
paper.

Marnlno  to  Cbeml6ts. 


AXyrtenol — Soden  and  Elze  ("Chem.  Zeit.,"  1905,  799)  have 
examined  the  essential  oil  of  myrtle  distilled  in  Spain,  and 
have  found  in  the  low-boiling  fractions  of  the  oil  nothinc  but 
terpenes  and  the  alcohol  myrtol.  Tho  higher-boiling  frac- 
tions, however,  consist  chiefly  of  esters  of  a  new  terpeno 
alcohol,  myrtenol,  of  the  formula  CioH.sO.  It  is  a  thick  col- 
ourless oil,  boiling  at  220°-221°  at  ordinary  pressure,  or  at 
79°-80°  at  3mm.  Its  specific  gravity  is  0.985,  and  optical  rota- 
tion +49°  25'.    It  readily  forms  an  acetic  ester. 

Sambucus  Nigra. — Bourquelot  and  Danjou  have  published 
another  portion  of  their  work  on  the  glucosides  of  Sambucus 
nigra  and  other  species.  In  their  former  note  they  showed 
that  the  glucoside  of  S.  nigra  is  very  similar  to,  if  not  identi- 
cal with,  amygdalin.  They  have  now  succeeded  in  preparing 
it  in  a  crystalline  state,  and  have  been  able  to  show  that  it  is 
not  amygdalin.  Tho  compound  was  extracted  by  means  of 
alcohol  from  the  finely  powdered  fresh  leaves.  A  small 
quantity  of  water  is  added  to  the  alcoholic  tincture,  and  the 
alcohol  distilled  off  after  adding  a  little  calcium  carbonate. 
The  aqueous  residue  in  the  still  is  filtered  and  concentrated  in 
vacuo  to  a  syrupy  consistence,  strong  alcohol  added,  and  tho 
whole  allowed  to  stand  for  a  few  days.  An  abundant  crop  of 
potassium  nitrate  separates,  and  after  filtration  more  alcohol 
is  added.  In  another  four  days  tho  liquid  is  again  filtered 
from  separated  crystals.  Tho  filtered  liquid  is  then  concen- 
trated under  reduced  pressure,  and  a  thick  fluid  results,  which 
is  extracted  with  acetic  ether.  The  latter  extract  is  dried 
in  vacuo,  and  the  dry  extractive  is  taken  up  with  water.  It 
is  again  dried,  dissolved  in  acetic  ether,  and  the  ether 
ovaporated.  The  glucoside  now  appears  in  crystals,  which 
can  be  purified  by  further  recrystallisation.  It  forms  long 
white  needles,  inodorous  and  slightly  bitter.  It  is  laevo- 
rotatory,  the  specific  rotation  being  -76°.  It  melts  at  151°  to 
152°,  and  is  hydrolysed  by  emulsin,  yielding  about  8  per  cent, 
of  hydrocyanic  acid.  The  name  sambunigrin  is  proposed  for 
the  glucoside. 


WE  mentioned  last  week  the  case  of  a  chemist's  assis- 
tant who,  under  the  name  of  Roland  Spencer,  had 
held  a  situation  in  the  West-end  of  London  since  April, 
and  bought  a  branch  business  in  Croydon,  from  which  he 
was  ejected.  He  was  in  Mr.  Horsey's  employment  in  the 
West-end.  and  after  he  left  Mr  Horsey's  suspicions  were 
aroused,  as  a  draft  letter  of  "Spencer's,"  signed  "A.  J. 
Baker,"  referring  to  the  Croydon  shop  (Mr.  Sergcnt's), 
was  found  in  the  shop.  The  Paddington  police  want  to  know 
where  he  is.  The  following  is  a  more  recent  description  of 
the  man  than  that  given  last  week  : 

Medium  height  (about  5  ft.  5in.),  broad  shoulders,  clean 
shaven,  steel-grey  eyes,  prominent  nose,  compressed  lips, 
rather  square  chin,  dark  brown  hair,  low  broad  forehead, 
small  hands  with  very  jagged  nails,  large  flat  feet,  inclined 
to  be  reserved  in  manner,  with  soft,  insinuating  voice. 

We  are  also  able  to  give  another  specimen  of  his  hand- 
writing, this  being  the  impudent  conclusion  of  a  corre- 
spondence in  which  he  negotiated  for  the  purchase  of  a  busi- 
ness :

It  is  almost  certain  that  "  Spencer"  will  endeavour  to  get 
cither  a  situation  or  a  business  through  our  Supplement, 
under  another  name  than  any  which  he  has  previously  used. 
The  following  points  in  his  history  are  therefore  noted  : 

Obtained  a  situation  with  Messrs.  Duck  &  Son,  Cardiff,  by 
means  of  a  false  reference  from  Grimsby.  After  ten  da}s 
decamped  with  a  week's  takings.  Ho  was  arrested  at  Wolver- 
hampton (where  he  had  relatives),  was  convicted,  and  re- 
ceived three  months'  imprisonment.  Was  known  to  the  Car- 
diff police  as  one  of  a  gang  of  swindlers. 

As  "  Thomas  Cherry  "  obtained  a  situation  in  the  North 
with  a  false  reference  from  Cardiff. 

In  September  1901  obtained  a  situation  at  Seaford,  and  in 
eight  days  had  to  be  turned  out,  drunk.  Next  day  he  was 
arrested  for  helping  himself  to  the  contents  of  the  check-till. 

In  September  1902  he  got  a  situation  at  Fakenham  with  a 
false  reference  in  his  own  handwriting.   Discharged  in  a  week. 

In  the  following  month  he  was  with  a  London  West-end 
firm.  On  the  fifteenth  day  at  this  place  he  was  drunk  in  tho 
shop,  and  decamped  with  the  balance  of  the  previous  week's 
cash. 

In  February  1903  he  assumed  the  name  of  "  Thomas  Council 
Smith "  (the  original  being  one  of  tho  well-known  firm- 
Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.),  and  obtained  a  situation  in  ■ 
Notting  Dale,  where  he  got  drunk,  and  was  charged  with 
stealing  30s.    Tho  charge  fell  through. 

The  man  is  a  thoroughly  bad  scoundrel.  What  his  real 
name  is  we  do  not  know ;  perhaps  someone  may  be  able  to 
help  us  in  that  respect.  We  have  been  unable  to  get  a  por- 
trait of  him.

Our  Attitude  towards  Proprietaries 

is  a  topic  opportunely 
raised  by  "  Observer."  I  judge  from  the  allusion  in  his 
letter  to  "  our  travellers  "  that  the  writer  may  have  an  axe 
of  his  own  to  grind,  but  that  in  no  way  affects  his  contention, 
which  is,  broadly,  that  the  wide  advertising  of  proprietary 
medicines  is  good  for  chemists,  and  that  they  should  there- 
fore help  the  advertiser  to  a  reasonable  extent.  In  discuss- 
ing the  proprietary-medicine  business  there  are  two  sets  of 
considerations  to  take  into  account,  the  commercial  and  the 
moral.  It  is  not  necessary  to  blame  "  Observer  "  for  ignoring 
the  latter;  his  argument  is  not  concerned  with  it.  He  is 
merely  unmoral,  not  immoral.  But  chemists  who  claim  a 
professional  status  are  bound  to  give  precedence  to  the  moral 
aspect  of  each  department  of  their  business.  To  sell  what 
is  asked  for,  neither  knowing  nor  caring  what  it  is,  is 
trading,  pure  and' simple;  to  interpose  with  expert  know- 
ledge, really  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  is  true  profes- 
sionalism. I  have  heard  high-class  pharmacists  reply  to  an 
inquiry  about  a  proprietary  medicine  by  repudiating  all 
knowledge  concerning  it ;  and  I  believe  this  is  the  "  correct  " 
attitude.  It  may  be  politic,  but  it  has  never  seemed  to 
me  quite  creditable.  It  is  the  business  of  a  pharmacist  to 
know  a  lot  about  these  popular  medicines  ;  and  his  reputation 
for  disinterestedness  ought  to  be  so  assured  that  he  could 
express  his  opinion  without  any  risk,  and  refuse  to  sell  those 
which  he  seriously  considered  to  be  dangerous  or  extortion- 
ately  priced.  Call  this  a  counsel  of  perfection  if  you  please, 
and  pass  on  to 

The  Commercial  Aspect 

which  "  Observer  "  suggests.  There 
was  a  theory  once  upon  a  time  that  people  could  not  be  in- 
duced to  take  more  medicine  than  they  could  help.  Herbert 
Spencer,  in  giving  evidence  before  a  Royal  Commission  on 
copyright  law,  compared  his  books  to  castor  oil.  It  was  only 
a  special  class  that  would  buy  them,  he  said,  and  the  sale 
would  not  be  appreciably  affected  by  any  reduction  of  price 
any  more  than  the  sale  of  castor  oil  would  be  increased  by 
making  it  cheaper.  There  is  overwhelming  evidence  that  this 
view  is  not  sound  when  applied  to  attractively  advertised 
medicines.  Neither  soap  nor  cocoa  can  be  driven  into  con- 
sumption more  readily  than  physic  if  skilfully  recommended. 
To  use  the  illustration  which  "Observer"  chooses.  Thou- 
sands of  people  only  realise  that  their  livers  need  attention 
by  reading  advertisements  of  Carter's  Little  Liver  Pills. 
If  it  were  not  for  those  advertisements  they  would  either  get 
better  without  medicine  or  get  worse  and  go  to  a  doctor,  the 
chemist  benefiting  in  neither  case.  If  this  be  so  "Ob- 
server's" premise  is  proved;  the  advertising  does  create  a 
demand  for  articles  which  otherwise  the  public  would  get  on 
quite  well  enough  without.  I  am  not  so  sure,  however,  that 
we  need  credit  the  great  advertisers  with  the  sales  of  our  own 
remedies.  No  doubt  we  do  sometimes  sell  one  of  these  to  a 
customer  who  at  first  thought  of  buying  the  advertised 
article ;  but  I  suppose  if  Carter  had  never  appeared  we 
should  have  looked  after  liver  complaints,  advertised  locally, 
and  perhaps  have  sold  a  great  many  more  of  our  own  prepara- 
tions than  we  do  under  existing  circumstances.  Still,  there 
is  much  force  in  ' '  Observer's  "  remarks,  and  they  are  almost 
too  fair  to  be  the  product  of  a  proprietor.  [They  are. — 
Editor.]  If  they  do  emanate  from  one  of  the  great  adver- 
tisers, it  is  a  hopeful  sign  to  find  one  of  these  willing  to  see 
both  sides  so  accurately. 
An  Ingenious  Pill 

for  diagnostic  purposes  has  been  devised  by 
Dr.  Sahli,  a  medical  professor  at  Berne.   He  makes  little  cap- 
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sules  of  thin  guttapercha,  encloses  5  cgms.  of  methylene-blue 
in  each,  and  stitches  the  tiny  bag  up  with  a  thread  of  catgut. 
He  gives  this  pill  to  a  patient  immediately  after  his  midday 
meal.  If  the  gastric  juice  is  working  normally,  it  dissolves 
the  catgut,  and  by  evening  the  urine  should  be  tinted  blue. 
If  there  is  no  coloration  it  may  be  assumed  that  the 
"stomachal  chemism,"  as  the  professor  prettily  terms  the 
action,  has  partly  or  wholly  struck  work.  The  performance 
will  be  sure  to  please  some  patients,  but  it  might  have  been 
thought  that  it  was  hardly  necessary  to  go  that  long  way 
round  to  diagnose  dyspepsia. 

Words  of  Pharmaceutical  Interest 

between  "  pennage  "  and 
"  pfennig  "  might  not  bo  expected  to  be  numerous,  but  there 
are  in  fact  a  considerable  number  dealt  with  in  the  new  part 
of  the  "  Historical  EnglishJJictionary."  The  majority  of 
these  are,  however,  scientific  terms  constructed  in  methodic 
fashion,  and  devoid  of  historic  or  traditionary  attractions. 
Such  are  the  "  pers "  (perchloride,  peroxide,  persulphate, 
etc.),  the  "  pents "  (pentavelent,  for  example),  and  the 
"peris"  (like  perianth).  Among  the  words  which  may  be 
said  to  have  grown  instead  of  being  built  are,  first,  "  penny- 
royal." This  is  a  modification  of  the  older  English  form. 
"  puliole  ryale,"  which  was  imported  from  the  Old  French 
pouliol,  thyme,  and  this  was  a  diminutive  of  the  Latin 
pulegivm.  Skeat  explains  pulegiwm  as  formed  from  puleium 
regium,  a  sovereign  remedy  against  fleas.  "Peppermint" 
is  a  word  which  came  into  use  two  or  three  centuries  later 
than  "pennyroyal."  Murray's  earliest  quotation  is  from 
Ray,  1696.  "  Mentha  .  .  .  sapore  fervidsc  .  .  .  piperis." 
"  Pepper  "  has  a  very  long  history.  The  Latin  piper  and  the 
Greek  pipcri  are  traceable  to  the  Persian  pulpul  and  the 
Arabic  fulfill,  while  the  Sanskrit  pippali,  applied  to  long 
pepper,  takes  us  back  to  prehistoric  days.  The  condiment 
and  its  name  were  evidently  introduced  to  the  Germanic 
races  more  than  fifteen  centuries  ago.  "Pepsin"  was  a 
name  devised  by  Schwann  in  1836.  He  took  it  from  the- 
Greek  pepsis,  digestion,  a  derivative  from  peptein,  to  cook. 
"  Percolate,"  from  pcrcolarc,  to  strain  through,  presents  no- 
particular  history.  "Perfume"  is  an  old  Italian  word 
meaning  to  spread  smoke  or  vapour.  A  little  note  on  its 
pronunciation  tells  us  that  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries,  and  frequently  among  the  poets  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  the  accent  fell  on  the  second  syllable.  In  Shake- 
speare, however,  there  are  seven  "  per 'fumes  "  and  three 
"  perfu'mes."  "Pessary"  is  medical  Latin  formed  from 
Latin  pessum,  Greek  pessos,  an  oval  stone  used  in  playing  a 
game  like  draughts.  Pcssarium  was  a  plug  used  for  medical 
purposes  of  the  same  shape.  "  Pestle"  comes  through  Old 
French  and  Italian  from  the  Latin  pistillum,  diminutive  of 
pistu?,  the  supine  of  the  verb  pinsere,  to  pound.  The  mortar 
and  pestle  are  as  old  as  civilisation,  and  were  particularly 
familiar  to  the  Israelites,  as  several  allusions  in  the  Bible 
show.  Wyclif  (1382)  translates  the  word  which  appears  in 
our  version  "threshing  instrument"  (2  Chrcn.  xxi.  23)  by 
"  pestle."  A  quotation  from  Lanfranc's  "  Cirurgerie,"  1400. 
is  worth  reproducing,  it  reads  so  familiarly  :  "  Make  clene 
the  morter  and  than  leie  thereon  camphore.  Than  do 
therto  oile  and  grinde  hem  wel  togidere  with  the  pestel.'* 
"  Petroleum,"  rock  oil,  Latinised,  was  known  to  the  ancients 
under  the  names  of  naphtha,  asphaltos,  and  bitumen. 
"  Petroleum  "  was  a  happily  invented  word  of  more  modern 
times.  The  first  use  of  it  is  found  in  an  Exchequer  account 
of  1348,  Domino  regi  de  precept o  suo  in  cameram  suam 
apud  Caleys  viii  lb  de  petroleum."  Edward  III.  was  the 
lord  king,  and  Calais  the  place  where  he  was  supplied  with 
the  8  lbs.  of  petroleum.  Apparently  he  indulged  in  the 
luxury  of  a  naphtha  lamp  in  his  chamber  there.

Ebttoriat  Comments. 


"Current  Politics." 

What  are  they,  we  wonder  ?  There  is,  according  to  an 
eminent  pharmacist,  such  profound  tranquillity  in  the 
pharmaceutical  camp  that  it  is  discouraging  to  tumblers  and 
critics.  Divisional  secretaries  give  chance  for  compliment, 
local  meetings  afford  the  opportunity  of  expressing  views 
more  or  less  crusted,  Parliamentary  representation  has  not 
yet  given  promise  of  a  groat — at  least,  there  are  more 
aspirants  than  pennies — and  the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  an  un- 
known quantity.  Amid  it  all  Mr.  John  C.  Umney 's  figure 
looms  on  the  horizon,  waving  aloft  the  anti-warranty  stan- 
dard, and  the  London  Chemists'  Association  has  rallied  to 
his  call.  Mr.  Umney  is  all  for  the  guarantee  which,  when 
he  was  in  the  kilt  stage  of  existence,  was  devised  by  his 
father.  The  difference  between  a  guarantee  and  a  warranty 
is  not  the  same  as  tweedledum  and  tweedledee.  A  guarantee 
is  a  declaration  by  a  manufacturer  that  the  thing  he  sells  is 
what  it  is,  while  the  warranty  is  the  same  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  a  sort  of  a  negotiable 
instrument,  which  the  purchaser  can  produce  in  court  (if 
he  happen  to  get  there)  as  evidence  that  he  has  not  broken 
the  law.  Mr.  Umney  argues  that  the  warranty  is  derogatory 
to  the  professional  status  of  the  pharmacist,  and  is  fraught 
with  great  danger  to  his  future.  There  is  some,  truth  in 
this,  but  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  do  not  recognise 
professional  status ;  they  deal  with  buyers  and  sellers  of 
commodities,  and  provide  for  the  possibility  of  sellers  not 
being  able  to  make  all  the  articles  they  sell  by  permitting 
them  to  produce  as  exoneration  when  needed  the  warranty 
for  goods  which  they  have  bought  and  sold.    The  pro- 
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vision  works  so  well,  and  with  so  little  friction,  that  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  the  ground  for  Mr.  Umney's  advocacy 
of  its  abandonment.  If  the  warranty  be  an  evil,  surely  the 
occasion  for  it  is  the  greater  evil,  and  that  is  the  purchase  of 
the  goods,  ergo  the  pharmacist  to  be  sure  of  his  future  must 
produce  the  goods  ah  initio  end  rely  upon  his  personal  know- 
ledge of  them.  We  do  net  allege  that  Mr.  Umney  is  an 
altruist,  but  he  con.es  very  near  it  when  he  pleads  with 
retailers  to  contract  themselves  out  of  the  Acts.  The  logical 
outcome  of  his  endeavour  would  be  the  establishment  of  a 
condition  such  as  prevails  in  Russia,  where  the  pharmacist 
must  make  every  galenical  preparation  and  sell  none  which 
has  not  received  the  endorsement  of  the  medical  authority. 
This  is  not  current  politics.  The  recent  effulgence  of  Mr. 
Hagon  on  the  company  question  at  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  meeting  has  served  to  demonstrate  how  short  some 
people's  memories  are.  We  gathered  from  the  discussion 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  been  struggling  since 
1880  to  rc:r.edy  the  wrong  which  the  House  cf  Lords  did  to 
individual  chemists  by  deciding  that  corporate  bodies  are 
chemists  if  they  want  to  be.  In  that  connection  we  quote 
from  an  article  in  our  issue  of  December  10  last,  when  Mr. 
Glyn-Jcnes  retired  from  the  Council  : 

It  is  solely  to  Mr.  Glyn-Joncs  that  we  owe  the  departure 
from  the  non  possumus  pol  cy  on  the  company-pharmacy 
question.  At  the  very  first  meeting  of  the  Council  which  he 
attended  [June  1899]  the  question  came  up  on  a  motion  to 
oppose  the  Lord  Chancellor's  Bill  dealing  with  the  subject. 
He  argued  that  the  Council  should  declare  its  position,  but 
mot  with  little  encouragement.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
committee,  which  reported  in  November  1899,  submitting  a 
ciause  to  take  the  place  of  the  Lord  Chancellor's.  This  pro- 
hibited companies  from  keeping  open  shop  as  chemists  and 
from  using  the  titles  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  chem'st 
and  druggist  or  their  equivalents.  Mr.  Glyn-Joncs 
strenuously  opposed  this  in  a  remarkable  speech,  wherein  ho 
showed  the  futility  of  such  a  demand,  and  argued  that  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  assist  the  Government  in  this 
matter  by  submitting  a  reasonable  amendment  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor's  proposal.  This  he  provided  in  the  suggestions 
that  the  directors  of  a  company  are  the  equivalent  of  the 
individual  proprietor,  and  that  in  pharmacy  such  directors 
should  be  registered  chemists.  His  amendment  to  refer  the 
matter  back  to  the  committee  was  carried  by  ten  votes  to 
eight. 

This  was  the  turning  point  of  years  of  ineptitude.  The 
Pharmacy  Bills  of  1881  and  1883  were  overloaded  with 
extraneous  matter;  the  Bill  of  1887  solely  attempted  to 
enforce  a  compulsory  curriculum,  and  passed  through  the 
House  of  Lords  reaching  the  House  of  Commons,  but  not 
a  second  reading,  and  similar  Bills  were  taken  to  Parlia- 
ment in  1888  and  1889,  but  not  in  1890,  although  it  again 
got  into  the  House  of  Commons  in  1891.  The  next  attempt 
at  legislation  was  in  1894,  when  the  Bill  which  became  the 
Amendment  Act  of  1898  was  produced.  This  had  solely  to 
do  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  at  the  time 
the  present  Vice-President  sketched  the  ideal  popular  Bill — 
a  one-clause  measure  dealing  with  the  company  question. 
When  the  1894  Bill  reached  the  penultimate  stage  in  Decem- 
ber 1897,  the  President  (Mr.  Walter  Hills)  said  : 

As  to  limited  companies,  the  more  one  thinks  of  that 
subject  the  more  one  feels  how  difficult  it  is  to  tackle  it.  As 
one  goes  round  the  streets  and  sees  how  extensively  the 
principle  of  limited  liability  is  being  applied  to  trade,  and 
the  businesses  which  are  so  converted,  and  remembers  how 
many  branch  shops  there  are  owned  by  our  own  people,  one 
feels  how  difficult  a  subject  this  is  to  taekle.  One  has  a'so 
to  remember  that  large  vested  interests  are  now  included 
and  increasing  in  this  section  of  trade,  and  all  concerned  in 
these  vested  interests  we  should  awake  by  dealing  with  this 
subject. 

Mr.  Hills  got  the  Bill  through,  and  this  is  the  summum 
bonum  of  pharmacy  legislation  during  the  five-and-twenty 
years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  House  of  Lords'  decision, 
.that  is  two  attempts  to  deal  with  the  company  question  and 
five  of  deliberate  neglect  of  it,  until  Mr.  Glyn-Jcnes  ap- 


peared on  the  scene  and  showed  the  Council  how  to  tackle 
the  subjec  t.  We  give  the  trade  the  hint  now  that  there  is 
danger  of  retreat  in  that  quarter  to  the  non  possumus 
position,  and  there  will  be  need  at  the  next  election 
of  Council  to  ensure  that  the  candidates  returned  have  the 
grit  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jcnes  to  force  on  the  company  question  to 
a  definite  settlement. 

A  Journey  to  Thibet. 

Mr.  Alexander  Hosie  British  Consul-General  at  Chengtu, 
who  is  the  author  of  several  works  of  travel  in  China,  last 
year  undertook  a  journey  to  the  Eastern  frontier  of  Thibet, 
and  his  report,  now  published  as  a  Parliamentary  Paper 
(China.  No.  1,  1905),  gives  a  highly  interesting  account  of 
a  practically  unknown  country.  The  report  is  written  in 
diary  form,  and  a  map  showing  the  traveller's  route  to  the 
frontier  and  back  to  Chengtu  enables  the  reader  to  form 
an  idea  of  the  situation.  TI13  great  highway  connecting 
Chengtu- fine  capital  of  Psnchuan)  with  Lhassa  (the  capital 
of  Thibet)  passes  westward  through  various  cities  and 
across  the  upper  waters  of  the  Yang-tsze  to  the  Ning-shing 
mountains,  which  at  this  point  form  the  boundary  lino  of 
Thibet  and  China,  the  distance  by  road  from  Chengtu  to  the 
frontier  being  about  600  miles,  and  to  Lhassa  1,500  miles. 
Mr.  Hosie  did  net  attempt  to  go  beyond  the  frontier,  as  there 
was  a  fixed  determination  on  the  part  cf  the  Thibetan  troops 
and  Chinese  officials  to  prevent  him.  Leaving  Chengtu  cn 
July  28,  1904,  he  reached  the  boundary  cn  September  16, 
thus  traversing  the  690  miles  in  seven  weeks.  His  journey 
was  beset  with  many  difficulties  and  minor  privations  owing 
to  the  inhospitable  nature  of  the  country,  but  this  did  not 
prevent  him  from  collecting  a  mass  of  information  in  regard 
to  many  products  which  are  a  source  of  trade  between  China 
and  Thibet.  As  his  observations  on  these  products  were 
jotted  down  daily,  they  are  thus  scattered  throughout  the 
r&f>wt-^a  disadvantage  to  the  seeker  for  quick  information. 
Shortly  after  his  departure  from  Chengtu,  Mr.  Hosie  came 
across  the  insect-wax  tree,  about  which  he  has  a  good  deal 
to  say  at  various  stages  of  his  journey. 
^Although  a  large  trade  is  done  in  the  wax,  it  has  never 
be;n  an  article  of  commercial  importance  to  Western  nations, 
and  we  do  not  gather  that  it  is  likely  to  be.  On  reaching 
Chuntienping  the  author  came  across  manufacturers  of 
"soda"  which  is  obtained  from  the  ashes  and  plants  con- 
sumed for  the  purpose.  The  process  is  minutely  described, 
and  the  finished  product,  which  is  of  various  colours 
according  to  the  plants  and  trees,  is  used  in  paper  factories, 
dye-houses,  etc.  This  "  soda"  must  be  a  mixture  of  alka- 
lies, chiefly  potash.  Mr.  Hosie  also  describes  a  species  of 
angelica  root,  a  well-known  Chinese  medicine,  in  which  a 
thriving  trade  is  done.  At  Ta-chien-lu,  an  important  centre 
of  trade  with  Thibet,  crude  borax  obtained  from  Thibet  is 
manufactured  into  the  refined  article  by  evaporation.  The 
raw  material  costs  2  mace  (1  mace  =  3^r/.).  and  the  manufac- 
tured article  is  wrorth  4  mace  a  catty  (  =  13  lb.),  which  is 
equivalent  to  about  1?.  per  lb.  It  is  exported  eastward  to 
Chengtu  and  other  centres,  where  it  is  used  in  geld  and 
silver  refining.  About  20.000  catties  a  year  are  exported 
from  Thibet  to  Ta-chien-lu.  It  is  impossible  to  refer  to  all 
the  Chinese  medicines  mentioned  by  Mr.  Hosie,  but  one  of 
the  most  highly  esteemed  is  a  ccmbination  of  animal  and 
vegetable  matter  known  as  Chung  Tsao  (Cordiceps  sinensis), 
which  is  found  in  considerable  quantities  in  the  Litang 
district.  The  medicine  comprises  dried  caterpillars  ad- 
hering to  its  "parasitic  plant,"  and  made  up  into,  small 
bundles  bound  with  red  thread,  weighing  about  £  oz.  The 
annual  export  of  this  combination  to  Ta-chien-lu  is  about 
2,400  catties.    Deerhorns  in  the  velvet  are  another  popular 
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medicine  in  the  Litang  State,  the  annual  export  of  which 
to  Ta-chien-lu  is  about  5,000  taels  (the  tael  equals  approxi- 
mately 2s.  8d.).  Mr.  Hosie  has  practically  nothing  to  say 
about  rhubarb,  although  it  is  one  of  the  chief  drugs  pro- 
duced on  the  Ssuchuan-Thibetan  border.  He  came  across 
it  several  times  in  the  valleys,  where  he  found  it  very  plenti- 
ful, but  the  roots  were  not  ready  for  digging  up.  The  scraps 
of  information  may,  nevertheless,  be  quoted  as  they  are  of 
some  value  when  unearthed  : 

"  After  passing  the  Yatung  River  at  Ho-Kou  (Nia-ehu-ka) 
between  Ba-ma-la  and  Doze-la  (15,041  feet),  he  saw  for  the 
first  time,  in  the  bottom  of  the  hollow  or  valley,  what  looked 
like  rhubarb  (Rheum  palmatum,  L.  ?).  The  seed-stems  were 
about  3  feet  in  length,  rising  from  leaves  smaller  and  much 
narrower  than  the  rhubarb  cultivated  in  Europe.  The 
plants  were  growing  on  a  grassy  slope  "  (August  31). 

*'  In  the  [Hei-ngolo]  valley  I  first  noticed  the  large-leaved 
rhubarb  (Rheum  officinale)  "  (September  1). 

"  Rhubarb,  whose  roots  are  dug  up  in  October,  was  very 
plentiful  in  the  [Litang]  valley  "  (September  2). 

It  is  also  interesting  to  have  a  little  up-to-date  informa- 
tion about  musk,  the  most  valuable  of  all  products  exported 
from  Thibet.  The  centre  of  this  trade  is  at  Ta-chien-lu,  in 
the  province  of  Ssuchuan,  and  the  most  important  city  con- 
tiguous to  the  Thibetan  frontier.  Previous  to  entering  Ta- 
chien-lu,  or,  rather,  at  places  of  production,  musk  is 
bartered  for  salt,  tea,  silks,  satin,  and  cloth,  and  on  arrival 
at  Ta-chien-lu  it  is  valued  at  about  10  taels  per  Chinese  oz.. 
which  is  increased  to  18  to  19  taels  on  arrival  at  Chengtu, 
but  for  the  pure  article  29  to  30  taels  is  quoted.  Adultera- 
tion is  largely  practised  in  Ssuchuan.  The  pods,  when 
brought  to  Ta-chien-lu,  have  an  inch-wide  fringe  of  skin  and 
hair,  an  ordinary  pod  in  this  state  weighing  about  an  ounce. 
They  are  afterwards  trimmed  with  scissors,  cleaned  and 
made  ready  for  the  Chinese  and  foreign  markets ;  but  in  the 
case  of  musk  intended  for  the  Japanese  market,  the  hair 
round  the  trimmed  pod  is  carefully  singed.  There  are 
several  local  tests  for  adulterants.  If  the  smell  is  not  satis- 
factory and  any  doubt  exists  as  to  the  genuineness  of  the 
contents,  a  small  sharp  scoop  is  thrust  into  the  pod  and  a  few 
grains  extracted,  and  put  into  a  cup  of  water.  If  the  grains 
remain  granular  the  musk  is  genuine,  but  if  they  dissolve 
it  is  false.  Another  test  is  to  put  a  few  grains  on  a  live 
piece  of  charcoal.  If  they  melt  and  bubble  on  the  red  sur- 
face the  musk  is  good,  but  if  they  at  once  harden  the  musk 
is  adulterated.  The  trimmed  and  clean  musk  pods  are 
valued  at  from  15  taels  to  16  taels  per  Chinese  oz.  (say  33s. 
per  English  oz.),  and  the  total  amount  annually  cleaned  at 
Ta-chien-lu  for  the  Chinese  and  foreign  markets  is  esti- 
mated at  from  1,100  to  1,200  catties  (24,533  Chinese  oz.'), 
of  the  value  of  300,000  taels  (about  48,750Z.).  We  should 
have  been  glad  of  Mr.  Hosie's  opinion  as  to  whether  there 
will  be  any  expansion  of  commerce  with  Thibet  (it  must  be 
remembered  he  did  not  get  beyond  the  frontier),  but  there 
is  sufficient  indication  throughout  the  report  to  show  that 
the  people  are  steeped  in  superstition  and  that  the  trade  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  lamas,  who  are  able  to  dictate  their  terms 
to  the  lay  population.  The  insurmountable  difficulty,  how- 
ever, is  the  inaccessible  and  inhospitable  nature  of  the 
country.  We  may  add  that  there  is  a  good  deal  in  the  report 
in  regard  to  vegetable  produce  which  we  have  not  touched 
upon.  Mr.  Hosie  does  not  profess  to  be  more  than  an  ama- 
teur botanist,  but  he  made  a  small  collection  of  the  flora  of 
the  country  through  which  he  passed,  and  hopes  to  have  an 
opportunity  of  submitting  the  specimens  to  a  competent 
authority. 

Rumoured  Amalgamation. 

There  have  been  rumours  for  some  time  of  an  amalgama- 
tion of  wholesale  houses,  and  this  week  these  have  crystal- 
lised into  a  definite  statement  that  two  historic  houses  in  the 


northern  part  of  the  City  are  to  combine,  owing  to  the  senior 
partner  of  one  of  them  desiring  to  retire.  We  are 
authoritatively  informed  that  this  rumour  is  without  foun- 
dation in  fact.  Probably  the  only  foundation  for  proposals 
of  amalgamation  is  that  business  was  not  at  all  brisk  a  few 
months  ago,  but  more  recently  many  wholesale  houses  have 
had  as  much  to  do  as  they  can  cope  with,  and  this  condition 
is  not  the  one  in  which  amalgamation  is  likely  to  take  place.

Sterilising  and  Cleaning  Sponges. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Andrewes,  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital, 
describes  in  the  "Lancet"  a  new  way  of  cleaning  and 
sterilising  sponges.  He  makes  a  solution  of  ammonium  per- 
sulphate, thirty-seven  grams,  in  distilled  water,  950  c.c,  and 
to  it  adds  11  c.c.  of  strong  hydrochloric  acid.  After  standing 
for  about  four  days  the  solution  becomes  one  of  hypochlorous 
acid,  chiefly,  kills  anthrax  spores  in  less  than  one  minute, 
and  does  not  stain  or  injure  the  skin.  Dr.  Andrewes  de- 
scribes bacteriological  experiments  that  show  how  effective 
the  solution  is  in  sterilising  sponges  ;  and  it  is  equally  effec- 
tive in  removing  the  sliminess  of  old  sponges.  Dr.  Andrewes 
emphasises  the  fact  that  the  persulphate  mixture  should  be 
at  least  four  days,  and  not  more  than  a  month  old,  and  that 
the  ordinary  mechanical  cleansing  should  be  gone  through 
before  the  sponges  are  put  into  the  solution.

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High  Court  Cases. 

Koko. 

In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  October  18,  Mr. 
Justice  Bray,  on  the  application  of  Mr.  Bramwell  Davis, 
K.C.,  directed  a  motion  for  an  injunction  in  the  case  of  the 
Koko-Maricopas  Co.,  Ltd.,  v.  Koko  for  the  Hair  (Foreign 
and  Colonial),  Ltd.,  to  stand  over  until  the  second  motion 
day  of  next  sitting. 

Brownie  Films. 
In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bray,  there  was  a  motion  in  Kodak,  Ltd.,  v.  Gibson  to  re- 
strain infringement  of  the  Kodak  and  Brownie  trade-marks. 
Mr.  D.  M.  Kerley,  for  the  plaintiffs,  now  stated  that 
the  defendant,  Mr.  T.  Gibson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Opera 
House  Buildings,  Chapel  Street,  Harrogate,  had  agreed  to 
treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action,  to  consent  to  a 
perpetual  injunction,  and  to  pay  an  agreed  sum  of  51.  as 
damages  and  costs.  Mr.  W.  A.  Jolly,  for  the  defendant, 
signified  his  assent,  and  his  Lordship  made  an  order  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  arranged. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Section  15  Case. 
At  the  Salford  County  Court  on  Monday,  before  Judge 
Pairy,  P.  Laughlin,  chemist's  assistant,  was  summoned  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  a  penalty  of  51.  for  selling 
a  cough-mixture  containing  laudanum,  he  not  being  a  regis- 
tered chemist.  The  defendant  was  in  May  last  employed 
in  Hills'  Popular  Cash  Drug  Co.'s  shop,  20  Great  Clowes 
Street,  Lower  Broughton.  The  Society  was  represented 
by  Mr.  Risque,  of  Messrs.  Risque,  Hood  &  Robson  (solici- 
tors), who  explained  that  the  premises  had  been  previously 
in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Wingfield,  who  succeeded  a  Mr. 
Taylor.  Wingfield  became  bankrupt,  and  Hills  took  over 
the  business.  In  May,  Arthur  Fouldes,  on  behalf  of  the 
Society,  went  to  the  shop,  which  was  in  charge  of  the 
defendant,  and  bought  one  pennyworth  each  of  oil  of 
aniseed,  oil  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  and  laudanum.  It 
bore  Taylor's  label.  The  offence  committed  by  the  de- 
fendant was  pointed  out  to  him  in  a  letter  written  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Society,  but  no  notice  was  taken  of  it. 

The  defendant  said  he  could  not  see  that  there  was  any 
proof  that  he  sold  it.  He  thought  another  person  was  in 
the  shop  at  the  time — a  Mr.  Westall — but  he  was  now 
abroad. 

The  Judge  told  the  defendant  if  he  had  written  to  that 
effect  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  they  might  have  taken 
proceedings  against  the  other  man. 

The  defendant  said  he  had  no  evidence  to  call ;  he  would 
take  the  whole  thing  on  his  own  shoulders.  He  had  not 
replied  to  the  Society's  letter  because  he  did  not  think  it 
necessary  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Thos.  Tickle  deposed  that  the  mixture  contained  not 
less  than  a  grain  of  morphine. 

Judge  Parry,  in  giving  a  verdict  for  the  Society  for  5/. 
and  costs,  said  it  was  sometimes  stated  that  the  Society 
brought  cases  into  court  which  were  really  very  technical 
in  nature,  but  in  this  case  he  considered  the  Society  had 
done  a  great  public  duty.  The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  had 
been  passed  to  prevent  unqualified  persons  from  sell'ng 
scheduled  poisons,  and  the  Society  was  doing  right  in  seeing 
that  unqualified  people  were  not  left  in  control  of  these 
dangerous  things.  In  this  case  a  chemist's  shop  was  carried 
on  without  a  qualified  man  on  the  premises.  His  Honour 
further  endorsed  the  order  for  the  commitment  of  the  de- 
fendant under  the  Debtors  Act  in  default  of  payment. 


Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Glycerin. 

At  Dewsbury,  on  October  13,  Harry  Marsden,  grocer, 
Heckmondwike,  was  fined  10s.  and  costs  for  selling  gly- 
cerin which  "contained  nine  times  the  quantity  of  arsenic 
allowable."  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  Marsden 
bought  a  bankrupt  stock  which  included  seven  bottles  of 
glycerin.    He  never  meant  to  sell  these  to  anyone,  and,  as 
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a  matter  of  fact,  the  only  two  bottles  he  disposed  of  were 
to  the  inspector.  The  magistrate  took  these  circumstances 
into  consideration  in  imposing  the  penalty. 

Soda-water. 

A  Rochdale  Publican  named  Kay  was  on  October  11  fined 
2.?.  6(7.  and  costs  for  selling  soda-water  which  contained 
an  average  of  only  12  gram  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  per  pint. 
The  defence  was  that  there  was  no  standard  for  soda- 
water,  and  that  in  this  case  it  was  not  meant  for  medicinal 
purposes. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Cocos  Butter. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  October  9,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  B.  F.  Kahn, 
trading  as  the  Cocos  Butter-manufacturing  Company,  Old 
Ford  Road,  E.,  against  J.  L.  Lyon  &  Co.,  75  Mark  Lane. 
EC,  to  recover  22/.  for  ten  cases  of  cocos  butter  supplied. 
The  claim  was  admitted,  but  there  was  a  counterclaim  for 
35?.  for  breach  of  warranty.  Defendants  resold  the  butter, 
and  sent  it  to  Spain.  Pla'ntiffs  warranted  the  goods  to 
be  free  from  rancidity,  and  now  they  turned  out  to  have 
gone  bad.  Defendants  wanted  a  postponement  to  get  wit- 
nesses from  Spain.  Plaintiffs'  counsel  said  the  butter  was 
sold  for  delivery  in  London  in  May.  It  was  then  good  and 
sweet.  The  butter  was  sent  to  Spa  n,  which  was  a  hot 
country.  It  ought  to  have  been  kept  in  a  very  cool  place, 
and  not  until  three  months  after  shipment  was  any  claim 
made.  Judge  Rentoul  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs 
cn  the  claim,  with  costs,  and  the  counterclaim  was  ordered 
to  stand  adjourned  to  enable  witnesses  to  come  from  Spain. 

For  Drugs  Supplied. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  cn  October  17,  before  His 
Honour  Judge  Smyly,  K.C..  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son, 
10  and  12  Charlotte  Street,  E.C.,  sued  Dr.  Shillingford,  of 
Hanover  Park,  Peckham,  to  recover  the  sum  of  81.  Ws.  9(7. 
under  a  judgment  summons.  Plaintiff's  representative  said 
that  the  defendant  was  well  able  to  pay,  he  having  a  very 
good  business.  In  reply  to  the  Judge  he  said  he  thought 
defendant's  income  would  not  be  less  than  20/.  a  week.  The 
original  debt  was  for  over  60/.,  but  the  plaintiffs  are 
gradually  getting  it  back. 

His  Honour  :  I  suppose  I  shall  one  of  these  days  under- 
stand these  matters,  but  why  a  person  who  has  an  income  as 
suggested  here  should  put  a  firm  of  tradespeople  to  so  much 
trouble  to  recover  what  really  is  their  own  is  past  my  com- 
prehension. 

Witness  further  explained  that  plaintiffs  had  tried  every 
reasonable  means  of  obtaining  the  money  before  having 
recourse  to  the  Court.  Defendant  has  had  to  be  sued  before, 
but  he  paid  as  soon  as  he  was  committed. 

His  Honour  :  Then  I  will  commit  him  again  for  ten  days 
unless  he  pays  half  of  the  money  in  a  month  and  the  balance 
a  month  after. 

A  second  judgment  summons  was  heard,  brought  by  the 
same  plaintiffs  against  Dr.  G.  Johnson,  of  151  Southampton 
Street,  Camberwell,  for  drugs  supplied.  The  Judge  said 
that  in  this  case  it  appeared  that  the  defendant  had  been 
sued  a  good  many  times,  but  he  might  not  be  in  such  a 
position  as  the  last  defendant,  and  he  would  therefore 
make  an  order  for  payment  at  the  rate  of  3s.  per  month. 
J udgment  accordingly. 

The  Month's  Notice. 
At  the  Salford  Hundred  Court  of  Record  at  Manchester,  on 
October  16,  before  Judge  H.  G.  Shee,  K.C..  and  a  jury, 
Robert  Procter,  chemist  and  druggist,  sued  John  Thomas 
Butterworth,  chemist  and  druggist,  Moss  Side,  for  6/.  in  lieu 
of  a  month's  notice.  Plaintiff's  counsel  said  that  in  January 
last  the  plaintiff  advertised  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
for  a  situation  as  an  assistant,  and  defendant  replied,  with 
the  result  that  the  defendant  engaged  the  plaintiff  at  a 
salary  of  6/.  per  month,  with  a  commission  of  5  per  cent,  on 
all  goods  sold  except  patent  medicines.  The  plaintiff  did 
his  work  for  a  month  at  the  defendant's  shop  in  Moss  Lane, 
and  was  then  discharged,  the  defendant  alleging  that  the 
plaintiff  did  not  keep  the  shop  clean  nor  dress  the  window 
properly  ;  that  he  had  prescribed  for  customers,  which  he  was 
told  not  to  do ;  and  that  he  had  labelled  sulphate  of  zinc  as 


"  Epsom  salts";  also  that  the  plaintiff  had  left  the  shop  for 
two  hours  on  the  Saturday  night  after  he  had  got  his  dis- 
charge and  gone  to  drink  at  the  Alexandra  Hotel.  When 
the  plaintiff  was  engaged  the  defendant  had  put  out  bills 
announcing  that  he  had  secured  a  qualified  assistant,  who 
had  been  chemist  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  and  Lord  Howard 
of  Glossop,  and  that  up  to  a  certain  date  packets  of  "otto 
of  roses"  soap  would  be  given  away  worth  32'/.  a  tablet. 
The  plaintiff  said  he  had  been  a  qualified  chemist  between 
thirty  and  forty  years,  and  had  had  ample  experience.  It 
was  true  that  he  had  been  chemist  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk 
and  Lord  Howard.  After  bearing  out  his  counsel's  statement 
concerning  engagement  he  said  there  was  no  one  to  assist 
him  in  the  shop.  There  was  a  Miss  Walker,  who  took  his 
place  when  he  was  away  on  Wednesday  afternoons  and  after 
he  had  left  at  night.  Mrs.  Butterworth  used  to  assist  at 
times  and  help  Miss  Walker  to  clean  the  shop.  He  used  to 
do  a  bit  of  dusting,  but  never  washed  the  floor.  When  told 
that  he  (plaintiff)  wculd  have  to  leave,  he  said  he  must  have 
a  month's  salary  in  lieu  of  notice.  The  defendant  said  ho 
should  agree  to  nothing  of  the  sort.  Plaintiff  said  he  was 
willing  to  serve  another  month.  That  offer  the  defendant 
refused.  The  shop  was  always  kept  clean.  No  complaint 
as  to  the  window-dressing  had  been  made  during  the  month. 
The  defendant  never  told  him  not  to  prescribe  for  customers. 
Prescribing  is  a  common  thing  in  the  trade.  The  commis- 
sion ran  about  9s.  a  week. 

The  Judge:  Is  there  any  rule  about  prescribing? — No. 
Was  there  any  sulohate  of  zinc  labelled  "  Epsom  salts"? — 
No.  I  never  heard  anything  about  it  from  the  defendant 
until  after  I  got  my  notice  to  leave.  I  left  on  the  Saturday 
night.    I  did  not  leave  the  shop  for  two  hours. 

In  cross-examination  plaintiff  said  the  defendant  did  not 
tell  him  not  to  prescribe.  He  (witness)  did  net  think  it 
dangerous  to  do  so.  as  he  only  prescribed  for  simple  ail- 
ments. He  denied  that  the  shop  was  dirty  or  that  defendant 
had  to  re-dress  the  windows  after  he  (plaintiff)  had 
dressed  them.  He  admitted  having  brought  an  action 
against  defendant  in  the  Salford  County  Court,  but  he 
(witness)  had  to  come  from  Barrow-in-Furness,  and  when  he 
arrived  the  case  had  been  called. 

Two  chemists,  Mr.  Oliver  and  Mr.  Birch,  called  for  the 
plaintiff,  said  that  prescribing  by  chemists  for  simple  com- 
plaints is  very  general,  and  that  a  month's  notice  is  the 
custom  of  the  trade. 

John  Thomas  Butterworth.  the  defendant,  said  he  had 
several  places  of  business  in  Manchester.  He  had  two  inter- 
views with  the  plaintiff.  He  agreed  to  the  terms  stated  for 
one  month.  The  plaintiff's  services  were  net  satisfactory. 
The  plaintiff  was  distinctly  told  not  to  prescribe — "  as  there 
are  people  on  our  track,"  remarked  the  witness.  He  com- 
plained that  the  shop  was  not  kept  clean,  and  had  also  to 
complain  about  the  windows.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
plaintiff  did  prescribe. 

The  Judge  :  Suppose  a  person  came  to  you  with  his 
finger  cut,  wouldn't  you  put  a  piece  of  plaster  on  it? — No, 
I  should  sell  him  the  plaster  and  tell  him  to  put  it  on  him- 
self. (Laughter.) 

The  plaintiff  was  here  interrogated  near  the  witness-box. 
and  said  he  did  prescribe  for  small  complaints  and  had  dene 
all  his  life,  and  so  did  other  chemists. 

Mrs.  Butterworth  then  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that 
plaintiff  was  only  engaged  for  one  month,  that  the  shop 
was  dirty,  the  windows  not  properly  dressed,  and  that 
plaintiff  left  the  shop  on  the  day  of  his  discharge  an  hour 
before  he  should  have  dene. 

After  hearing  counsel  the  jury  gave  a  verdict  for  the 
plaintiff  for  the  full  amount  claimed.  Judgment  accordingly. 

Sale  of  a  Chemist's  Business. 
At  Gloucester  County  Court.  Judge  A.  B.  Ellicott  and  a  jury 
have  heard  part  of  the  evidence  in  an  action  brought  by  Mr. 
George  R.  Barlow,  chemist  and  druggist,  Congleton.  against 
Mr.  White,  chemist,  Tewkesbury,  in  respect  of  money 
alleged  to  be  due  on  the  purchase  price  of  a  chemist's  business 
sold  by  plaintiff  to  defendant.  The  claim  amounted  to  64/.. 
and  the  case  was  adjourned  after  defendant's  counsel  had 
opened  the  defence.  The  plaintiff's  case  was  briefly  as 
follows  :  Fer  twenty  years  Mr.  Barlow  had  carried  on  an 
old-established  business  at  Tewkesbury,  which  had  been 
carried  on  for  a  longer  period  by  his  predecessor.  Mr.  Aldis. 
It  was  a  business  with  good  agricultural  and  dental  cennee- 
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tion,  and  600/.  a  year  was  spent  on  the  stock,  the  net  profit 
being  200/.  to  250/.  a  year.  Last  year  Mr.  Barlow  desired  to 
remove  to  Congleton  to  take  over  his  father's  business,  which 
had  been  carried  on  by  him  for  fifty-two  years,  but  owing  to 
his  illness  plaintiff  desired  to  relieve  him.  The  defendant 
entered  into  negotiations  with  Mr.  Barlow  in  September, 
1904,  and  by  October  an  agreement  was  come  to  whereby 
Mr.  White  was  to  get  the  business  for  750/.  He  paid  650/. 
down,  and  gave  a  promissory  note  for  100/.,  which  was  the 
basis  of  this  action,  defendant  refusing  to  meet  it  on  the 
ground  that  there  was  fraudulent  representation  in  the  sale 
of  the  business,  and  when  the  action  was  started,  eight 
months  ago,  he  brought  a  counterclaim  for  300/.  This  had 
not  been  persisted  in.  Plaintiff's  counsel  suggested  that 
defendant's  disappointment  with  the  business  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  not  familiar  with  agricultural  requirements 
and  dental  work,  in  both  of  which  plaintiff  had  done  much. 
Mr.  Barlow  in  his  evidence  supported  counsel's  statement, 
and  explained  that  the  shop  and  house  in  Tewkesbury  are 
his  own,  and  he  had  carried  out  structural  alterations  upon 
them  in  1903,  not  dreaming  that  he  would  have  to  move  a 
year  later  in  consequence  of  his  father's  illness.  In  cross- 
examination  he  indignantly  denied  counsel's  suggestion  that 
he  had  been  a  bookmaker  and  had  made  money  by  betting  : 
he  lost.  In  correspondence  with  Mr.  White  plaintiff  had 
urged  him  to  make  himself  better  known,  and  not  to  "  hide 
his  light  under  a  bushel."  He  knew  seme  of  his  (plaintiff's) 
best  customers  went  elsewhere  when  he  left  Tewkesbury, 
but  defendant  wrote  that  he  did  not  know  any  who  had  left 
him ;  on  the  other  hand,  he  had  obtained  fresh  customers. 
Mr.  L.  G.  Badham  (Messrs.  Brookes  &  Badham,  solicitors, 
Tewkesbury)  gave  evidence  as  to  the  extent  of  the  business 
done  by  plaintiff  during  the  four  years  prior  to  his  selling  the 
business.  Mr.  Tom  C.  Beach,  chemist  and  druggist,  Stroud, 
and  Mr.  Evan  G.  Hughes,  chemist  and  druggist,  both  of 
whom  had  been  in  business  in  Gloucester,  gave  evidence  in 
support  of  plaintiff. 

For  the  defence  counsel  asked  the  jury  if  they  thought  Mr. 
Barlow  would  have  parted  with  the  business  for  a  goodwill 
price  of  AOL  if,  as  he  said,  it  was  making  a  net  profit  of  230/. 
a  year.  During  the  fortnight  Mr.  Barlow  remained  at  the 
shop  after  selling  the  business,  the  receipts  were  about  one- 
half  the  sum  represented.  He  ridiculed  the  idea  that  the 
change  in  proprietorship  could  have  given  rise  to  such  a 
falling-off  in  trade.  At  this  point  the  case  was  adjourned 
until  Saturday,  October  21. 

"  1648"  v.  "4711." 
At  the  Oxford  County  Court  on  Tuesday  an  action  re- 
mitted from  the  High  Court  of  Justice  was  heard  by  his 
Honour  Sir  T.  W.  Snagge.  The  claim  was  by  Messrs. 
Roberts  &  Co.,  chemists'  agents,  2  and  3  Lower  James 
Street,  Piccadilly  Circus,  London,  against  Oswald  Fredk. 
Dunford,  proprietor  of  May's  Drug  Stores,  Oxford,  for  the 
recovery  of  45/.  7s.,  made  up  as  to  30/.  7*.  the  price  of  a 
quantity  of  "  1648"  Eau-de-Cologne  supplied,  and  15/.  duty 
paid  by  plaintiffs  at  defendant's  request.  There  was  a 
counterclaim  for  37/.  12s. .  and  the  defendant  had  paid  the 
balance  into  Court.  Mr.  Stewart  Bevan  (barrister),  in- 
structed by  Mr.  A.  E.  Debenham,  appeared  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, and  Mr.  J.  L.  Norton  for  the  defendant. 

At  the  suggestion  of  his  Honour  it  was  agreed  that  the 
claim  and  counterclaim  should  be  heard  together,  and  Mr. 
Bevan  outlined  the  case  for  the  plaintiffs,  the  essential  part 
of  which  was  that  on  October  5,  1904,  defendant  placed  an 
order  with  plaintiffs  for  a  quantity  of  Eau-de-Cologne,  and, 
to  be  delivered  with  it,  certain  labels,  postcards,  etc.  On  the 
order  were  the  words  "  Cleared  by  yourselves,"  and  at  the 
end  of  the  invoice  was  an  application  for  the  duty.  On 
November  15,  1904,  the  day  after  delivery,  the  defendant 
wrote  denying  his  liability  to  pay  the  duty.  All  he  intended 
to  pay  was  the  charge  from  London.  He  also  wrote  to  the 
shipping  merchants  (the  American  Trading  Co.)  in  similar 
terms.  Subsequently  he  admitted  that  he  was  liable  to  pay 
the  duty,  and  asked  the  plaintiffs  to  pay  it  and  cancel  a 
second  delivery. 

Mr.  Norton,  for  the  defence,  said  his  client  was  assured 
that  the  Eau-de-Cologne  would  reach  him  duty  free.  He 
alleged  that  the  "y"  before  "ourselves,"  making  the  sen- 
tence read  "  Cleared  by  yourselves,"  was  put  in  afterwards. 

His  Honour  pointed  out  that  this  was  a  serious  allegation. 


Mr.  Bevan  said  that  was  the  first  time  it  had  been  sug- 
gested. 

His  Honour  :  Is  it  seriously  intended  ? 
Mr.  Nortcn  :  Yes. 

After  some  further  remarks,  his  Honour  said  it  was  a 
most  serious  case,  and  he  would  try  it  with  a  jury  and  gi\c 
a  special  day.    These  were  very  serious  allegations. 

After  some  discussion,  Mr.  Norton  said  he  would  advise 
his  clients  to  withdraw  the  suggestion  about  the  "  y." 

His  Honour  said  that  removed  one  of  the  most  serious 
allegations  and  cleared  the  air.  The  question  now  was  as  to 
the  genuineness  of  the  article.  Did  Mr.  Norton  still  say 
it  was  not  the  genuine  article? 

Mr.  Norton  :  I  say  they  sold  us  an  article  which  they 
ought  not  to  have  sold.  It  is  a  counterfeit.  He  had  a 
sample  bottle  with  him,  and  he  said  one  was  a  counterfeit  of 
the  other,  and  it  had  been  restrained. 

The  defendant  then  gave  evidence,  in  the  course  of  which 
it  transpired  that  the  "  1648"  Eau-de-Cologne  had  smart 
green  labels,  this  being  one  of  the  reasons  for  him  giving 
the  order,  and  on  December  17,  1904,  Mesrs.  Beale  &  Co.. 
solicitors,  London,  wrote  to  him  alleging  that  the  "  1648" 
was  an  infringement  of  the  "4711"  one.  An  injunction 
restraining  Messrs.  Plummer.  Roddis  &  Co.  from  selling 
the  "1648"  with  green  label  had  been  obtained.  Defen- 
dant wrote  to  plaintiffs  about  the  matter,  and  they  offered 
to  take  back  the  Eau-de-Cologne,  but  he  refused.  His 
business  had  suffered  in  consequence  of  his  not  being  able 
to  sell  this  stuff  with  the  green  label.  He  had  thirty-three 
dozen  bottles  left,  but  he  was  not  prepared  to  take  white- 
label  Farina  in  exchange. 

His  Honour  asked  if  Mr.  Dunford  was  willing  now  to 
accept  the  offer  of  June  13,  either  to  send  back  what  he  had 
left  in  part  settlement  of  the  account,  or  accept  white  label 
in  its  stead. 

Mr.  Bevan  stated  that  his  client  would  take  back  the 
unsold  goods  at  cost  price. 

Mr.  Norton  consented  to  this  arrangement. 

His  Honour  remarked  upon  the  weakness  of  the  defen- 
dant's case  and  wrote  a  suggestion,  which  he  pased  down  for 
consideration  by  the  parties,  and,  after  further  consultation 
was  indulged  in,  Mr.  Bevan  said  they  were  greatly  indebted 
to  his  Honour.  They  had  agreed  upon  judgment  by 
consent  for  50/.  and  no  costs.  The  statement  as  to  the  "  y  " 
was  absolutely  withdrawn. 

Compensation  for  Rupture. 
A  case  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  came  before 
his  Honour  Judge  Bompas,  K.C.,  at  the  Bradford  County 
Court,  on  October  17,  when  a  labourer  named  Ernest  James 
Smith,  who  was  employed  at  the  works  of  Mr.  G.  H. 
Leather,  manufacturing  chemist,  Northbrook  Works,  Brad- 
ford, claimed  compensation  for  rupture  and  other  injuries 
sustained  by  him  whilst  a  waggon  was  being  unloaded  at  the 
door  of  the  works.  In  the  course  of  the  hearing  it  trans- 
pired that  two  doctors  certified  that  the  claimant  is  still 
unable  to  work,  whilst  one  doctor  has  given  a  certificate  to 
the  effect  that  he  is  perfectly  cured  and  able  to  follow  his 
usual  employment.  In  view  of  this  conflict  of  testimony 
his  Honour  referred  the  case  to  a  medical  referee. 


^Bankruptcies  an£>  failures. 


Be  Henry  John  Cooke,  4  Cottage  Grove,  Southsea,  Maim 
facturing  Chemist  and  Veterinary  Surgeon. — The  public 
examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  the  Portsmouth 
Court,  on  October  16,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Renny.  The 
gross  liabilities  of  the  debtor  were  252/.  9s.  9d.,  all  ranking  for 
dividend.  There  were  no  assets,  and  the  cause  of  failure 
alleged  was  loss  on  the  sale  of  property  in  Wells  on  which  he 
held  a  first  mortgage.  In  roply  to  the  Official  Receiver,  the 
debtor  detailed  particulars  of  his  career  as  given  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  August  26  (p.  381).  With  regard  to 
the  company  formed,  he  said  the  reason  why  it  had  gone  no 
further  was  that  he  found  on  consideration  5,500/.  would  not 
be  sufficient  to  work  the  company,  and  his  idea  was  to  re- 
construct it  later  on  with  increased  capital.  The  examination 
was  closed. 

lie  Cyrus  Fay,  late  of  99  Freemasons'  Road,  Custom  House, 
E.,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This  debtor  was  brought  to  the 
London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  a  creditor's  petition,  and  on 
Monday  last  the  first  meeting  of  his  creditors  was  held  there, 
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before  Mr.  E.  L.  Hough,  Senior  Official  Receiver.  Debtor 
commenced  business  many  years  ago  at-  Stock-well  Road,  S.W., 
with  a  capital  of  100/.  He  purchased  the  Freemasons  Road 
business  in  March  last  for  200/.,  paying  100/.  down,  and  giving 
promissory  notes  for  the  balance,  payable  by  four  quarterly 
instalments.  The  first  instalment  was  not  paid  at  due  date, 
and  these  proceedings  resulted,  the  debtor's  wife  having  in 
the  meantime  distrained  on  the  stock,  fixtures,  and  furniture 
for  a  cash  loan  of  150/.  The  debtor  attributed  his  failure 
gonerally  to  insufficiency  of  profits.  Accounts  were  filed  show- 
ing unsecured  debts  336/.  18*.  and  preferential  claims  9/.  10s., 
against  assets  50/.,  representing  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff.  The  following  arc  the 
principal  creditors  unsecured  :  K.  W.  Fay,  Brixton  (150/.) ; 
T.  W.  Hall,  West  Smithfield  (75/.)  ;  Davy,  Hill  &  Co.,  Park 
Street,  Southwark  (25/.)  ;  R.  Hovenden  &  Sons,  City  Road, 
E.C.  (12/.)  ;  Mcggeson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Miles  Lane,  E.C.  (10/.). 
The  case  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  bo 
wound  up  in  bankruptcy. 

Be  John  Walter  Carr,  High  Street,  Newmarket,  Chemist 
and  Druggist  and  Tobacconist.— Gross  liabilities  amounting 
to  4,506/.  9s.  8t/.,  and  assets  estimated  to  produce  3,623/.  8s.  8r?., 
were  revealed  at  the  first  meeting  of  creditors  on  October  11. 
The  debtor  alleged  as  the  causes  of  his  failure  "  want  of 
capital,  bad  debts,  long  credit,  and  the  loss  of  money — racing 
— over  six  years  ago."    From  the  Official  Receiver's  observa- 
tions it  appeared  that  the  bankrupt  was  some  years  ago  a 
chemist's  assistant  in  Newmarket,  and  after  being  away  nine 
years,  during  which  time  ho  was  manager  to  Mr.  Robert  Cook, 
chemist,  of  Grimsby,  he  purchased  the  business  at  New- 
market in  which  he  had  formerly  been  an  assistant,  paying 
800/.  for  the  goodwill  and  1.200/.  for  the  stock  and  fixtures. 
He  had  no  capital,  and  the  2,000/.  was  advanced  by  Mr.  Cook. 
Of  this  1,100/.  is  still  owing,  but  the  bankrupt  said  it  had 
been  intended  that  1,000/.  should  have  been  a  gift  as  soon  as 
1,000/.  had  been  paid  off.    The  bankrupt  also  purchased  the 
shop  and  house  which  he  occupied,  and  about  five  years  ago 
rented  premises  close  by,  and  started  a  tobacconist's  business, 
spending  400/.  on  stock  and  fittings.    Considerable  sums  had 
been  spent  on  his  freehold  premises,  but  it  was  not  estimated 
that  there  would  be  any  surplus  after  the  mortgagees  had  been 
satisfied.   No  account  of  the  deficiency  had  been  filed.  Debtor 
estimated  his  household  expenses  at  300/.  per  annum.  The 
bankrupt  lost  some  seven  years  ago  6,000/.  in  betting  and 
racing  expenses.   At  one  time  he  kept  and  ran  a  horse  of  his 
own.    The  Official  Receiver  mentioned  that  2,000/.  had  been 
offered  for  the  business — a  figure  to  which  the  creditors  over 
50/.,  with  one  exception,  had  signified  their  assent.  Since 
September  11  the  gross  takings  of  both  businesses  had  been 
about  115/.    In  reply  to  a  question  with  reference  to  the  claim 
made  by  Mr.  Cook,  the  Official  Receiver  said  that  Mr.  Carr 
had  given  promissory  notes,  and  would  have  no  defence  to  an 
action,  even  though  Mr.  Cook  might  have  promised  to  take 
1,000/.  in  return  for  the  2,000/.  when  advancing  the  money. 
Mr.  Carr  was  manager  in  his  business,  and  had,  he  said,  been 
promised  a  partnership,  but  that  promise  was  withdrawn.  In 
answer  to  another  question,  the  Official  Receiver  said  he  could 
not  quite  say  what  the  creditors  would  receive,  but  it  would 
be  over  10s.,  he  thought,  at  any  rate.    The  creditors  present 
approved  of  the  estate  being  wound  up  by  the  Official  Re- 
ceiver, who,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  said  chemists 
generally  seemed  to  do  very  well.

The  profit  per  ton  sold  had  been  about  the  same  as 
the  previous  year.  Tho  total  reserves  of  tho  company  under 
the  three  heads  were — capital  guarantee  fund  126,242/., 
general  reserve  151,480/.,  and  reserve  aga:nst  any  eventual 
depreciation  of  sulphur  stocks  172,467/.,  or  a  total  of  450,190/. 
That,  he  thought,  was  satisfactory  ;  but,  as  he  had  so  often 
reminded  the  shareholders,  the  company  was  only  a  trading 
concern,  and  liable  to  the  vicissitudes  of  trade.  The  com- 
pany had  considerable  stocks  of  sulphur,  and  should  it  not 
succeed  in  making  satisfactory  terms  in  regard  to  the  control 
of  production  in  Sicily,  there  would  be  a  very  disorganised 
market  in  which  to  realise  those  stocks.  The  Chairman  gave 
particulars  of  the  negotiations  that  were  proceeding  in 
regard  to  the  future  control  of  the  production  of  sulphur  in 
Sicily.  Early  in  August  last  a  deputation  from  tho  board 
went  to  Rome  to  meet  a  deputation  appointed  by  the  pro- 
ducers and  mine-owners  of  Sicily.  Various  proposals  were 
submitted  by  the  Sicilian  deputation,  but  none  of  them  con- 
tained the  one  essential  condition — namely,  that  the  pro- 
ducers must  combine  in  a  voluntary  or  compulsory  syndicate 
to  control  the  production  of  sulphur  so  as  to  make  the  yearly 
production  as  nearly  as  possible  coincide  with  consumption. 
After  some  days  of  discussion  the  producers'  committee 
agreed  to  meet  the  producers  and  mine-owners  they  repre- 
sented with  a  view  to  recommending  that  the  company's  pro- 
posals as  to  the  restriction  of  production  to  the  requirements 
of  consumption  should  be  adopted,  and  that  if  that  be  done  a 
Bill  should  be  brought  forward  in  the  Italian  Parliament  in 
December  next  to  make  the  control  of  production  compulsory. 
When  the  Bill  was  passed  a  deputation  from  the  board  would 
again  meet  the  committee  of  the  owners  with  a  view  to  coming 
to  an  arrangement  with  them  for  a  further  term,  or  to  make 
such  other  arrangements  as  might  seem  best  in  tho  interests 
■of  the  company.  Whatever  provisional  scheme  the  board 
might  make,  it  would  be  submitted  to  tho  shareholders  before 
March  30  next.  The  deputation  of  the  board  on  its  return 
journey  from  Rome  arranged  to  meet  Mr.  Frasch,  tho  Pre- 
sident of  tho  Union  Sulphur  Co.  of  Now  York  and 
Louisiana,  in  Paris,  in  order  that  matters  in  regard  to  tho 
sulphur  trade  misht  be  considered,  and,  if  possible,  that  an 
understanding  might  be  arrived  at  for  tho  benefit  of  the 
interests  of  both  companies.  After  several  days  of  discussion, 
certain  arrangements  were  arrived  at  in  regard  to  the  current 
year's  bus:ness.  The  report,  which  was  summarised  in  our 
issue  of  October  7  (p.  577),  was  adopted.

— At  Buckpool,  Buckie,  N.B.,  on  October  13, 
Mr.  James  Bremner,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty.  Mr. 
Bremner  was  at  business  as  usual  on  the  day  of  his  death, 
which  was  totally  unexpected.  He  took  a  prominent  part 
in  the  public  affairs  of  Buckie,  being  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
an  ex-Baillie,  and  a  member  of  the  Parochial  Board. 

Fulford. — At  Newton,  Mass.,  U.S.A.,  on  October  15, 
the  Hon.  George  Taylor  Fulford,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
President  of  the  Williams  Medicine  Co.,  aged  53.  Mr. 
Fulford  was  the  man  who  made  Dr.  Williams's  Pink  Pills  for 
October  8,  and  in  spite  of  all  that  medical  and  surgical  skill 
could  do  he  succumbed  on  the  Sunday  following.  Mr. 
Fulford  is  the  man  who  made  Dr.  Williams's  Pink  Pills  for 
Pale  People,  known  all  over  the  world.  He  was  born  in 
Brockville,  Ontario,  on  August  8,  1852,  his  ancestors  having 
gone  from  Great  Fulford,  Devonshire,  to  the  Dominion. 
After  his  school  education  he  went  to  a  business  college 
before  being  apprenticed  to  a  chemist  in  his  native  town.  In 


due  course  he  passed  through  the  Ontario  College  of  Phar- 
macy, and  started  in  business  for  himself  as  a  pharmacist  in 
Brockville.  In  1890  he  commenced  to  put  the  pink  pills  on 
the  Canadian  market,  and  his  methods  of  advertising  were 
so  original  that  within  three  years  he  was  selling  a  million 
boxes  a  year  in  the  Dominion,  and  a  branch  of  the  business 
(in  association  with  Messrs.  W.  T.  Hanson  &  Co.,  Schenec- 
tady, N.Y.)  had  been  established  in  the  United  States. 
Mr.  Fulford  came  to  London  in  1893,  and  through  the 
agency  of  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards  established  a  branch 
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here,  and  subsequently  branches  were  started  in  Paris, 
Australia,  indeed  in  every  part  of  the  world,  for  Mr  Fulford 
was  proud  of  the  fact  that  he  printed  his  pamphlets  in  over 
seventy  languages.  The  advertising  method  in  which  he 
had  greatest  faith  was  the  interview  with  those  who  had 
found  benefit  from  the  pills.  Whenever  he  heard  of  a  case 
he  instructed  a  local  newspaper  to  see  the  person,  interview 
him  or  her,  and  print  the  interview  in  the  paper  as  reading 
matter.  The  interviewer  was  paid  for  his  services,  but  the 
"matter"  was  not  paid  for  as  an  advertisement  unless  it 
was  reinserted.  Mr.  Fulford  was  very  happily  married, 
Mrs.  Fulford  being  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Henry  Orr.e  White, 
Fort  Atkinson,  Wisconsin.  They  had  two  daughters,  the 
older  of  whom  was  married  a  yenr  ago.  Mr.  Fulford  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Senate  in  January. 
1900.  He  was  connected  with  a  number  of  commercial 
enterprises,  and  was  remarkably  successful  in  all  his  business 
ventures.  A  contributor  who  knew  him  well  sends  us  the 
following  appreciation  of  his  character  : 

The  Hon.  George  Taylor  Fulford  was  so  intensely  alive,  so 
impressive  a  personality,  that  it  is  difficult,  at  th's  distance, 
and  with  this  terrible  suddenness,  to  realise  that  we  have  lost 
him.  I  do  not  know  a  man  who  had  in  so  surprising;  degree 
the  art  of  persuading  people  to  do  what  ho  wished,  or  so  great 
a  power  of  keening  them  satisfied  with  their  complaisance. 
It  was  one  of  his  favourite  maxims,  though  not  one  that  he 
uttered  very  often,  for  he  was  no  phrase-maker,  that  "You 
can  catch  more  flies  with  molasses  than  vinegar"  ;  but  I  do 
not  believe  that  his  genial  bonhomie  and  frank  kindl'ners 
were  calculated  :  they  were  natural  features  of  a  personality 
s'ngularly  kind,  candid,  and  wisely  benevolent.  Perhaps  it 
will  surprise  many  people  to  bo  told  that  his  nature  was 
essentially  simple.  As  with  all  great  men,  and  a  great  man  of 
business  Fulford  undoubtedly  was,  his  aims  were  few  and 
direct.  Ho  did  not  deal  in  subtlety  nor  in  subterfuge.  He 
saw  h's  desires  as  "  a  straight,  sure  thing,"  and  moved 
directly  unon  them. 

In  the  height  of  h:s  success  he  never  forgot  that  he  had 
been  a  retail  druggist,  and  had  a  warm  sympathy  with  his  old 
business,  though  he  did  not  see  eye-to-oye  with  certain  ex- 
ponents of  "  trade  polit'cs,"  and  declined  to  be  talked  into 
measures  which  he  did  not  approve  in  principle.  But  perhars 
the  most  remarkable  feature  of  h's  genius  was  his  power  of 
judging  and  appraising  men.  He  had  in  his  employment  a 
considerable  number  of  men,  in  every  part  of  the  world,  and 
to  the  more  important  of  them  very  great  interests  and  re- 
snons'bilities  were  confided.  These  men  were  all  personally 
chosen  by  himself,  and  I  know  of  only  one  instance  in  which 
he  made  a  mistake  in  his  choice. 

No  attempt  at  sketching  his  character  and  achievements 
would  be  complete  which  did  not  take  into  account  his  benevo- 
lences. He  would  rarely  lend  money  :  when  asked  to  do  so, 
his  srenoral  reply  was  that  he  only  keot  a  hundred  dollars  for 
lending  purposes,  and  that  hundred  dollars  was  "out."  Nor 
would  he  give  money  to  relieve  a  necessity  which  he  foresaw 
would  recur  as  soon  as  the  money  was  spent.  Least  of  all  did 
he  believe  in  giving  eharitab'c  relief  in  the  shape  of  emolov- 
mcnt.  "I  don't  keep  a  lame-duck  pond  ;  I  run  a  business,"  he 
used  to  say.  But  where  he  could  find  means  of  doing  per- 
manent good  to  a  man  worthy  of  help,  he  was  ingenious,  deli- 
cate, and  painstaking  in  his  beneficence.  The  kind  of  bene- 
volence which  he  most  greatlv  loved  was  paving-  for  the 
educat  on  of  a  bright  bov  or  girl,  surelv  the  most  enlightened 
form  of  generosity.  In  fact  this  was  the  type  of  all  h's  bene- 
V0  ,jCl:  \°  llelp  Pc°Ple  to  "e]P  themselves,  and  where  this 
°P«ld  be  done  no  one  ever  asked  his  h^lp  in  vain.  He  was 
rich  ;  but  he  never  paid  a  restaurant  bill  without  first  adding 
it  up.  He  was  a  keen  critic  of  his  men  :  but  ho  never  rebuked 
an  honest  error,  and  he  had  indulgence  for  everv  fault  except 
lazmess  or  dishonest?.  He  was  ontsnoken  in  his  criticism  of 
all  his  staff:  but  he  never  wounded  the  feelings  of  anv  one  of 
them.  He  drove  the  hardest  bargain  of  any  man  I  ever  knew  • 
but  once  made,  he  always  adhered  to  bis  contracts  unflich- 
ingly,  and  interpreted  them  liberally.  In  making  anv  sort  of 
business  arrangement  it  was  a  princinl-  with  him  to  devise  it 
in  such  a  shape  that  it  should  be  the  interest  of  the  other  side 
to  do  what  he  himself  wanted  :  this,  and  a  singular  charm  of 
manner,  account  for  the  remarkable  stability  of  all  hisarran-e. 
ments.  and  the  esteem,  friendship,  and  affection  with  which  his 
memory  will  he  cherished  in  every  city  where  he  was  known

Unprotected  Specialities. 

Sir, — I  have  read  the  letters  of  "  Observer."  "  Haze- 
line,"  Watkins,  and  others  in  your  current  issue,  "Is  the 
chemist  wise  or  foolish  ?  "  If  he  tries  to  palm  his  own  spe- 
cialities when  asked  for  proprietaries — foolish.  If  he  dees 
not  keep  similar  articles  in  stock  upen  which  he  can  realise  a 
much  larger  profit — equally  foolish  !  The  chemist  is  often 
asked  for  his  opinion  on  proprietary  articles.  In  my  own  case 
I  invariably  appeal  to  their  commonsense,  pointing  out  the 
immense  sums  spent  in  advertising,  and  revealing  the 
"  moral  " — the  buyers  pay.  The  proprietors  of  these  things 
seem  to  think  that  the  retailers  have  little  influence  in  the 
matter,  but  I  am  sure  they  are  greatly  mistaken.  Take  the 
question  of  tabloids.  I  am  educating  my  customers  to  the 
name  of  "Tablets"  and  I  find  quite  50  per  cent,  ask  for 
them  as  such.  The  other  day  a  lady  asked  for  B.  &  W. 
tabloids  of  a  certain  kind  I  have  never  stocked,  and  I  in- 
formed my  customer  also  that  I  kept  tablets  of  another  make 
of  the  article.  She  inquired  the  reason,  and  I  told  her 
frankly  there  was  no  profit  attached  to  B.  &  W.'s.  and  that 
the  other  make  was  equally  good.  She  informed  me  I  was 
the  third  chemist  who  had  told  her  the  same,  and  thought 
it  must  therefore  be  correct.  I  made  a  sale.  Another  of 
their  articles  I  buy  at  4-5.  4c/. ;  they  are  sold  at  A-^d.  I  can- 
not afford  57.  worth.  I  keep  my  own  constantly  before  my 
customers,  and  where  I  sell  one  dozen  of  B.  &  W.'s  I  sell 
one  gross  of  my  own.  If  they  were  on  P.A.T.A.,  and  a 
reasonable  profit  secured,  there  would  be  r.o  inducement  to 
depreciate  anv  maker's  goods.  Yours,

Are  Chemists  "Wise  or  Foolish? 

Sir. — I  really  don't  know  whether  to  take  "  Observer's" 
letter  seriously  or  not ;  but  presuming  that  it  is  intended  to 
be  taken  so.  it  shows  plainly  that  it  emanates  from  the  pen, 
not  of  a  retail  chemist,  but  of  a  patent-medicine  proprietor, 
or  perhaps  a  sympathiser.  I  therefore  submit  for  his  edifi- 
cation my  reasons  for  not  pushing  unprofitable  patent  medi- 
cines, and  "  Observer  "  should  be  aware  that  it  is  only  those 
preparations  which  have  to  be  sold  at  cost,  or  practically  at 
cost,  that  we  endeavour  to  squeeze  out — I  think,  with  some 
measure  of  success.     We  chemists  are  in  business  not  from 
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philanthropic  motives,  nor  as  a  hobby,  but  in  order  to  try 
and  make  some  sort  of  a  living,  and  as  we  have  to  pay  rent, 
rates,  taxes,  and  other  items  of  expenditure,  it  stands  to 
reason  that  it  is  not  likely  to  be  of  any  benefit  to  us  whatso- 
ever if  we  further  the  interests  or  assist  the  sale  of  prepara- 
tions which  bring  us  no  profit,  but  a  loss.  Therefore  those 
patents  are  accorded  no  part  of  our  good  will,  and  as  patent- 
proprietors  believe  that  a  chemist's  good  will  availeth 
nothing,  I  will  give  an  illustration  which  will  tend  to  show 
that  it  availeth  much.  In  the  same  time  that  I  have  sold 
less  than  two  dozen  of  Williams's  Pink  Pills,  I  have  sold  ten 
dozen  Iron-ox  Tablets.  I  buy  the  former  in  small  quantities 
—a  quarter-dozen  at  a  time — the  latter  I  buy  a  gross  at  a 
time.  I  keep  the  Iron-ox  Tablets  and  the  advertising- 
matter  in  a  prominent  place,  and  occasionally  in  the  window, 
and  as  the  Pink  Pills  are  charged  to  me  at  24«.  a  dozen  net, 
and  owing  to  stores  competition  I  have  to  sell  them  at  2s. 
per  box,  I  keep  them  out  of  sight.  Although  I  never  try  to 
substitute,  I  never  further  their  interest  in  any  way,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  the  demand  for  them  decreases. 
Now  this  same  firm,  through  their  London  agents,  actually 
appeal  to  chemists  to  assist  them  to  place  a  new  preparation 
on  the  market ;  if  chemists  assist  the  firm  as  much  as  I  shall 
do,  then  I  feel  sure  that  our  worthy  friends  will  find  that 
their  past  policy  will  reap  its  due  reward.  Lastly,  if  I  sell 
profitable  articles  I  am  wise ;  if  I  sell  those  which  bear  no 
profit  I  am  foolish,  so  sign  myself 

Wise,  not  Foolish.    (98 /  66. ) 

Mr.  Michael  Carteighe's  Explanation. 
Sir, — When  I  read  Mr.  Carteighe's  explanation  I  thought 
we  chemists  ought  to  let  it  pass.  Mr.  Carteighe  must  be 
getting  up  in  years,  and  we  all  admire  him  to  a  certain  extent 
as  a  successful  business  man.  His  friends  will  not  let  the 
thing  pass,  however.  They  must  indulge  in  such  loud 
"  hurrahs  !  "  over  this  poor  apology  for  an  explanation,  that 
we  who  have  animadverted  on  Mr.  Carteighe's  long  reign 
are  forced  to  defend  ourselves.  Mr.  Carteighe  may  well 
pray  "  Save  me  from  the  plaudits  of  my  friends."  What 
does  this  explanation  amount  to  ?  Simply  that  during  Mr. 
Carteighe's  long  reign  at  Bloomsbury  Square  a  few  com- 
munications passed  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  Privy  Council,  and  once  or  twice  a  kind  of  Bill  was 
drafted,  which,  to  speak  truth,  was  not  considered  worthy 
of  opposition  by  limited  companies,  but  was  opposed  by  the 
body  of  chemists  themselves.  I  only  remember  one  such 
Bill  brought  forward  in  Mr.  Carteighe's  time,  and  the  main 
plank  in  it  was  not  suppression  of  limited  companies,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  aright,  but  the  establishment  of  a  com- 
pulsory curriculum.  Mr.  Carteighe's  aim  has  always  been 
to  let  science  fight  ignorance,  a  perfectly  reasonable  and  even 
laudable  aim,  but,  in  matters  pharmaceutical,  an  altogether 
mistaken  one.  He  has  aimed  at  a  highly-trained  and 
thoroughly  scientific  staff  of  pharmacists,  probably  expect- 
ing that  they  would  triumph  over  the  ignorant  men  who  have 
come  into  pharmacy  under  the  wing  of  the  Limited  Liability 
Acts ;  but  I  contend  that  he  is  on  this  point  fundamentally 
wrong.  This  mistake,  and  the  fact  that  Mr.  Carteighe  had 
more  than  twenty  years  in  which  to  experiment  regarding  it, 
has,  I  contend,  been  a  serious  thing  for  British  pharmacy. 
I  quite  approve  of  a  highly-trained  staff  of  pharmacists,  but 
at  the  time  when  our  Pharmacy  Acts  were  smashed  into 
atoms  by  the  House  of  Lords  the  first  thing  to  be  done  was 
to  get  them  repaired  somehow.  That  was  a  duty  which 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ought  to  have 
attended  to  at  once  ;  it  was  a  duty  he  ought  to  have  laboured 
at  night  and  day  ;  it  was  a  duty  he  ought  to  have  filled  every 
minute  with,  even  if  the  time  taken  had  been  twenty  years ; 
or  he  ought,  if  unable  or  unwilling  to  discharge  this  duty,  to 
have  passed  the  Presidentship  over  to  somebody  else.  Here 
let  me  ask  how  comes  it  that  Mr.  Wootton  is  among  those 
who  raise  loud  "hurrahs"  to  Mr.  Carteighe's  explanation? 
If  I  have  been  a  student  of  pharmaceutical  politics  at  the 
feet  of  any  man  for  even  five  minutes,  that  man  has  been 
Mr.  Wootton.  It  was  from  him  I  first  learned  that  "the 
shattered  Bill  ought  to  have  been  taken  at  once  to  Parlia- 
ment for  repairs."  How  comes  it  now  that  master  and  pupil 
are  on  different  sides  of  the  fence  ?  I  have  not  changed  my 
position  by  one  iota  ;  can  Mr.  Wootton  say  the  same  ?  Some 
of  those  who  are  loudest  in  their  "  hurrahs  "  draw  up  a  list  of 
all  that  has  been  done  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and 
place  the  whole  to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Carteighe.    They  forget 


to  explain  that  nine-tenths  of  that  list  did  not  exist  when 
Mr.  Carteighe  ceased  to  be  President.  Nobody  complains 
of  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in 
recent  years.  There  has  been  more  attempted  in  any  one 
year  since  Mr.  Carteighe  ceased  to  be  President  than  was 
attempted  in  all  the  years  of  his  presidency,  but  unfor- 
tunately things  have  now  gone  so  far  wrong  that  efforts  are 
practically  vain.  It  may  be  said  "  How  ought  Mr.  Carteighe 
to  have  righted  the  matter  "  ?  Well,  it  is  for  a  great  leader 
to  discover  ways  and  means,  but  I  may  briefly  tell  a  story 
which  is  so  like  our  own  that  the  moral  cannot  be  missed. 

A  great  Scottish  church  was  denuded  of  all  its  properties 
and  funds  by  the  House  of  Lords.  The  injustice  done  to 
this  church  was  not  one  bit  greater  than  the  injustice  done 
to  chemists  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  London  and  Pro- 
vincial Supply  Association  case.  This  church  was  happy  in 
the  possession  of  a  principal  of  outstanding  ability.  He 
was  a  feeble  old  man,  but  he  had  an  indomitable  will  and 
unconquerable  spirit.  He  organised  the  whole  church  as  a 
fighting  machine,  he  called  meetings  all  over  the  country, 
and  spoke  at  them  himself;  in  short,  he  organised  and 
carried  on  an  agitation  which  very  soon  resulted  in  legisla- 
tion and  the  righting  of  grave  wrongs.  Had  he  merely 
made  a  few  gentlemanly  calls  on  the  Privy  Council,  or  even 
drafted  a  Bill  to  be  put  on  the  table  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  nothing  would  ever  have  been  done. 

I  give  this  case  as  an  example  of  what  a  great  leader  did 
when  he  found  himself  in  exactly  the  same  position  that 
Mr.  Carteighe  was  in  after  the  House  of  Lords'  decision  in 
the  pharmacy  case.

The  Cost  of  Electric  Light. 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  must  remember  that  what  he  is 
charged  for  is  electric  energy,  and  not  light.  He  must  pro- 
vide lamps  which  will  transform  the  power  into  light. 
Assuming  that  he  uses  a  good  incandescent  lamp,  it  will  con- 
sume 3g  watts  per  hour,  and  1,000  watts,  or  one  kilowatt,  is 
the  Board  of  Trade  unit.  A  simple  sum  can  be  worked 
thus  :  Multiply  the  number  of  candle-power  by  3£.  and 
divide  by  1.000 ;  this,  multiplied  by  price  per  unit,  will  give 
him  the  cost  of  running  his  light.  Let  it,  however,  be  re- 
membered that  the  incandescent  lamp  is  not  the  cheapest 
mode  of  getting  light  out  of  electric  energy ;  where  the  arc- 
lamp  is  suitable  much  more  light  is  obtainable  for  the  same 
cost.  The  variety  in  the  colour  of  the  light  given  by  the 
arc-lamps  now  procurable  also  enables  one  to  choose  a  light 
which  will  harmonise  with  fixtures,  decorations,  etc.

Irish  Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

Sir, — My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  statement  on  page 
573  of  your  issue  of  October  7,  1905,  to  the  effect  "  that  the 
certificate  of  assistant  to  an  apothecary  has  no  legal  stand- 
ing." I  require  you  to  at  once  correct  this  erroneous  state- 
ment, if  it  has  any  reference  to  the  certificate  of  assistant 
issued  by  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  in  Ireland.

Sir, — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Phaimaceutic  al  Society 
of  Ireland,  Mr.  Wells  stated  that  the  certificate  issued  by 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  had  no  legal  status,  and 
did  not  entitle  the  holder  to  sell  poisons  for  his  employer. 
As  I  happened  to  be  at  the  meeting,  some  thought  that  I 
acquiesced  in  this  view,  as  it  did  not  appear  that  I  dissented 
from  it.  The  explanation  is  that  I  arrived  late,  and  did  not 
become  aware  of  the  statement  until  I  read  it  in  your  report. 
I  believe  that  my  friend  Mr.  Wells  is  absolutely  wrong. 
The  legal  status  o'f  an  assistant  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of 
Ireland  is  defined  in  the  Act'  of  Parliament  of  1791.  Nobody 
in  Ireland  is  more  familiar  with  the  Pharmacy  Acts  than 
Mr.  Wells.  If  he  were  equally  familiar  with  the  original 
Irish  Apothecaries  Act  he  would  see  the  wording  of^the 
assistant's  certificate  is  that  enforced  by  the  Act  of  1791. 
vrhich  says  that  the  assistant  holding  the  certificate  shall  be 
entitled  to  "  transact  the  business  of  an  apothecary."  The 
Pharmacv  Act  of  1890,  evidently  copied  from  this, 
says  that  the  person  holding  the  assistant's  certificate 
shall  be  competent  to  "  transact  the  business  of  a 
licentiate   of   the    Pharmaceutical    Society   in   his  tern- 
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porary  absence."  Now  the  business  of  an  apothecary 
is  to  sell  poisons  and  compound  prescriptions ;  there- 
fore his  assistant  can  do  either  as  his  assistant.  If  he 
can  do  it  for  an  apothecary,  he  can  do  it  for  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  as  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  merely  extended  the 
monopoly  of  apothecaries  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and 
did  not  rescind  the  privileges  of  their  assistants.  If  it  were 
agreed  that  men  could  transact  the  business  of  an  apothecary 
but  not  that  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  it  should'  follow 
that  a  pharmaceutical  chemist's  assistant  could  not  act  as 
such  to  a  registered  druggist.  It  may  be  that  the  like  privi- 
leges are  not  claimed  by  the  London  Apothecaries'  Company 
for  their  assistants,  but  their  Act  gives  them  no  such 
powers,  and  hence  the  same  analogy  is  misleading.  Seeing 
that  there  are  not  more  than  fifty  persons  holding  the 
certificate  of  pharmaceutical  assistant  only,  it  can  scarcely 
be  suggested  that  they  are  enough  to  supply  the  twelve  or 
fifteen  hundred  drug-shops  in  Ireland.

[The  statement  which  the  Secretary  to  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  complains  of  was  made  by  Mr.  Wells  in  his  capacity  as 
Pros  dent  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  at  a  public 
meeting  of  tho  Society,  and  Dr.  Hanrahan  should  know  that 
it  is  neither  our  business  nor  duty  to  "correct"  a  correct 
report  of  the  mooting:.  In  reference  to  Dr.  McWalter's  letter, 
we  may  point  out  that  the  1791  Act  provides,  inter  alia,  that 
after  a  date  specified  "  no  apprentice,  foreman,  or  shopman 
to  any  apothecary  throughout  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  is  to 
bo  received,  taken,  indentured,  or  employed  until  he  shall 
be  examined  by  the  Apothecary,  the  Governor,  or  Deputy- 
Governor  and  Directors  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland." 
The  Act  says  nothing  about  ''assistants"  or  •"assistant's 
certificate,"  and  tho  provision  quoted  solely  applies  to  persons 
in  the  employment  of  apothecaries.  The  contention  of  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  that  such  persons  have  no 
legal  status  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  when  they  are  em- 
ployed by  persons  who  are  not  apothecaries. — Editok.]

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  i9oS,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


Mercury  (16/105). — A  Wine-dealer's  Licence  (10/.  10.«. 
annually)  entitles  the  holder  to  sell  wines  and  sweets  in  any 
quantity.  This  necessarily  means  that  a  retailer's  licence  is 
not  also  required. 

Bacup  (93/73).— The  draft  label  for  the  hair  preparation  is 
not  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty  because  it  is  not  a  medicine 
and  is  not  held  out  as  such.  The  draft  of  the  second  label 
lacks  a  title,  but,  whatever  it  may  be,  the  label  is  liable  on 
account  of  the  expression  "  if  the  cough  is  troublesome." 

Ajax  (96/53).— Without  knowing  the  conditions  of  vour 
lease  all  that  we  can  say  is  that  your  neighbour  must  do 
nothing  in  building  to  interfere  with  vour  light.  You  should 
see  tho  plans  which  he  has  submitted  to  the  local  authority 
and  assure  yourself  on  this  point.  We  presume  vour  ground 
landlord  has  given  you  no  undertaking  that  your '•'view  "  will 
not  be  interrupted  during  your  tenancy  ;  that  is  quite  unusual. 

H.  S  C.  (99/53).— Cooling  and  Telth-fowder  is  not  a  duti- 
able title,  and  there  is  nothing  else  on  your  label  to  make  it 
liable  to  duty. 

S.  V.  If,  (99/44). — Wood-naphtha  does  not  come  within  the 
purview  of  the  Spirits  Act,  and  may  be  sold  on  anv  dav  of  the 
week,  including  Sunday.

A.  H.  C.  (81/1).— The  Powder  for  Roep  in  Fowls  is  copper 
sulphate  disguised  by  the  addition  of  a  small  propor:ion  of 
potassium  permanganate.  We  have  examined  similar  powders 
several  times  lately,  but  yours  contains  a  smaller  quantity  of 
potassium  permanganate'  than  usual. 


Trional  (97/40).  Skin-cream  of  tho  foamy  type  has  a  basis 
of  sodium  stearate  with  or  without  cocoa-butter  or  agar.  You 
will  find  a  good  formula  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
Ed.  VI.,  p.  12,  and  the  following  may  also  bo  taken  as  the 


starting  point  : 

Sodium  carbonate   giij. 

Stearic  acid  ...       ...       ...       ...  jv. 

Glycerin    3ij. 

Water    3vj. 


Mix  the  glycerin  and  water,  and  dissolve  the  carbonate  in  the 
mixture  by  heating  gently,  then  add  the  stearic  acid,  continu- 
ing the  heat,  and  when  effervescence  ceases,  and  while  the  mix- 
ture cools,  agitate  it  briskly  with  an  egg-whisk.  You  may  add 
any  desired  medicament  or  perfume  to  this,  and  not  more 
than  2  dr.  of  benzoatcd  almond  oil. 

II'.  7?.  W.  (93/62).— Diligent  reading  of  all  that  pertains  to 
South  Africa  printed  in  the  C.  i(-  D.  should  soon  make  you 
au  fait  with  the  chances  of  your  success  there.  It  is  a  case  of 
"  Never  venture  never  win." 

H.  S.  W.  (80/16).— Foam-liqvid  for  Aerated  Waters.— The 
sample  you  send  is  made  direct  from  saponin,  that  being  the 
modern  method.  To  make  a  foam  extract  of  which  1  oz.  is 
added  to  4  gals,  of  syrup,  the  proportion  you  name,  4  oz. 
of  Sthamcr's  saponin,  is  dissolved  in  7  pints  of  water,  and 
when  solution  has  taken  place  1  pint  of  rectified  spirit  is 
added.  If  you  wish  to  retain  your  present  formula  it  will  be 
improved  by  increasing  the  quantity  of  quillaia  bark,  as  your 
product  is  considerably  weaker  in  quillaia  than  most  of  those 
on  the  market.

The  manufacture  of  the  tablets  is  largely  a  matter  of  the 
machinery.

Among  the  ingredients  are  Stockholm  tar,  terebene, 
copper  sulphate,  and  iron  oxide.  From  these  particulars  you 
will  be  able  to  approximate  the  liquid. 

_  Z.  Y.  X.  (95/37).— Making  Gold  Chloride.— We  published 
in  1901  a  method  of  making  gold  chloride  in  which  sheet-gold 
was  employed.  The  recipe  is  given  in  the  new  edition  of 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  It  is  more  troublesome  to 
make  gold  chloride  from  a  sovereign  on  account  of  the  copper 
or  silver  which  is  alloyed  with  the  gold.  In  the  case  of  the 
Jinglish  sovereign,  where  copper  is  employed  to  harden  the 
alloy,  the  best  way  is  to  dissolve  the  sovereign  in  a  mixture  of 
tour  parts  of  hydrochloric  acid  and  one  part  of  nitric  acid  by 
heat,  and  when  solution  has  taken  place,  evaporate  on  a  water- 
bath  to  dryness.  Next  dissolve  the  crystalline  residue  in 
water,  and  precipitate  the  gold  with  ferrous  sulphate  solut:on. 
Wash  the  precpitated  gold  until  free  from  sulphate,  redis- 
solve  in  aqua  regia,  and  crystal] :se.  A  sovereign  weighs 
123.27  grains,  and  contains  one-twelfth  of  its  weight  of  alloy. 

Ferrolinc  (56/2).— Plant-fungicide,  used  for  the  prevention 
and  destruction  of  all  fungoid  diseases  of  plants.— We  find 
that  this  is  represented  by  the  following  formula  :

If  you 
cannot  procure  the  light  varietv  from  your  wholesale  house 
it  would  not  be  difficult  to  manufacture.

A LARGER  number  of  price-alterations  than  usual  have 
taken  place  this  week,  several  of  them  referring  to 
important  articles.  Business,  however,  in  Mincing  Lane  is 
still  on  the  quiet  side,  although  wholesalers,  as  a  rule,  have 
no  reason  to  complain.  The  most  important  alteration  is  a 
reduction  of  Is.  6d.  in  cocaine  owing  to  outside  competition. 
English  refined  camphor  in  bells  has  advanced  3d.  and 
Japanese  tablets  l^d.  Clove  oil  is  M.  dearer  owing  to  the 
rise  in  spice.  Good  dragon's-blood  is  now  held  for  a  sub- 
stantial advance.  The  speculation  in  menthol  has  subsided, 
temporarily,  it  is  thought,  and  the  various  descriptions  of 
peppermint  oil  are  unaltered.  Cinchona  at  auction  was 
barely  steady,  and  in  quinine  no  business  is  reported  specula- 
tively. Several  of  the  less  important  American  roots  and 
barks,  such  as  bayberry,  black  haw,  sassafras,  wild  cherry, 
and  others  are  in  upward  tendency,  owing  to  general 
scarcity.  Cascara  and  senega  are  bcth  flat.  Aloin  still 
tends  dearer.    Cod-liver  oil  and  opium  are  easier. 

In  chemicals  there  have  been  several  important  move- 
ments tending  in  sellers'  favour,  including  an  advance  of 
5<7.  per  lb.  in  chlorate  of  potash.  Soda  nitrate  and  sulphate  of 
ammonia  are  dearer.  Coal-tar  products  are  in  demand,  both 
benzols  and  carbolic  acid  showing  higher  prices.  Copper 
sulphate  is  firm,  and  English  antimony  tends  easier.  The 
following  table  shows  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week  :

Caustic  soda  is  in 
better  request.  Soda  crystals  and  saltcake  also  look  like  being 
dearer.  Ammonia  alkali  maintains  a  firm  tone  both  as  regards 
prompt  and  forward. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  with  steady  inquiry,  is  dearer.  Pre- 
sent nominal  figures:  Beckton  13/.,  Beckton  January- April 
delivery  13/.

Benzols,  with  a  continued  heavy  demand,  show  an  improve- 
ment ;  90-per-cent.  lQ\d.  to  lO^cZ.  per  gal.,  and  50-pcr-ccnt.

per  gal. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  move  steadily  at  unaltered 
figures.  Bichromate  of  potash,  English  and  Scotch  deliveries, 
3tZ.  per  lb.,  less  2^  per  cent.  Glasgow  ;  export,  2%d.  per  lb.  net, 
f.o.b.  Glasgow.  Bichromate  of  soda.  English  and  Scotch  do- 
liveries,  2^d.  per  lb.,  less  2g  per  cent.

Zinc  Salts  are  in  better  all-round  demand,  and  although 
prices  arc  nominally  unchanged,  higher  figures  are  far  from 
unlikely.  Zinc  sulphate  crystals,  6/.  10s.  to  6/.  12s.  6(7.  per  ton  ;

Persian  Opium. — The  importation  of  opium  is  strictly  pro- 
hibited in  Russia,  but  yet  this  heading  appears  in  the  Persian 
Customs  statist'es,  and  the  figures  for  1904-5  show  a  large  in- 
crease on  those  of  the  previous  year.  Major  Sykes,  British 
Consul-Goneral  at  Khorassan,  in  North-East  Persia,  expresses 
the  opinion  that  the  cultivation  of  opium  in  Persia  is  decreas- 
ing as  that  of  cotton  increases.  This  is  partly  due,  he  says,  to 
the  shameless  adulteration  of  the  Persian  article,  which  has 
rightly  fallen  into  disrepute  in  the  Bombay  market. 


1U1E  thirty-first  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Whclesale 
Druggists'  Association  was  held  in  New  York  City  on 
October  3  to  6.  Mr.  M.  Cary  Peter,  of  Louisville,  Ky., 
presided,  and  there  were  delegates  present  from  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  from  the  Proprietary  Asso- 
ciation of  America,  and  from  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  Over  500  members  and  their  friends  were 
present,  and  the  proceedings,  both  business  and  social,  were 
of  a  distinctly  harmonious  character  throughout.  In  his 
Presidential  address,  Mr.  Peter  said  that  prosperity  had 
been  the<  most  notable  thing  during,  the  past  year.  The 
most  important  work  of  the  Association  has  been  the  putting 
into  effect  of  uniform  sale  terms  of  thirty  days'  credit  and 
1  per  cent,  for  cash  at  ten  days,  and  this  has  been  done  with 
very  little  difficulty,  and  its  operation  has  been  voted  a 
success.  The  only  unsatisfactory  matter  dealt  with  was  the 
relations  existing  between  wholesalers  and  manufacturers 
of  pharmaceuticals.  This  evil  has  been  added  to  by  the  sale 
of  certain  chemicals,  at  or  near  the  cost  of  production, 
directly  to  the  retail  trade.  The  President  recommended 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  take  up  this  topic.  The 
Secretary  reported  a  total  of  254  active  members  and  200 
associate  members  of  the  Association — a  loss  during  the  year 
of  two  active  and  five  associate  members.  The  Treasurer 
reported  a  balance  of  $1,094  in  hand.  The  reports  of  the 
various  committees  make  interesting  reading.  Regarding 
the  attempts  being  made  in  various  States  to  obtain  legis- 
lative compulsion  for  the  publication  of  formulas  for  pro- 
prietary medicines,  the  Committee  on  Legislation  report 
said  : 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that,  this  movement  was 
originally  instigated  by  the  doctors,  but  it  is  gaining  ad- 
herents in  large  numbers  among  the  laity,  and  the  wise 
thing,  in  our  opinion,  for  the  proprietary  interests  to  do  is  to 
meet  it  frankly  and  as  fully  as  is  cor  s' stent  with  the  protec- 
tion of  the  vested  rights,  legitimately  acquired,  with  the 
interests  of  those  proprietors  who  manufacture  and  market 
legitimate  and  reputable  medicines  of  great  value  to  the 
average  consumer.  The  various  organisations  interested  in 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  medicinal  preparations  should 
co-operate  with  each  other  to  insure  a  wise  consideration  and 
solution  of  this  subject. 

In  the  course  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Adultera- 
tion the  following  occurs  : 

One  can  find  (by  a  v'sit  to  the  importing  houses)  how  the 
"  wily  Chinee  "  deftly  fills  musk  pods  with  foreign  substances 
and  then  reconstructs  the  pod  so  as  to  make  it  appear  per- 
fectly natural.    Oil  cassia  containing  60  per  cent,  cinnamic 
aldehyde  and  oven  less  is  often  found  in  commerce  to-day. 
Sandalwood  oil  is  so  manipulated  that  the  specific  gravity 
and  santalol  content  will  conform  with  all  requirements. 
Wo  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning  such  articles  as,  for  in- 
stance, gum  opium,  balsam  copaiba,  rhubarb,  cream  of 
tartar,  sal  ammoniac,  and  so-called  CP.  acids,  which  articles 
are  so  manipulated  at  times  that  the  foreign  substances 
therein  contained  often  baffle  detection.    It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  revised  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  will  have  a 
tendency  to  obliterate  entirely  the  audacious  practice  oh  the 
part  of  foreign  exporters  of  endeavouring  to  foist  upon  the 
American  importer  such  articles  which  so  frequently  have 
furnished  a  commercial  bone  of  contention. 
The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Commercial 
Travellers  submitted  a  summary  of  statistics  showing  that 
there  are  in  the  whole  United  States  more  than  half  a  million 
men  engaged  in  this  vocation.  2,700  of  whom  are  employed 
by  wholesale  druggists,  2,100  by  pharmaceutical  firms,  and 
3,200  by  manufacturers  of  proprietary  medicines,  chemicals, 
glassware,  essential  oils,  sundries,  etc.,  making  a  total  of 
8,000  whose  interests  are  connected  more  or  less  directly 
with  the  N.W.D.A.    On  an  average  the  men  engaged  in  the 
drug  and  allied  lines  as  travellers  have  travelled  for  twenty- 
one  years,  are  absent  from  home  nine  and  a  half  months, 
travel  26,175  miles,  and  spend  126  nights  in  sleeping-cars 
every  year.    The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year  : — President,  Mr.  Lucien  B.  Hall  (Cleveland)  ;

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pbarmac^  in  IRussia. 

RUSSIA  is  to  most  of  us  a  country  seething  with  a  dis- 
content w  hich  has  only  been  turned  from  revolution  by 
a  recent  pronouncement  of  the  Czar;  and  this  idea  carries 
with  it  notions  about  everything  in  the  vast  Empire  being  a 
generation  or  two  behind  the  rest  of  Europe.  Yet  Russian 
pharmacists  are  known  to  have  a  contempt  for  British  phar- 
macy and  those  who  practise  it,  and  they  are  not  slow  in 
giving  expression  to  it.  This  is  not  so  much  due  to  their 
knowledge  of  us  as  it  is  to  their  opinion  of  themselves. 
Educationally  they  have  a  much  longer  and  more  arduous 
course  of  study  to  go  through  than  we  have  ;  they  are  pseudo- 
University  men  ;  their  business  is  more  in  the  nature  of 
professional  practice  than  of  a  trade  ;  it  is  strictly  protected  ; 
all  are  required  to  make  in  their  own  pharmacies  the  com- 
pounded medicines  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  their  days  are 
spent  in  the  odour  of  pharmaceutical  sanctity,  without  a 
side-line  to  trouble  them.  If  any  sin  besets  our  Russian 
ronfreres,  it  is  that  they  are  overburdened  with  theory,  and, 
for  a  country  whose  possibilities  are  greater  than  those  of 
the  Western  nations,  that  may  be- 
come a  dangerous  element.  But 
signs  of  progress  havo  appeared  in 
the  upper  rank  of  medicine — that  is, 
among  the  medical  practitioners,  who 
are  well  acquainted  with  the  tenden- 
cies of  treatment  in  other  countries, 
and  are  particularly  familiar  with 
the  teaching  of  German  Universities. 
This  must  sooner  or  later  break  down 
the  remarkably  severe  restrictions 
which  exclude  from  Russia  every 
foreign  medicine  which  is  not  offici- 
ally approved  by  the  Medical  Council 
■ — a  body  of  somewhat  conservative 
tendencies,  whose  approval,  conse- 
quently, is  a  testimonial  worth  the 
getting.  In  regard  to  this  we 
had  an  interesting  conversation  the  other  day  with 
Mr.  D.  A.  Ruffmann,  F.R.G.S., 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  branch  in 
is  a  Russian  of  the  Russians, 
the  Anglo-Russian  Literary  Society,  which  is  doing 
much  in  our  midst  to  reveal  the  gems  of  Russian  literature, 
and  his  contributions  to  the  "  Pall  Mall  Gazette"  in  1902 
on  his  travels  in  and  the  mineral  wealth  of  Siberia  have 
made  his  name  known  to  English  students  of  Russia. 
The  fact  that  Mr.  Ruffmann  has  established  a  branch  of 
Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  business  in  St.  Petersburg 
is  evidence  of  his  influence  with  Government  circles  there. 
Mr.  Ruffmann  is  not  a  pharmacist,  but  he  knows  Russian 
pharmacy  so  well  that  four  years  ago  he  compiled  and  pub- 
lished in  English  a  directory  giving  the  names  and  status  of 
those  who  own  pharmacies  in  Russia.  To  this  accomplish- 
ment he  adds  intimate  experience  of  the  conditions  for  the 
importation  of  foreign  medicines. 

In  respect  to  the  latter  we  may  say.  generally,  that  before 
a  medicine  is  placed  on  the  list  of  those  permitted  to  pass 
the  Customs  on  payment  of  import  duties,  it  is  an  advantage 
though  not  legally  necessary  that  the  medical  profession 
should  show  desire  to  prescribe  the  medicine.  When  the 
Medical  Council  is  satisfied  as  to  the  bona  fides  of  the  medi- 
cine, the  makers  or  their  agents  are  permitted  to  submit 
samples  for  analyses  if  they  are  clever  enough  to  get  through 
the  Customs  that  which  is  not  permitted  according  to  the  list. 
From  this  it  is  apparent  that  the  principle  is  averse  to  pro- 
gress in  medical  treatment  being  anything  else  than  pharma- 
copoeial,  and  Mr.  Ruffmann  finds  that,  although  the  severity 
of  the  rule  is  moderated  in  practice,  the  difficulties  to  be 
overcome  so  discourage  medical  progress  that  practitioners 
favour  revision,  to  put  it  mildly.  This  will  come,  in  his 
opinion,  with  many  other  reforms  suited  to  the  culture  of  the 
people,  for  which  the  country  is  ripe.  The  same  can  also  be 
said  for  a  revision  of  the  tariff  on  imported  medicines,  which 
in  English  terms  we  may  put  at  about  Is.  4rZ.  per  lb.  gross 
weight  (i.e.,  including  bottles,  etc.),  irrespective  of  the 
nature  or  monetary  value  of  the  medicine. 

Mr.  Ruffmann  is  moving  in  this  matter,  and  has  promise 
of  support  from  high  officials  and  American  and  English  re- 
presentatives.   On  this  side  he  has  secured  the  support  of  an 


manager  of  Messrs. 
St.  Petersburg.  He 
and    a    member  of 


English  M.P.  whose  name  has  great  influence  with  Russian 
authorities.  Considering  that  Russia  has  a  population  of 
105,000,000,  and  only  21,000  medical  practitioners,  there  can 
be  little  doubt  that  immense  progress  will  be  made  during 
the  next  decade  or  two  in  the  care  of  the  sick;  and  for  this 
progress  a  more  liberal  policy  in  regard  to  (he  importation 
of  medicines  is  essential,  so  that  the  movement  which  Mr. 
Ruffmann  has  started  deserves  general  support.  The  work- 
ing of  the  present  system  was  rather  disagreeably  illus- 
trated in  Mr.  Ruffmann's  experience  recently  (6'.  tb  I).,  Sep- 
tember 9.  p.  430) .  So  far  he  has  obtained  official  sanction  to 
the  importation  of  eighty  or  so  of  P.,  D.  &  Co.'s  prepara- 
tions, and  as  others  are  required  by  prescribers  he  obtains 
from  the  London  branch  the  requisite  number  of  original 
bottles  or  packages  required  by  the  authorities  for  examina- 
tion in  the  official  laboratories,  preparatory  to  report  to  the 
Medical  Council.  When  these  samples,  along  with  other 
goods,  reach  the  Customs,  the  officers  naturally  ask  for  an  ex- 
planation, and  on  that  being  given  and  duty  paid  they  are 
passed  as  samples.  In  view  of  the  apparent  prohibitive 
import  on  non-scheduled  medicines,  this  course  may  be 
regarded  by  sticklers  for  the  letter  of  the  law  as  an  in- 
fringement thereof,  but  there  is  a  clause  in  the  regulations 
which  stipulates  that  the  imports  are  "  for  the  purpose  of 
trading" — i.e.,  selling — and  the  Customs  officers  recognise 
that  importers  must  get  samples  into  the  country  before 
they  can  satisfy  the  requirement  of  the  law  as  to 
submitting  samples  for  analysis.  Mr.  Ruffmann  had  a 
collection  of  such  samples  in  the  St.  Petersburg  ware- 
house, waiting  to  send  to  the  laboratories,  when  he  was  sur- 
prised to  receive  a  visit  from  Customs  and  Medical  Council 
representatives,  and,  although  P.,  D.  &  Co.  are  registered  as 
a  guild-paying  firm  in  Russia  and  Mr.  Ruffmann  produced 
the  Customs  documents,  his  visitors  gave  him  a  lot  of 
trouble,  practically  because  it  is  not  the  rule  to  give  the 
names  of  the  articles  on  the  Customs  receipts,  merely  the 
specification  "medicines,"  or  whatever  the  articles  may  be. 
It  was  reported  that  he  was  mulcted  in  a  fine  of  91  roubles, 
and  he  was  surprised  when  he  saw  that  in  the  C.  <£•  D..  for  his 
motto  was,  as  that  of  his  compatriot  M.  Witte,  "  Not  a 
copeck."  Such  experiences  are  comparatively  rare;  indeed. 
Mr.  Ruffmann  speaks  so  well  of  the  local  and  Customs 
authorities  that  one  is  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  searches 
for  supposed  contraband  are  generally  incited  by  interested 
or  jealous  persons.  With  more  liberal  regulations  this  is 
likely  to  disappear.

S.  J.  Elliott,,  C.  Hare,  and  S.  Ratcliffe  (Southport),  and 
Alderman  J.  Phillips  and  Mr.  T.  H.  Winstanley  (Wigan). 

The  President  delivered  an  address  on  "  Pharmacy  and 
its  Relation  to  the  State,"  in  which  he  traversed  the  familiar 
ground  respecting  the  incidence  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
upon  individuals,  the  results  on  them  of  company  trading, 
and  the  difficulties  which  attend  legislation  on  the  question. 
In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Robinson  said  : 

It  is  against  public  policy  that  a  company  should  be  able  to 
hire  a  statutory  qualification.  While  anxious  to  do  all  that  is 
possible  to  uphold  the  educational  and  professional  part  of  the 
•chemist's  business,  he  fully  recognised  that  there  is  a  commer- 
cial element  in  it,  and  an  element  which  they  ought  not  to 
neglect.  In  these  circumstances  it  would  be  going  too  far  to 
-ask  that  no  company  should  act  as  chemists.  Many  do,  and 
there  is  no  objection  provided  the  owners  are  qualified  men. 
Registered  chemists  do  not  seek  any  preference,  but  only  ask 
that  the  company  should  be  subjected  to  the  same  law  as  the 
individual.  He  confidently  submitted  that  the  properly 
qualified  chemist  deserves  that  the  position  he  has  gained, 
often  after  much  exertion  and  study,  should  be  safeguarded, 
both  in  his  own  and  in  the  public  interest,  and  that  Parlia- 
ment should  not  hestitate  to  amend  the  law  in  that  direction. 
He  was  confident  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  the 
public  do  not  desire  that  all  the  educational  work  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  rendered  nugatory  by  the 
introduction  of  unqualified  men.  He  hoped  that  through  the 
medium  of  the  Press  the  community  might  be  made  aware  of 
the  serious  injustice  now  being  inflicted  on  a  deserving  body 
of  men.  The  most  influential  testimony  in  favour  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  had  constantly  been  given  by  Judges  and 
Coroners,  who  bore  witness  to  the  necessity  of  enforcing  and 
strengthening  the  Poisons  Act.  Yet  what  is  the  position? 
While  the  registered  chemist  is  bound  by  regulations,  the 
company  can  avoid  the  law  without  any  fear  of  a  penalty. 
This  is  surely  a  greater  danger  to  the  public  than  if  the  sale  of 
poisons  were  confined  to  the  individual  possessing  proper 
•qualifications  ?  There  is,  he  contended,  ample  grounds  for  re- 
introducing the  Bill.  It  would  be  lamentable,  and  greatly  to 
the  public  disadvantage,  if  all  the  good  work  done  by  the 
Society  is  to  be  undermined  and  rendered  almost  abortive  by 
the  law  allowing  totally  unqualified  persons  to  usurp  the  title 
of  qualified  chemists  and  to  engage  in  a  business  for  which 
they  have  no  previous  training.  The  danger  to  the  public  is 
not  less  than  the  manifold  injustice  to  the  registered  chem'st. 
There  appears  to  be  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
Department  interested  in  their  cause  to  injure  the  position  of 
chemists,  but  unfortunately  there  does  not  seem  to  be  present 
that  moving  power  necessary  to  amend  the  law  in  the  direction 
required. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Arkle  repeated  what  he  had  said  at  the  local 
Association's  meeting  regarding  protection  of  title  being 
what  should  be  aimed  at  in  a  Pharmacy  Bill,  leaving  other 
desired  changes  to  come  when  the  people  are  more  educated 
to  the  chemists'  needs. 

Alderman  Shorrock  said  if  chemists  would  only  become 
enthusiastic  and  combine  they  would  experience  no  difficulty 
in  securing  the  required  legislation.  He  blamed  the  apathy 
of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  present 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Councillor  Laurie  (Blackpool)  remarked  that  the  public 
seemed  to  think  there  is  no  need  to  complain  of  the  stores 


so  long  as  they  are  carried  on  by  qualified  men,  but  there 
is  no  proof  that  such  is  the  case ;  indeed,  they  are  not  liable 
if  they  do  not  employ  a  single  qualified 'chemist.  The 
public  run  to  the  stores  very  readily  to  purchase  the  much- 
advertised  proprietary  article,  but  immediately  consult 
the  registered  chemist  if  serious  advice  is  needed,  and  often 
ask  his  opinion  as  to  the  medicinal  value  of  the  goods  sold  in 
the  stores.  He  held  very  strongly  that  it  is  not  right  for  a 
chemist  to  recommend  or  even  discuss  the  qualities  of  pre- 
parations the  composition  of  which  he  is  in  ignorance  of. 
(Hear,  hear.)  If  the  registered  chemist  be  done  away  with, 
he  predicted  that  the  present  immunity  from  accidents 
would  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Alderman  Phillips  (Wigan)  urged  that  chemists  should 
avail  themselves  of  every  election  to  impress  upon  parlia- 
mentary candidates  the  true  position. 

Mr.  Sankey  (Blackpool)  held  that  the  one-man  company 
business  is  the  chemists'  greatest  grievance.  Members  of 
Parliament  he  had  interviewed  confessed  themselves  amazed 
that  such  a  state  of  things  should  be  allowed  to  prevail.  He 
argued  that  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  should  be 
confined  to  the  person  only. 

Mr.  Turver  (Blackpool)  said  what  pharmacists  desire  is 
that  the  people  should  be  put  in  such  a  position  that  dan- 
gerous preparations  should  no  longer  be  handed  over  the 
counter  by  unqualified  persons.  In  Germany,  France,  and 
even  Russia  the  utmost  safeguards  were  exercised,  and  that 
which  prevailed  in  civilised  countries  abroad  should  most 
certainly  apply  to  England.   (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Arkle  (Lancaster),  Mr.  Williamson  (Divisional 
Secretary,  Preston),  and  Mr.  Lord  Gifford  (Blackburn) 
also  took  part  in  the  discussion;  and  on  the  proposal  of  the 
last-named,  seconded  by  Mr.  Critchley  (Blackburn),  the 
President  was  heartily  thanked  for  his  address.

Soap  is  an  article 
in  which  this  country  holds  its  own,  the  imports  last  year 
being  $21,205,  while  the  U.S.A.  supplied  only  $3,911  worth  ; 
of  perfumery  the  U.S.A.  shipped  $5,535  worth  last  year,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  $3,672.

Cape  Colony. 

Ma.  T.  Rutherford  has  opened  a  chemist's  business  at 
Riversdale,  Cape  Colony. 

"Truth"  and  South  African  Proprietaries. — Con- 
siderable interest  has  been  aroused  at  the  Cape  by  a 
couple  of  paragraphs  which  have  recently  appeared  in  Mr. 
Labouchere's  organ,  and  mentioned  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  with 
reference  to  a  local  speciality  for  consumption.  The  mixture 
has  a  large  sale  here  despite  its  expensive  nature,  and  the 
maker  has  recently  introduced  it  to  the  English  market.  It 
is  professedly  composed  of  South  African  herbs,  and,  as  it 
bears  a  very  fair  profit,  all  the  local  chemists  stock  it. 

Business  Changes. — The  interest  of  Mrs.  Copeland  in 
the  two  old-established  businesses  of  Messrs.  Hazel  &  Son, 
Caledon  Street,  Cape  Town,  and  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Sleggs,  Wood- 
stock, has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  Sleggs  and  Mr.  Perry, 
late  manager  of  Messrs.  Camer,on  &  Hamilton's  Observatory 
Road  Branch.  These  two  shops,  together  with  that  of 
Mr.  Sleggs  at  Mowbray,  will  now  be  conducted  by  these 
gentlemen  in  partnership,  but  the  Caledon  Street  estab- 
lishment will  continue  to  trade  under  the  old  name  of  Hazel 
&  Son. — Mr.  Sandford  has  joined  Mr.  J.  H.  Morris,  chemist, 
George,  Cape  Colony,  and  the  business  will  be  carried  on 
there  and  at  Mossel  Bay  as  Morris  &  Sandford. 

A  Perjury  Charge. — At  Cape  Town  Police  Court  on  Sep- 
tember 25,  Charles  Henry  Stevens,  proprietor  and  originator 
of  "  Sacco,"  the  consumption  cure,  was  charged  with  perjury. 
The  case  had  arisen  in  connection  with  statements  made  in  a 
civil  case,  in  which  one  Lezard  claimed  wages  due  in  regard 
to  the  proposed  formation  of  "  Professor  Edison's  Insti- 
tute "  of  medicine.  It  was  alleged  that  the  accused  had 
wrongfully  stated  that  he  had  never  engaged  Lezard  as 
manager,  and  that  he  had  denied  that  certain  rooms  engaged 
were  for  the  institute,  but  had  stated  that  they  were  for 
"Sacco."  After  the  evidence  of  Violet  Mabel  Lee,  lady 
manager  of  the  "  Institute,"  and  of  Lezard  had  been  taken, 
the  hearing  was  adjourned. 

Mr.  James  Jones,  the  newly-elected  member  of  the  City 
Council  for  Cape  Town  (whose  portrait  we  gave  on  Octo- 
ber 7),  was  born  in  1850  and  was  educated  and  apprenticed  as 
chemist  at  Carmarthen,  South  Wales.  At  the  termination 
of  his  apprenticeship  he  gained  experience  at  Cardiff,  Bristol, 
Weymouth,  Brighton,  and  London,  and  passed  the  Minor 
examination  at  Bloomsbury  Square  in  July,  1871.  He  pur- 
chased the  business  he  was  apprenticed  in  about  the  year 
1874  and  continued  in  it  with  considerable  success  until  1882, 
when,  finding  the  scope  of  a  small  country  town  insufficient 
for  his  ambition,  he  emigrated  to  Cape  Town,  where  a  few 
months  after  his  arrival  he  opened  a  business  in  Long  Street, 
which  was  conducted  successfully  until  the  year  1899.  Mr. 
Jones  then  applied  his  energies  to  the  sale  and  manufacture 
of  specialities,  including  "  Rheumaticuro,"  which  have  a  con- 
siderable sale  in  Great  Britain,  Australia,  and  the  Cape. 
Mr.  Jones  in  the  'nineties  assisted  in  the  formation  of  the 
first  mounted  infantry  company  ever  raised  in  South  Africa, 
a  branch  of  the  Army  which  was  immensely  augmented 
during  the  war.  In  1900  he  formed  one  of  a  deputation  of 
three  to  Lord  Milner  requesting  permission  to  raise  a  Welsh 
mounted  regiment  in  Cape  Town.  Permission  was  granted 
by  Lord  Kitchener,  subject  to  300  men  being  guaranteed, 
and  subsequently  about  eleven  or  twelve  hundred  men  passed 
through  the  ranks  of  the  regiment,  which  was  called,  by  the 
personal  consent  of  the  King,  then  Prince  of  Wales,  the 
"Prince  of  Wales's  Light  Horse."  Mr.  Jones  joined  the 
regiment  on  formation  as  paymaster,  with  the  rank  of 
captain,  which  position  he  held  until  his  resignation  after 


about  a  year's  service.  He  holds  the  Queen's  medal  for  the 
South  African  War.  He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Colonial 
Institute  and  a  member  of  the  Imperial  Service  Club,  Picca- 
dilly, London.  He  was  elected  one  of  the  first  two  Vice- 
Presidents  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony  at 
its  formation,  and  has  this  year  been  elected  President. 

Natal. 

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  Durban  on  September  21. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society,  presided  over  a  large  attendance. 
The  question  of  a  uniform  price-list  for  chemists  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  J.  H.  Read,  who  produced  for  inspection  the 
retail  price-lists  of  the  Transvaal  and  East  London,  Cape 
Colony.  In  support  of  his  contention  for  an  equality  of 
prices  in  Durban,  Mr.  Read  instanced  several  cases  where 
the  need  of  some  general  understanding  amongst  chemists 
was  eminently  desirable,  more  especially  in  the  dispensing 
charges.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was  decided  to 
nominate  a  committee  of  the  most  prominent  chemists  in< 
Durban  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  up  a  scale  of  prices  suit- 
able for  Durban  and  the  surrounding  district.  Mr.  T.  D. 
Charlton  proposed  that  the  register  of  chemists  in  the  Colony 
should  be  revised,  and  that  the  names  of  persons  who  had 
gone  away  from  the  Colony,  and  those  who  had  died,  should 
be  removed  from  the  register.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
honorary  secretary  should  write  to  the  Pharmacy  Board, 
asking  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  revise  the  register  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  was  pointed  out  by  the  Chairman  that 
the  new  Customs  Conference  would  be  held  in  Cape  Town 
in  March  next,  and  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  deal  with  the  tariff,  so  that  the  collector  of 
Customs  would  be  in  a  position  to  obtain  expert  evidence 
from  the  chemists  themselves.  Finally,  it  was  decided  to- 
nominate  a  committee  to  go  into  the  matter,  and  to  report  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr. 
D.  S.  B.  Anderson)  reported  that  he  had  made  a -deposition 
in  the  Magistrate's  Court  anent  the  forging  and  uttering  of 
false  passes  by  educated  natives,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
methylated  spirit.  The  use  of  this  spirit  for  drinking  pur- 
poses was  considerably  on  the  increase,  and  should  be 
stopped. 

Rhodesia. 

Customs  Union. — The  Board  of  Trade  have  received, 
through  the  Colonial  Office,  copies  of  telegrams  from  the 
High  Commissioner  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  to  the  effect 
that  North-western  Rhodesia  will  enter  the  South  African 
Customs  Union  on  December  1  next  with  the  same  status  as 
Basutoland  and  the  Bechuanaland  Protectorate.  It  is 
further  stated  that  Articles  14  and  15  of  the  Convention 
will  apply  to  North-western  Rhodesia,  and  that  under 
Article  15  bounties  will  not  be  payable  for  two  years. 

Transvaal. 

The  Amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  Law  were  not 
gazetted  when  the  mail  left  on  September  24. 

Messrs.  A.  Kan  &  Co.  have  taken  over  the  business 
hitherto  carried  on  by  Messrs.  Cahn  &  Rosengarten,  mineral- 
water  manufacturers,  Johannesburg. 

Drug  and  Chemical  Imports. — During  six  months  end- 
ing June,  1905,  the  value  of  drugs  and  chemicals  imported 
into  the  Transvaal  amounted  to  321,000/.,  against  212.000/. 
for  the  corresponding  period  of  1904. 

A  Dissolution  of  Partnership  is  announced  between 
Mr.  Edward  Taylor  and  Mr.  Montague  C'ashmore,  trading 
as  Taylor  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  of  Johannesburg. 
Mr.  Taylor  is  continuing  the  business  on  his  own  account. 

Messrs.  Ralling  &  Co.,  of  Cape  Town,  have  opened  a 
nicely-fitted  shop  in  the  New  Carlton  Hotel  Buildings,  Com- 
missioner Street,  Johannesburg.  The  rent  must  be  high, 
and,  considering  the  present  state  of  trade  in  Johannesburg, 
they  deserve  success  for  their  venture. 

Messrs.  Loewenstein,  Adams  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  98  Market 
Square.  Johannesburg,  have  been  appointed  chemists  and 
druggists  to  the  High  Commissioner,  the  Earl  of  Selborne, 
and  family.  This  business  is  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  best 
on  the  Rand,  and  its  connection  has  grown  like  the  Rand 
itself.  The  retail  department  is  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  A.  Macdonald.  late  of  Squire  &  Sons.  London.

(News  from  our  own  Correspondents.) 


Kashmir  State  is  reported  to  import  drugs  and  medicines 
to  the  value  of  not  less  than  Rs.  5g  lakhs  in  the  year,  only 
1£  lakh's  worth  coming  from  British  India. 

Export-duty  on  Malayan  Products. — It  has  been 
notified  in  the  Federated  Malay  States  that  an  export-duty 
will  be  charged  there  on  copra,  coconut  oil,  and  cultivated 
rubbers  at  the  rate  of  lj  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

More  than  One. — A  Singapore  correspondent  corrects  the 
statement  in  our  issue  of  August  26  (p.  371)  that  there  is 
only  one  qualified  British  chemist  in  the  Federated  Malay 
States.  He  says  that  in  the  town  of  Kuala  Lumpur  alone 
there  are  four. 

The  Government  Cinchona-plantation  and  factory  in 
British  Sikkim  last  year  broke  all  previous  records  in  the 
matter  of  outturn  and  sales,  over  13,000  lbs.  of  sulphate  of 
quinine  being  manufactured ;  this  not  proving  sufficient  to 
meet  the  local  demand,  a  thousand  pounds  was  purchased 
from  Madras.  This  is  satisfactory  as  showing  the  apprecia- 
tion of  the  natives  for  the  drug. 

Dr.  R.  N.  Thornby,  who  has  been  appointed  health 
officer  and  bacteriologist,  Federated  Malay  States,  goes  there 
on  a  three-years'  agreement  on  a  salary  of  600Z.  per  annum. 
He  is  to  be  attached  to  the  Institute  for  Medical  Research 
at  Kuala  Lumpur,  and  when  necessary  will  visit  the  more 
important  towns  in  the  F.M.S.,  and  advise  the  local  Sanitary 
Boards  on  questions  of  health. 

Straits  Settlement  Poisons  Ordinance. — The  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  this  Ordinance  has  drawn  up 
a  new  list  of  rules  and  divided  the  schedule  into  two  parts. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  will  go  through  the 
Legislative  Council,  and,  if  so,  the  retail  sale  of  poisons 
enumerated  under  the  Ordinate  will,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  patent  medicines,  be  ent.rely  in  the  hands  of  licensed 
chemists  and  druggists  re[  stered  under  the  Morphine 
Ordinance  (XIV.  of  1904). 

Arsenic  for  a  Tiger. — A  Straits  dispensary  recently  re- 
ceived an  urgent  order  from  a  Government  medical  officer 
in  a  distant  territory  for  $10  (11.)  worth  of  arsenic,  wanted  to 
inject  into  a  carcase  to  lay  as  a  bait  for  a  tiger  that 
had  created  panic  in  that  district.  The  question  as  to  how 
much  arsenic  is  required  to  kill  a  tiger  was  suggested  to  the 
•chemist  by  the  receipt  of  this  order,  and  perhaps  it  will  be 
found  difficult  for  home  toxicologists  to  answer.  The  in- 
cident may  seem  romantic  to  people  at  home,  but  it  all  comes 
in  the  day's  work  of  Empire-building. 

The  Morphine  Regulations. — At  Penang  on  Septem- 
ber 14  a  Chinaman  pleaded  guilty  to  being  in  possession  of 
morphine  and  a  syringe.  The  accused  informed  the  Court 
that  he  used  the  drug  to  alleviate  the  pains  all  over  his  body. 
He  was  told  that  he  should  go  to  hospital,  where  he  would 
■be  properly  treated  and  cured.  Not  being  a  qualified  man, 
he  could  not  treat  himself.  He  was  fined  $25. — A  Singapore 
chemist  has  been  informed  by  a  Magistrate  that  a  lot  of  the 
morphine  smuggled  into  the  Colony  has  been  found  to  come 
from  Japan.  It  is  reported  that  the  P.C.M.O.  is  anxious  to 
include  tincture  of  opium  in  the  Morphine  Ordinance  as  a 
"solution  of  morphine."  If  so  there  will  be  more  trouble 
for  Straits  chemists. 

A  Rise  in  Money. — The  dollar-value  in  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments (writes  a  Penang  correspondent,  on  September  14) 
has  taken  a  sudden  and  unexpected  rise.  After  remaining 
at  Is.  lid.  or  thereabouts  for  over  a  year,  it  has  leaped  up  to 
2s.  l^d.,  and  is  wobbling  about  that  figure.  Nobody  can 
explain  the  rise,  but  it  is  freely  rumoured  that  the  Govern- 
ment intends  to  force  the  value  up  to  2s.  8d.,  and  then  to  fix 
the  exchange.  If  this  is  a  correct  forecast  it  will  be  a  serious 
matter  to  those  assistants  who  have  come  out  on  a  sterling 
salary.  For  although  the  dollar- value  may  vary  within 
wide  limits  the  local  purchasing  power  remains  much  the 
same.  Assistants  coming  out  to  the  Straits  should  not  accept 
any  engagement  which  does  not  provide  a  guaranteed  salary 
of  201.,  221.  10s.,  and  251.  per  month  for  the  1st,  2nd,  and 
3rd  year  respectively.  Any  commissions  allowed  should  be 
over  and  above  these  figures. 


Hmencan  motes. 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 


The  Replies  received  from  466  druggists  to  questions 
concerning  pharmaceutical  education  formed  the  basis  of  a 
very  interesting  contribution  to  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
Illinois  Pharmaceutical  Association.  It  was  significant  that 
the  majority  favoured  higher  entrance  requirements  than 
now  prevail  in  our  colleges  of  pharmacy.  A  High  School 
diploma  (usually  obtained  at  the  age  of  seventeen  cr 
eighteen)  was  desired  by  188  to  be  made  the  entrance  stan- 
dard ;  sixty-one  thought  two  of  the  four  years  of  High  School 
work  sufficient ;  while  only  100  expressed  themselves  as 
satisfied  with  the  present  average  entrance  requirement  of  a 
grammar-school  education,  which  is  usually  completed  at  the 
age  of  thirteen  or  fourteen.  The  standards  of  general 
education  in  pharmacy  are  gradually,  though  somewhat 
slowly,  being  raised  in  America. 

The  American  Drug-trade  is  still  very  much  in  arms 
over  the  proposition  of  certain  Congressmen  to  reimpose 
stamp  taxes  on  proprietary  articles  and  certain  documents. 
The  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  has  expressed 
itself  as  against  the  proposal,  and  has  made  preparation  to 
be  represented  at  Washington  in  December  in  case  the  ques- 
tion should  come  up  in  Congress.  It  may  be  depended  upon 
that  any  effort  to  re-establish  the  taxes  will  be  fought  tooth 
and  nail  by  the  drug-trade.  At  the  Boston  meeting  of  the 
N.A.R.D.,  for  the.  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Association 
was  able  to.  show  a  substantial  balance  in  the  treasury, 
despite  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  no  donations  have 
been  solicited  from  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  or  patent- 
medicine  proprietors.  Mr.  Breslin,  the  new  President,  is  a 
member  of  the  New  Orleans  .State  Legislature. 

Alcoholic  Patents. — These  are  bad  days  for  the  patent- 
medicine  industry  in  America.  Reference  has  already  been 
made  in  this  column  to  the  recent  ruling  of  the  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  that  hereafter  that 
large  class  of  proprietary  articles  containing  alcohol  as  their 
chief  ingredient,  and  which  medicines  are  little  more  than 
disguised  tipples,  can  only  be  made  by  those  who  have 
licences  as  liquor  rectifiers,  and  sold  by  those  who  have 
licences  as  retail  liquor  dealers.  The  chemical  experts  of  the 
Government  are  now  at  work  examining  some  of  the  well- 
known  patent  medicines,  with  a  view  to  deciding  as  to  which 
come  within  the  scope  of  this  ruling.  Meanwhile  the  Excise 
Commissioner  of -the  State  of  New  York  has  declared 
"  Peruna,"  the  best  selling  patent  medicine,  to  be  a  liquor, 
and  ho  has  announced  that  it  can  only  be  made  and  sold  in 
accordance  with  the  liquor  law  'of  the  State.  And  then, 
again,  "  Collier's  Weekly,"  one  of  the  illustrated  newspapers 
with  a  large  circulation,  has  announced  that  it  purposes  to 
begin  soon  the  publication  of  a  series  of  articles  "  exposing 
the  criminalities  of  the  patent-medicine  industry."  One 
article  in  the  series  will  be  devoted  especially  to  "  Peruna." 
Meanwhile  the  "  Ladies'  Home  Journal,"  which  first  began 
the  crusade  a  year  or  two  ago,  is  still  keeping  at  it,  and  in  a 
recent  issue  created  quite  a  sensation  by  showing,  side  by 
side,  the  monument  of  Lydia  Pinkham,  proving  her  to  have 
died  twenty  years  ago,  and  a  recent  newspaper  advertise- 
ment of  Lydia  Pinkham's  Compound,  purporting  to  have 
been  written  by  Mrs.  Pinkham  herself,  and  asking  patients 
to  write  her  their  troubles  and  depend  upon  her  for  sym- 
pathetic assistance  and  replies.

Quicksilver-production  in  the  United  States. — The  out- , 
put  of  quiclts:lver  in  the  United  States  during  1904,  as  re- 
ported to  the  Geological  Survey,  was  34,570  flasks,  valued  at 
$1,503,795.  Up  to  June  1,  1904,  these  flasks  held  76£  lbs. 
each  ;  since  then  they  have  contained  75  lbs.  each.  The  pro- 
duction of  1904  was  a  decrease  from  that  of  1903,  which 
amounted  to  35,620  flasks,  valued  at  $1,544,934.  All  the 
quicksilver  produced  in  the  United  States  comes  from  Texas 
and  California.  The  average  price  for  quicksilver  per  flask 
in  San  Francisco  was  $44.10  in  1902,  $45.29  in  1903,  and  $43.50 
in  1904.

The  question  of  the  supply  of  medicines  to  hospitals  has 
been  discussed  in  a  contemporary  by  a  head  dispenser,  and  we 
epitomise  his  arguments  for  manufacturing  in  the  hospitals, 
if  they  are  large  enough  (p.  690). 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  North  British  Branch  last  week,  Mr.  J.  I.  Fraser 
and  Mr.  G.  F.  Merson  were  nominated  as  examiners  to 
succeed  Messrs.  Meldrum  and  Sutherland  (p.  682). 

The  New  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  whose  appointment  was 
formally  approved  by  the  King  this  week,  is  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  His  portrait  and 
some  particulars  in  regard  to  his  career  are  printed  on  p.  683. 

German  refined  camphor,  cloves,  clove  oil,  golden  seal, 
saffron,  and  menthol  are  dearer.  Castor  oil,  benzols,  lyco- 
podium  are  firmer.  Calumba  and  Japan  wax  are  easier. 
Glycerin  remains  cheap,  and  prices  are  in  buvers'  favour 
(p.  703). 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  reporting  to  the  North  British  Branch 
Executive  on  the  Brighton  B.P.C.  meeting,  criticised  sharply 
the  innovation  of  tobacco-smoking  at  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference,  and  suggested  that  less  entertainment  and  more 
work  would  draw  bigger  meetings.  He  was  supported  by 
other  speakers  (p.  682). 

Mb.  J.  P.  Gilmour  alleges  that  only  one  retailer  read  a 
paper  to  the  B.P.C.  at  Brighton  (p.  682).  As  a  matter  of  fact 
there  were  two  (Messrs.  Druce  and  Pollard).  Four  papers 
were  communicated  by  teachers,  one  by  a  dentist,  two  by 
hospital  and  official  persons,  and  twelve  by  writers  connected 
with  wholesale  and  manufacturing  businesses. 

The  Opium  Ordinance  passed  by  the  Transvaal  Legislative 
Council  prohibits  the  importation  into  the  Colony  of  opium 
and  its  extract  and  preparations  of  poppies,  except  by  regis- 
tered doctors,  dentists,  and  chemists,  who  may  only  import 
the  drugs  under  official  permit.  The  full  text  of  the  Ordin- 
ance is  printed  on  p.  679,  and  we  comment  upon  it  on  p.  689. 

The  Rankin's  ointment  appeal  case  (Brown  v.  Leggett)  is 
expected  to  be  heard  by  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench 
next  week,  the  judges  being  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr. 
Justice  Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Darling.  We  recall  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Justice  Wills  was  leading  counsel  for  the  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association.

Reports. 

HE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  September  27  con- 


-*-  tained  one  part  of  lead  acetate,  two  parts  of  mag- 
nesium hydroxycarbonate,  and  two  parts  of  potassium 
chloride.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture 
is—

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  seventy 
students,  and  thirty-six  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  various  con- 
stituents of  the  powder  were  :  (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Lead, 
7;  magnesium,  6 ;  potassium,  4.  (6)  Acid  radicals  :  Acetic, 
17;  carbonic,  3;  hydrochloric,  1.  Thirteen  students  failed 
to  observe  the  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was 
heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

The  present  exercise  provided  our  correspondents  with 
an  opportunity  of  revising  and  practising  their  analytical 
separations  in  preparation  for  the  forthcoming  tournament. 
The  analysis  did  not  present  any  special  difficulty,  although 
it  afforded  an  occasion  for  careful  workers  to  avoid  a  few 
of  the  more  obvious  analytical  pitfalls.  Perhaps  short 
reference  may  be  profitably  made  here  to  two  of  these 
pitfalls,  as  they  are  responsible  for  many  of  this  month's 
mistakes. 

The  use  of  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  to  dissolve  the 
powder,  and  the  treatment  of  the  resulting  solution  with 
hydrogen  sulphide,  without  dilution,  or  without  anything 
like  sufficient  dilution  with  water,  caused  several  students 
to  fail  altogether  to  detect  lead,  and  many  others  to 
effect  only  a  very  incomplete  separation  of  this  metal  as 
sulphide.  The  lead  which  had  not  been  removed  at  the 
proper  place  gave  rise  to  much  confusion  later,  and  was 
variously  mistaken  for  aluminium,  iron,  etc.  In  effecting 
the  solution  of  substances  of  unknown  composition,  con- 
centrated hydrochloric  acid  should  only  be  employed  when 
it  is  found  necessary  to  do  so  (it  was  quite  unnecessary  in 
the  present  instance),  and,  when  it  has  been  used,  care  must 
be  taken  to  dilute  the  resulting  solution  largely  with  water, 
so  as  to  ensure  that  lead,  bismuth,  and  cadmium,  in  par- 
ticular, cannot  pass  wholly,  or  in  large  part,  into  the  filtrate 
which  is  to  be  examined  for  metals  of  the  iron  group. 

The  use  of  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  (we  mean,  of 
course,  in  inordinate  quantity)  to  acidulate  the  portion  of 
the  sodium-carbonate  extract  which  is  to  be  tested  for  the 
sulphuric  radical  often  leads  students  to  the  conclusion  that 
a  sulphate  is  present  when  such  is  not  actually  the  case.  The 
reason  of  this  is  that  the  addition  of  a  solution  of  barium 
chloride  or  nitrate  to  a  liquid  containing  moderately  con- 
centrated hydrochloric  acid  frequently  yields  a  white  pre- 
cipitate which  is  mistaken  for  barium  sulphate.  The 
precipitate  really  consists  of  barium  chloride,  and  it  is 
readily  soluble  in  water,  although  insoluble  in  concentrated, 
or  only  slightly  diluted,  solution  of  hydrochloric  acid. 


A  considerable  number  of  students  omitted  to  apply  any 
test  for  a  bromide — an  omission  which  should  not  occur, 
especially  when  a  chloride  has  been  proved  to  be  present. 
Many  others  contented  themselves  with  observing  that  the 
precipitate  formed  on  the  addition  of  silver  nitrate  to  a 
portion  of  the  sodium-carbonate  extract  which  had  been 
acidulated  with  nitric  acid  dissolved  in  highly  dilute  am- 
monia, and  concluded  from  this  observation  alone  that  a 
bromide  could  not  be  present.  The  total  insufficiency  of 
this  test  for  accurate  work,  and  the  deplorable  results  to 
which  students  are  led  by  trusting  to  it,  have  been  pointed 
out  and  insisted  upon  again  and  again  in  this  column.  It 
certainly  has  not  led  to  many  errors  on  this  occasion ;  but 
that  is  mainly  because  a  bromide  was  not  present,  and  could 
not,  therefore,  be  overlooked. 

Several  students  carried  out  separate  analyses  of  the 
aqueous  extract  from  the  powder  and  of  the  hydrochloric- 
acid  solution  of  the  residue  insoluble  in  water.  This  pro- 
cedure did  not  simplify  matters  in  the  present  case,  although 
it  sometimes  does  so.  The  fact  that  some  students  took  this 
trouble,  however,  is  evidence  of  their  desire  to  give  great 
care  to  their  analyses. 

The  large  number  of  failures  in  the  detection  of  the 
acetic  radical  arose,  for  the  most  part,  from  want  of  suffi- 
cient care  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  ferric-chloride  test. 
The  addition  of  practically  neutral  ferric-chloride  solution 
to  a  portion  of  the  sodium  carbonate  which  had  been  exactly 
neutralised  with  hydrochloric  acid  readily  gave  the  charac- 
teristic red  coloration,  which  disappeared  on  the  addition 
of  hydrochloric  acid  in  slight  excess. 

The  iron  and  calcium  reported  by  numerous  students  were 
most  likely  introduced,  as  impurities,  during  the  course  of 
the  analyses.  Iron  is  very  likely  to  be  introduced  owing  to 
the  employment  of  commercial  or  insufficiently  purified  acids 
and  ammonium  chloride ;  while  calcium  is  often  introduced 
in  solutions  of  reagents  which  have  not  been  prepared  with 
distilled  water,  and  by  the  action  of  acid  liquids  on  filter- 
papers  which  have  not  already  been  treated  with  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  remove  traces  of  insoluble  calcium  com- 
pounds. Now,  on  the  eve  of  the  tournament,  is  the  time  to 
see  to  the  purity  of  reagents,  and  to  the  acquisition  of 
supplies  of  distilled  water  and  of  purified  filter-papers.

Kaolin. — You  represent  the  failure  of  barium  nitrate  to  pro- 
duce a  precipitate  in  presence  of  nitric  acid  as  proving  the 
absence  of,  amongst  others,  the  chromic  radical :  barium 
chromate  is,  however,  easily  dissolved  by  dilute  nitric  acid. 

V.  L.  B. — Why  did  you  not  apply  the  confirmatory  tests  for 
lead  to  the  ammonium-acetate  solution  of  the  separated  sul- 
phate ?  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  test  safely  for  such  a  metal  as 
lead  in  an  original  solution  which  has  not  been  proved  free 
from  other  heavy  metals.  The  formula  for  common  sodium 
phosphate  is  Na2HPO,.  You  do  not  appear  to  have  tested 
for  the  presence  of  ammonium  salts. 

A.  D.  N. — In  one  place  you  mention  the  evolution  of  car- 
bonic oxide  when  the  powder  was  treated  with  hydrochloric 
acid,  whilst  in  another  you  correctly  name  the  gas  as  carbon 
dioxide.  Perhaps  you  inadvertently  wrote  "oxide"  instead 
of  "  anhydride." 

C.  G. — Sodium  carbonate,  not  bicarbonate,  is  the  substance 
employed  in  preparing  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals. 
In  testing  this  solution  for  the  presence  of  bromide  or  iodide, 
it  should  be  rendered  slightly  acid  with  hydrochloric  acid 
prior  to  adding  chlorine  water,  because  solutions  containing 
much  sodium  carbonate  take  up  chlorine  in  large  quantity  to 
form  hypochlorous  acid  and  sodium  chloride.  Again,  in  test- 
ing this  solution  for  the  acetic  radical  it  should  be  exactly 
neutralised  with  hydrochloric  or  nitric  acid. 

Nouveau  Venu. — The  form  of  your  report  would  have  been 
quite  satisfactory  had  you  numbered  the  pages  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  intended  to  be  read.  Dilute  the  liq.  ferri 
perchlor.  fort,  first,  and  then  add  ammonia  drop  by  drop  as 
long  as  the  precipitate  which  forms  locally  is  completely  re- 
dissolved  on  shaking.  Silver  citrate  or  tartrate  would  be  pre- 
cipitated on  exactly  neutralising  its  solution  in  ammonia.  In 
applying  the  chromyl  chloride  test  for  chlorides  you  appear 
to  have  tested  at  the  end  for  the  sulphuric  instead  of  the 
chromic  radical. 

A.  F.  W. — In  your  report  you  left  one  or  two  unfortunate 
blanks — apparently  to  insert  formulas — which  to  some  extent 
obscured  your  meaning. 

Kismet. — You  did  not  clearly  show  that  cadmium  was 
absent.  The  red  colour  produced  by  ferric  chloride  in  a  solu- 
tion of  an  acetate  is  not  discharged  by  mercuric  chloride. 
Mercuric  chloride  does  not  give  any  precipitate  with  a  solu- 
tion of  pure  sodium  bicarbonate. 

John  A.  Tod  and  H.  K.  C— You  should  use  a  saturated 
solution  of  sodium  bitartrate  instead  of  solution  of  tartaric 
acid  in  testing  for  potassium.  The  former  is  much  more  deli- 
cate in  its  indications  than  the  latter. 

Cuniculus.— The  fact  that  hydrogen  sulphide  at  first  gave 
a  reddish-brown  precipitate  shows  that  the  solution  into  which 
it  was  passed  contained  a  great  deal  too  much  free  hydro- 
chloric acid.  You  do  not  seem  to  have  tested  for  the  acetic 
radical. 

T.  M.  M. — Vapour  of  iodine  is  violet,  and  vapour  of 
bromine  reddish-brown.  In  your  report  you  may  have  re- 
versed the  colours  merely  by  inadvertence.  The  formula  for 
cobaltous  nitrate  is  Co(N03)2. 

S.  H.  B. — You  omitted  to  give  a  summary  of  the  substances 
detected.  This  summary  is  specially  asked  for,  and  is  re- 
garded as  an  essential  part  of  the  report. 

C.  W.  R. — You  do  not  appear  to  have  examined  the  hydro- 
gen sulphide  precipitate  for  copper  or  cadmium,  or  for  metals 
of  the  arsenium  group.  Neglecting  to  do  so  is  a  serious  over- 
sight. You  ought  to  have  found,  by  its  action  on  calcium 
hydroxide,  that  the  gas  evolved  when  the  powder  effervesced 
with  hydrochloric  acid  consisted  of  carbonic  anhydride. 

Fairfax.— See  last  sentence  of  reply  to  "  V.  L.  B." 

G.  A  G.— Ammonium  hydrosulphide  produced  a  precipitate 
of  lead  sulphide  because  the  lead  had  not  been  properly 
eliminated  by  means  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  Please  add  vour 
name  to  any  future  report. 

Valerian.— The  application  of  the  chromyl  chloride  test 
proved  the  presence  of  a  chloride,  but  it  did  not,  as  you  seem 
to  suppose  prove  the  absence  of  a  bromide.  See  also  the  first 
sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  C.  G." 

L.  C.  Woolldkidge.  Your  report  is  not  very  much  more 
than  a  summary  of  results.  You  should  give  details  of  the 
operations  carried  out,  so  that  it  may  be  possible  for  us  to 
understand  how  errors  have  arisen.  See  also  first  sentence  of 
reply  to  Cuniculus. 


Esruf. — Magnesium  sulphate  was  altogether  useless  as  a 
reagent  for  the  detection  of  carbonate  under  the  conditions  in 
which  you  used  it.  You  did  not  fully  examine  the  hydrogen 
sulphide  precipitate,  and  therefore  failed  to  establish  the 
presence  or  absence  of  cadmium. 

Velox. — Your  rough-and-ready  method  of  dealing  with  the 
hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate — i.e.  pouring  off  the  acid  liquid 
in  which  the  precipitate  has  been  produced,  adding  ammonia 
to  the  residue  until  alkaline,  and  then  ammonium  hydro- 
sulphide  to  dissolve  any  arsenium-group  sulphides — will  not 
do  for  delicate  analytical  work;  velox  it  may  be,  atrox 
it  certainly  is. 

C.  C.  D.  D. — You  ought  to  have  obtained  beads  of  metallic 
lead  when  you  heated  the  powder  on  charcoal  with  potassium 
cyanide.  The  white  precipitate  which  you  mistook  for 
aluminium  hydroxide  consisted  of  lead  hydroxide. 

A.  B. — Your  examination  for  acid  radicals  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.  In  particular,  the  evidences  of  the  presence  of 
acetate  and  phosphate  which  you  adduce  are  wholly  worth- 
less. 

Uncertain. — Sodium  carbonate  is  preferable  to  sodium 
hydroxide  for  preparing  the  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid 
radicals.  Kindly  give  your  address  with  any  subsequent 
report. 

Pharsalia. — You  failed  to  detect  the  presence  of  chloride, 
but  your  omission  to  test  for  it  by  means  of  silver  nitrate  may 
partly  explain  this  failure. 

Squill. — Your  supposed  precipitate  of  calcium  oxalate  no 
doubt  consisted  of  calcium  sulphate,  as  the  solution  you 
examined  was  prepared  with  sulphuric  acid.  Several  of  the 
errors  into  which  you  have  fallen  are  discussed  in  the  general 
remarks  or  in  replies  to  other  correspondents  above. 

Chemicus. — You  did  not  test  for  potassium  in  the  proper 
way.  This  metal  should  not  be  sought  for  in  the  unexamined 
aqueous  extract,  but  in  the  liquid  remaining  after  the 
removal  of  all  the  metals  up  to  and  including  those  of  the 
barium  group. 

Ooma.— On  standing  for  a  considerable  time,  ammonia  solu- 
tion may  become  distinctly  contaminated  with  carbonate, 
through  absorption  of  carbonic  anhydride,  and  may  then  yield 
a  precipitate  with  calcium  chloride.  Perhaps  this  is  the  ex- 
planation of  the  reaction  which  led  you  to  conclude  that  the 
tartaric  radical  was  present.  Read  also  the  second  sentence 
of  the  reply  to  "  C.  G." 


Zbe  WLecWs  poteonmos. 

ONLY  two  of  the  nine  fatalities  by  poisoning  that 
have  been  reported  during  the  week  were  not  suicides. 
One  was  the  case  of  Harold  Poynton  Weaver  (27),  a  medical 
student  at  St.  Bartholomew's,  who  died  from  pneumonia 
accelerated  by  an  overdose  of  laudanum  which  he  took  for 
insomnia.  The  evidence  at  the  inquest  showed  that  deceased 
was  in  the  habit  of  carrying  a  bottle  of  tincture  of  opium 
about  with  him  in  his  hospital  bag.  Deceased  left  a  letter 
indicating  that  he  had  taken  laudanum  in  order  to  get  "a 
sound  sleep  at  last,"  and  some  of  the  jurors  commented  upon 
the  unwisdom  of  allowing  medical  students  to  carry  about 
dangerous  drugs  in  their  hospital  bags. — The  other  misad- 
venture occurred  at  Shoreditch,  where  Edward  Milton  (60). 
a  hawker,  drank  a  paint-cleaning  preparation  in  mistake  for 
water,  and  died  from  irritant  poisoning. — At  Huddersfield, 
Josiah  David  Clark  (46),  a  jeweller,  poisoned  himself  with 
potassium  cyanide  because  he  could  get  no  work. — Carbolic 
acid  caused  three  deaths.  At  Dilton  Marsh,  near  W7est- 
bury,  it  was  taken  by  Sidney  Collier  (28),  who  suffered 
from  nervous  depression.  Caroline  Alice  Shoberl  (58)  took 
it  at  Salehurst.  Sussex,  and  the  third  victim  was  Margaret 
W  ilson  (26),  of  Belfast. — Two  suicides  were  accomplished 
with  hydrochloric  acid,  the  victims  being  Sarah  Greenwood 
(48),  a  farmer's  wife  at  Blackshaw,  near  Hebden  Bridge, 
and  George  Markham,  an  Emneth  blacksmith. — Salt  of 
lemon  was  taken  with  fatal  results  by  Mrs.  Daisy  Ethel 
Burton  (72).  the  widow  of  a  tailor's  traveller,  lately  resid- 
ing at  72  High  Street,  Borough.  The  evidence  went  to 
show  that  deceased  belonged  to  a  sect  called  the  "  Christian 
Scientists,"  and  apparently  in  a  fit  of  religious  mania  she 
took  the  poison.  She  was  found  dying  in  bed,  and  by  her 
side  was  a  cup  and  a  packet  labelled  "Salt  of  Lemon, 
Poison.  The  Ravenscourt  Drug-stores,  164  Goldhawk 
Road.  Shepherd's  Bush,  W."  Dr.  Eric  Watson  Sheaf  said 
he  did  not  think  salt  of  lemon  is  a  scheduled  poison,  but  it 
is  deadly. 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

The  York  Guardians  propose  to  allow  the  district  medical 
officers  10  per  cent,  on  the  amounts  of  their  salaries  for  the 
supply  of  expensive  medicines  to  outdoor  cases. 

The  Bishop  of  Worcester  has  taken  the  Charterhouse, 
Coventry,  as  a  residence.  This  place  is  owned,  and  at 
present  occupied,  by  Colonel  Wyley. 

The  Public  Analyst  of  Lewisham  has  examined  during  the 
past  quarter  one  sample  of  tincture  of  bark  and  one  sample 
of  camphorated  oil,  and  has  found  both  genuine. 

Frank  Robinson  (27)  has  been  sent  to  gaol  for  twelve 
months  with  hard  labour  for  attempting  to  break  and  enter 
the  lock-up  shop  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  Parliament  Street,  Harro- 
gate. 

Owing  to  the  mistake  of  a  farm  servant  at  Reighton 
Manor,  near  Scarborough,  some  wheat  which  had  been  mixed 
with  arsenic  was  given  to  five  valuable  shire  horses,  and  all 
the  animals  died. 

Joseph  Antoine  Louis  Lobjois  (38)  has  been  convicted  of 
having  unlawfully  converted  to  his  own  use  moneys  belong- 
ing to  his  employer,  Dr.  Jules  Bengue,  chemist,  of  London 
and  Paris,  and  has  been  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division. 

Two  donkeys  died  at  Axiuouth  Manor  last  month  from 
eating  grass  which  had  been  treated  with  arsenical  weed- 
killer. The  presence  of  arsenic  in  the  intestines  of  the  dead 
animals  was  detected  by  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  of  Exeter, 
to  whom  portions  were  sent  for  analysis. 

A  claim  for  201.  against  a  defaulting  apprentice  and  his 
father  was  dismissed  by  the  Northwich  Magistrates  on 
October  24,  on  the  ground  that  the  indenture  stipulated 
that  the  apprentice  must  not  marry.  The  Bench  held  that 
such  a  restriction  in  any  document  is  invalid. 

Mr.  John  Hughes,  agricultural  chemist,  writing  to  the 
Herefordshire  County  Council  regarding  arsenic  in  hops, 
states  that  only  one  of  the  samples  submitted  to  the  Govern- 
ment analyst  during  the  last  two-and-a-half  years  had  more 
than  one-hundredth  part  of  a  grain  per  pound  of  hops. 

On  October  19  the  shop  of  Mr.  Tudor  Williams,  the 
"Medical  Hall,"  Aberdare,  was  broken  into,  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  till  (about  4Z.)  were  taken,  as  well  as  some 
postage  stamps  and  postal  orders  (amounting  to  about 
10s.  6d.  in  value),  which  were  loose  in  the  dental  room. 

Dr.  T.  C.  Barkas,  a  prominent  Newcastle  physician,  while 
in  his  brougham  on  October  25  was  run  into  by  an  electric 
car.  The  force  of  the  impact  overturned  the  carriage,  but 
the  doctor  was  only  slightly  shaken.  Dr.  Barkas  was  at 
one  time  engaged  in  pharmacy,  but  took  to  medicine  some 
years  ago. 

Dudley  Dispensary  is  celebrating  its  diamond  jubilee,  and 
at  its  annual  meeting  the  Hon.  Secretary  stated  that  during 
the  sixty  years  1,250,000  patients  had  been  treated,  at  an 
average  cost  of  3s.  Id.  per  head ;  1,537,584  bottles  of  physic 
had  been  dispensed ;  10,000  gallons  of  cod-liver  oil  sup- 
plied ;  and  the  drug  bill  amounted  to  12,334/. 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  colds  in  the  head  the 
automatic  machines  at  the  railway  stations  which  usually 
supply  scent  are  now  providing  pennyworths  of  eucalyptus. 
So  great  is  the  demand  that  during  the  last  two  days,  says 
the  "Daily  Mail,"  the  machines  have  had  to  be  restocked 
every  twenty-four  hours,  instead  of  once  a  week  as  is 
customary. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alliance  of  Mineral-water 
Manufacturers,  held  in  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  October  19,  the 
necessity  for  the  provision  of  a  special  poison-bottle  to 
prevent  ginger-beer  and  other  bottles  being  used  for  poisons 
— as  provided  by  a  Bill  promised  by  Sir  Thomas  Dewar — was 
agreed  with,  and  the  matter  was  further  referred  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

An  old  lady  named  Seddon  was  sentenced  to  death  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court  on  October  20  for  the  murder  of  her 
husband.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  old  couple  had 
come  to  the  end  of  their  resources,  and  agreed  to  take  poison 


together.  They  drank  belladonna  liniment,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  wife,  and  the  husband  died  but  the  woman  re- 
covered. The  jury  strongly  recommended  the  prisoner  to 
mercy. 

The  Llandyssil  magistrates  endeavoured  to  summon  a  man 
who  declared  that  he  was  a  baron,  and  embossed  upon  his 
notepaper  the  words  "  Supreme  Court,"  for  neglecting  to 
provide  efficient  education  for  his  son.  The  defendant 
makes  pills  for  a  living,  possesses  a  copy  of  a  Magna  Charta, 
and  dumped  down  upon  the  doorstep  the  summons  which 
a  Welsh  policeman  brought  him.  After  considering  the 
evidence  as  given  thus,  the  Magistrates  decided  to  communi- 
cate with  his  lordship  by  letter. 

A  number  of  unemployed  labourers,  who  have  recently 
gone  to  Torquay  in  the  hope  of  being  employed  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  tramway  system,  made  an  un- 
friendly demonstration  in  front  of  the  shop  of  Mr.  John 
Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  in  Lucius  Street,  Torquay, 
on  October  23.  The  police  were  called,  and  the  men  dis- 
persed. Mr.  Taylor,  who  is  ex-Mayor,  is  also  Chairman  of 
the  Electric  Lighting  Committee  of  the  Town  Council,  and 
the  Council  are  blamed  for  obstruction  in  beginning  the 
tramway  scheme. 

L'Entente  Municipale. 
M.  Lefevre,  one  of  the  Paris  councillors  who  visited 
London  last  week,  in  a  letter  to  the  "  Journal"  (quoted  by 
the  "Times"),  says  the  part  of  the  programme  consist- 
ing in  the  entertainment  by  the  members  of  the  County 
Council  at  their  own  homes  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council- 
lors was  at  first  somewhat  dreaded  by  the  latter,  but  he  and 
his  compatriots  were  treated  with  such  great  kindness  that 
they  felt  themselves  thoroughly  at  home.  He  speaks  of  his 
good  star  that  led  him  into  the  family  of  Mr.  Robinson, 
adding  that  the  intimate  relations  thus  inevitably  brought 
about  will  be  decidedly  the  most  interesting  and  the  most 
lasting  reminiscence  of  the  recent  fetes.  Mr.  Robinson  is, 
of  course,  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  who  entertained  M.  Lefevre  at  26  Brechin 
Place,  South  Kensington,  S.W.

THE  decrease  in  the  National  Drink  Bill  and  the  conse- 
quent gloom  which  one  might  expect  to  prevail  in 
"The  Trade"  has  no  reflection  this  week  in  the  Agricul- 
tural Hall,  where  the  brewers  and  maltsters  are  holding 
their  twenty-seventh  annual  exhibition  and  market.  The 
exhibits  appear  to  be  more  numerous,  and  certainly  they  are 
finer,  than  they  have  been  for  years. 

Machinery,  of  course,  is  what  one  expects  to  see  most  of. 
One  of  the  largest  and  most  varied  exhibits  is  made 
by  L.  Ltjmley  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  newest  machine  is 
the  "Eureka,"  for  bottling  beer  or  aerated  waters  under 
pressure.  It  is  simple  but  strongly  constructed,  capable  of 
filling  six  to  twelve  syphons  at  a  time,  and  each  filling- 
tube  is  fitted  with  a  guard  to  prevent  injury  to  the  operator 
during  bottling.  A  special  feature  of  the  "  Eureka"  is  the 
counter  or  top-pressure,  the  liquid  passing  into  the  bottles 
by  gravitation  and  retaining  the  full  volume  of  C02  gas. 
An  ingenious  screw-stoppering  machine,  the  "  Speed  and 
Safety,"  is  attracting  much  notice.  The  "Success" 
filling-machine  is  used  for  filling  boot-blacking,  salad 
oil,  as  well  as  beer,  etc.  Farrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd., 
have  likewise  a  very  fine  show  opposite  the  Arcade 
entrance.  Bottling  machinery,  machines  for  filling 
jars,  and  the  well-known  "Eureka"  bottle-washing 
machine  are  engaging  the  greatest  amount  of  attention. 
Bar  requisites  make  a  necessarily  complex  exhibit,  and  Eng- 
lish soda-water  fountains  and  their  requisites  are  included. 
The  Pasteur  (Chamberland)  filter,  adapted  to  an  infinite 
variety  of  uses,  is  shown  at  the  smart  exhibit  of  J.  Defries 
&  Sons,  Ltd.  Large  supply-filters  for  mineral-water 
works,  as  well  as  household  and  hotel  filters  and  orna- 
mental counter-fixtures,  are  the  purpose  of  the  exhibit  of 
the  Berkefeld  Filter  Co.,  Ltd.  The  "  Champion  "  label- 
ling-machine  is  at  its  usual  corner,  with  the  representatives 
of  William  Fletcher  giving  demonstrations.  For  sim- 
plicity, the  "Little  Dart"  labelling-table  of  H.  Dawe 
is  hard  to  beat.  The  top  of  the  table  works  on  a  hinge,  and 
rests  lightly  against  the  top  of  a  lined  roller  which  is 
mounted  over  a  trough  of  gum.  The  labels,  laid  out  on  the 
top,  are  slipped  one  by  one  over  the  roller  and  on  to  the 
bottle.  One  of  the  newest  things  in  bottle-washing  is  the 
"Tunelius"  machine,  made  by  the  Tunelitjs  Co.,  Ltd. 
It  has  a  horizontal  circular  movement,  and  washes  all  kinds 
of  bottles  without  adjustment  and  quite  automatically. 
It  brushes  each  bottle  210  times  inside  with  three  brushes 
in  rotation,  twice  outside  with  two  brushes,  and  finally 
injects  a  spray  of  water  inside  the  bottle  to  rinse  out.  A 
shower  of  water  is  let  down  the  outside  of  each  bottle 
during  the  process.  Sidney  Mtjnckton  is  showing  his 
"Speedwell"  and  "Bapid"  syphon-cleaners,  and  a  simple 
arrangement  for  bottle-washing  by  which  the  inside  and 
outside  of  the  bottle  are  thoroughly  cleansed  at  one  opera- 
tion. This  machine,  which  is  inexpensive,  may  be  at- 
tached to  any  soaking-tank.  A  natty  and  attractive  corner 
just  by  the  main  entrance  is  used  for  displaying  the 
"  Consol "  automatic  aerator,  the  miniature  soda-fountain 
of  the  British  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd.  A  ccrking- 
machine  and  a  cork-puller  (known  as  the  "  Invincible")  are 
shown  by  the  same  company.  A  series  of  cheerful  glows 
emanate  from  a  variety  of  syphon-stoves  shown  by  S. 
Clark  &  Co.,  much  sought  after  by  the  "Trade."  The 
Crown  Cork  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  showing  bottling-machines 
and  a  nice  selection  of  "Crown"  corks  and  aluminium 
bottle-stoppers.  The  hygienic  steel  bins  of  Young's 
Patent  Hygienic  Bin  Co.  engage  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  the  assembled  maltsters.  They  are  eminently 
suitable  for  storage  purposes.  Baker  and  Ling's  brimstone 
stove,  for  use  in  sulphuring  hops  on  the  kiln,  is  shown  by 
Drake  &  Fletcher.  It  is  the  invention  of  Mr.  J.  L. 
Baker,  F.I.C.,  and  Mr.  A.  R.  Ling,  F.I.C.,  and  the  stove 
is  so  constructed  that  its  use  effects  complete  combustion 
of  the  sulphur,  giving  out  sulphurous  acid  only,  entirely 
free  from  arsenical  fumes  or  solid  particles  of  sulphur. 

The  beverages  are,  of  course,  innumerable  in  variety  and 
style.  A  lengthy  double  exhibit  by  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
takes  up  a  considerable  portion  of  the  first  North  Bay. 
One  exhibit  is  devoted  entirely  to  syphons,  their  manufac- 
ture and  their  upkeep.      "  The  perfection  of  hygienic- 


syphon  production,"  we  are  told,  "  is  reached  in  the  patent 
'Chinaway'  syphon."  The  latest  improvements  in  this 
porcelain-nozzled  syphcn,  with  its  absolute  prevention  of 
metallic  contact,  make  it  hard  for  one  to  controvert  this- 
sweeping  assertion.  The  nozzle  is  gradually  becoming  more 
graceful  in  outline,  and  its  internal  arrangements  have  been 
slightly  altered  to  facilitate  the  evenness  of  the  flow.  An 
excellently  illustrated  booklet  which  is  being  given  away 
clinches  the  eloquent  verbal  arguments  of  Mr.  Griffith, 
Mr.  Ashton,  and  other  Idris  representatives,  regarding  the 
capability  of  Idris,  Ltd.,  to  make  trustworthy  syphons  and 
the  absolutely  unassailable  virtue  of  the  "  Chinaway."  The 
second  exhibit  is  given  over  to  bottled  beverages  of  all 
kinds.  Looking  down  from  the  gallery  into  the  centre  of 
the  Hall  a  giant  ginger-beer  bottle  bulks  largely  in  the 
vision.  This  is  the  inner  cabin  of  Camwal,  Ltd.,  replacing 
the  familiar  giant  syphon  of  yore.  This  faithful  reproduc- 
tion is  twenty  feet  high  and  will  hold  about  3,000  gals, 
of  ginger -beer.  If  one  draws  away  a  mysterious  curtain, 
however,  one  will  find  that  it  holds  one  or  two  visitors,  who 
are  earnestly  discussing  the  merits  of  brewed  ginger-beer, 
dry  ginger-ale,  splitlets,  and  other  "Camwal"  commodi- 
ties with  one  or  two  "Camwal"  representatives.  The 
exhibit  is  a  new  and  a  smart  one,  and  the  interest  of  the 
hotel-keeper  will  eventually  become  the  interest  of  the 
chemist  who  is  agent.  An  ivy-covered  cabin,  a  stretch, 
of  green  sward,  a  playing  fountain,  hanging  pots  of  flowers, 
and  the  harp  of  Old  Erin  are  the  accessories  before  the  fact 
that  Cantrell  &  Cochrane's  ginger-ale  and  other  sparkling 
non-alcoholic  beverages  from  Belfast  are  within.  This 
exhibit  is  strikingly  successful.  An  exhibit  somewhat  oft 
the  same  lines  is  made  by  Rosbach.  The  "Empress  of 
Table  Waters  "  is  enthroned,  however,  in  one  of  the  South 
Bays,  while  the  Belfast  products  are  in  the  centre  of  the 
Hall.  In  this  vicinity  is  a  neat,  undulatory  scheme 
of  dressing  which  is  used  by  Beatjfoy  &  Co.  to  set  out 
their  pre-eminence  in  British  wines,  malt  vinegar,  non-alco- 
holic ales,  and  mineral  waters.  A  speciality  at  this  stall  is 
Beaufoy's  ginger  wine.  It  has  to  be  tasted  to  be  enjoyed. 
Many  other  "  tasty  "  things  are  in  evidence.  For  instance, 
the  failing  strength  of  the  sight-worn,  footsore  visitor  is 
renewed  at  the  stall  of  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Co., 
Ltd.,  where  "Oxo"  hot  is  being  administered  unto  the 
multitude.  "  Lemco  "  is  also  on  view,  and  "Fray  Bentos  "' 
products  of  a  more  solid  kind. 

The  dignity  of  "A"  in  "Special  Positions"  is  held  by 
the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.  It  is  the  usual  severe 
and  dignified  square  through  which  many  meander  in  search- 
of  sweetness.  That  they  get  it  is  certain,  and  that  the 
necessity  for  sweetness  is  becoming  more  general  is  shown, 
by  the  increasing  business  of  the  company.  In  another 
part  of  the  Hall  Poecherine,  Ltd.,  contend  that  theirs  is- 
the  sweetener.  The  fact  that  it  is  the  only  liquid  sweeten- 
ing-agent on  the  market,  and  that  it  is  ready  for  use  in. 
either  hot  or  cold  syrups,  makes  it  acceptable  to  many.  The 
London  Essence  Co.  are  showing  mainly  winter  cordials. 
A  new  concentrated  essence  of  Jamaica  ginger,  a  ginger 
tonic,  and  a  dry  ginger-champagne  are  the  latest  essences- 
to  be  seen,  as  well  as  a  Golden  Hop  Tonic,  which  promises 
well.  The  "  Lescol "  perfumes  are  likewise  in  evidence. 
In  the  end  gallery  the  Vinolia  Co..  Ltd.  have  one  of  their 
chaste  exhibits  of  "Vinolia"  perfumes  and  soaps.  The 
fairer  portion  of  the  visitors  linger  long  round  the  Vinolia. 
corner,  and  the  "Vinolia"  young  ladies  are  kept  busy. 
The  disinfectant  and  veterinary  preparations  of  the 
Pueitas  Disinfectants  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  shown  in  the  body 
of  the  Hall.  The  Company  are  also  the  manufacturers  of? 
Mills  &  Co.'s  horse-powders  and  animal  medicines.  Brewers"' 
chemicals,  caramels,  and  colours  are  shown  by  Hassall  & 
Co.  and  by  Johnson  &  Hooper.  The  latter  are  exhibiting 
also  "Crown"  brand  flowers  of  sulphur  and  roll  sulphur 
and  Tuson's  sheep-dips  and  disinfectants.  The  well-known 
table  salt,  the  quite-as-well-known  salt-cellars,  and  the  less- 
familiar  salt-sprinklers  are  shown  by  Cf.rebos  (1903).  Ltd.
